FAMILY  MONEY  MANAGEMENT 


SHOULD  YOU  PUT  PROPERTY  IN  YOUR  WIFE'S  NAME,  TOO? 


If  you  should  die  before  your  wife,  it 
would  probably  save  money  and  legal 
complications,  since  property  owned 
jointly  (in  "joint  tenancy")  goes  to  her 
outright  and  does  not  have  to  be  ad- 
ministered through  your  estate.  Also,  of 
course,  once  she  becomes  sole  owner  your 
creditors  would  have  great  difficulty 
touching  the  property  to  collect  for  any 
debts  they  may  claim  against  your  es- 
tate. But  if  your  property  includes  much 
more  than  the  family  home  and  a  few 
personal  items,  joint  ownership  can  pre- 
sent some  pitfalls. 

The  biggest  complication  here 
is  that  disagreements  about  how  the 
property  should  be  handled  can  be  very 
troublesome,  and  it's  even  possible  for 
one  owner  to  withdraw  the  entire 
amount,  say,  of  a  joint  bank  account 
without  the  knowledge  or  consent  of  the 
co-owning  spouse. 

Nor  can  you  determine  exactly  how 
jointly  owned  property  will  be  handled 
after  you  die.  If  you  and  your  wife 
should  die  in  a  common  accident,  your 
children  would  probably  have  to  pro- 


bate two  estates,  although  in  some 
states  it  may  be  assumed  by  the  courts 
that  the  husband  survived  the  wife  and 
therefore  became  sole  owner  of  the 
property  held  in  joint  tenancy.  If  your 
wife  survives  you  but  dies  without  a 
will,  all  the  property  may  pass  solely  to 
her  family,  unless  you  have  children 
who  would  be  her  heirs. 

Another  question  is  if  your  wife 
can  cope  with  the  responsibilities  of  sole 
ownership  after  your  death.  Property 
held  in  joint  tenancy  generally  cannot 
be  left  in  trust  to  the  co-owner.  Thus, 
your  widow  would  be  on  her  own,  with- 
out the  guidance  of  an  experienced 
trustee  who  would  handle  the  estate  ac- 
cording to  your  specific  instructions. 

Where  substantial  property  values 
are  involved,  you  may  also  be  handing 
Uncle  Sam  an  extra  big  tax  bite.  The 
government  considers  property  paid  for 
by  one  person,  then  put  in  joint  tenancy 
with  another,  as  a  gift,  and  one-half  the 
value  of  the  property  is  subject  to  gift 
tax.  Real  estate  owned  by  husband  and 
wife,  co-owned  E  and  H  savings  bonds, 


and  all  savings  and  checking  accounts 
are  exceptions.  However,  if  the  savings 
bonds  are  cashed  or  money  is  with- 
drawn by  the  non-contributing  joint 
tenant,  gift  taxes  may  enter  the  picture. 
The  gift  tax  exemption  allows  you  to 
give  away,  ordinarily,  up  to  $3,000  a 
year  to  each  of  any  number  of  individ- 
uals without  paying  tax.  Your  spouse 
has  a  similar,  separate  privilege.  In  ad- 
dition, you  both  can  give  away— any 
way  you  choose— $30,000  more  during 
your  lifetimes  without  taxation.  Any  ex- 
cessive unreported  gifts,  however,  can 
complicate  settlement  of  your  estate, 
and  cost  interest  and  penalties. 

With  joint  tenancy,  it's  also  pos- 
sible that  you  may  not  be  able  to  take 
advantage  of  savings  on  other  types  of 
estate  taxes.  Although  there's  a  saving 
on  a  few  State  inheritance  taxes,  the 
Federal  government  bases  its  estate  tax 
on  the  entire  property  held  in  joint  ten- 
ancy except  for  a  proportionate  part  the 
survivor  can  prove  he  owns  as  a  result 
of  personally  contributing  a  part  of  the 
purchase  price. 


HOW  CAN  YOU  REDUCE  MOVING  EXPENSES? 


Since  weight  means  money  when  you  move,  the  best  way 
is  not  to  take  everything  with  you.  Hauling  100  pounds  the 
390  miles  from  New  York  to  Pittsburgh,  for  instance,  costs 
$7.10  in  a  minimum  load  of  500  pounds.  And  personal  posses- 
sions in  an  average  7-room  house  weigh  between  three  and 
four  tons! 

Ask  the  mover  for  cost  figures  on  total  weights  and  on 
specific  items.  Then  decide  what  useless  old  things  you  might 
throw  away— and  what  items  it  might  pay  you  to  sell  at  this 
end  and  to  replace  at  the  other.  Often  the  price  you  get  for  an 
older  sofa,  for  instance,  plus  the  amount  you  save  by  not  pay- 
ing to  have  it  moved,  will  give  you  about  enough  money  to 
buy  a  new  one.  The  chart  below  gives  you  an  idea  of  what 
specific  items  cost  to  move.

Another  cost-cutting  strategy  is  to  do  your  own  packing, 
but  be  sure  to  balance  the  dollars  you  save  this  way  against 
other  costs  and  risks  you'll  have  to  assume.  Moving  men 
charge  $200  to  $250  to  pack  the  contents  of  a  7-room  house. 
You  won't  automatically  save  that  much  by  doing  the  job 
yourself,  since  you'll  need  cartons  for  dishes,  books,  and  the 
like;  wrappings  for  rugs;  many  other  packing  materials  (all 
included  in  your  bill  if  the  movers  do  the  packing).  You  can 
get  these  from  the  moving  firm,  at  a  price— about  75c  for  a 
paper  carton,  for  instance,  $2  for  a  "barrel-carton,"  $5  for 
special  wardrobes  which  carry  clothing  on  hangers.  Such  ma- 
terials usually  add  up  to  $60  to  $80  for  a  7-room  house. 

Special -purpose  containers  aren't  required,  but  mov- 
ers prefer  them.  If  your  homemade  or  grocery -store  crates 
don't  look  safe,  the  mover  will  probably  ask  for  a  waiver  re- 
lieving him  of  any  damage  claims  on  items  he  considers  im- 
properly packed.  When  the  movers  do  the  packing,  your  bill 
includes  protection  against,  and  reimbursement  for,  breakage 
or  loss.  If  you  want  this  coverage  when  you  do  the  job  your- 
self, you'll  be  charged  about  50c  for  every  $100  of  value.  Mov- 
ing companies  will  pay  only  30c  per  pound  of  damaged  prop- 
erty if  you  don't  buy  this  extra  insurance. 

You  should  consider,  too,  that  a  professional  two-  or  three- 
man  crew  needs  a  full  8-hour  day  to  pack  the  contents  of  a  7- 
room  house  for  moving.  The  amateur  who  tackles  the  task 
has  a  real  job  on  his  hands. 

Your  safest  general  rule  in  moving  is  to  pick  one  of  the

Re- 
member that  these  men  handle  more  moves  in  a  week  than 
the  average  household  goes  through  in  a  lifetime. 

(A  tip  for  indoor  gardeners:  The  law  doesn't  allow  movers  to 
carry  live  plants;  your  prized  house  plants  can,  however,  be 
shipped  by  rail  freight.) 


CAN  YOU  SAVE  MONEY  SAFELY 
AT  A  DISCOUNT  HOUSE? 

There's  no  doubt  about  the  first  point:  discount  houses  usu- 
ally save  you  money  because  they  operate  at  between  a  19  to 
24  per  cent  mark-up  against  the  retail  department  stores' 
usual  39  per  cent. 

Remember,  that  there  are  some  other  considerations,  too. 
Discount  houses,  with  their  do-it-yourself  shopping,  long 
sales  hours,  and  huge  parking  lots,  may  well  give  you  the 
combination  of  quality,  convenience,  and  price  best  suited 
for  your  needs.  On  the  other  hand,  there  are  still  good  reasons 
for  shopping  at  a  retail  store. 

Retail  stores  offer  services  that  are  ordinarily  not  given 
by  discount  houses.  Charge  accounts,  lay-away,  mail  and 
telephone  orders  and  delivery  service  are  all  expected  of  retail 
stores.  In  discount  houses,  these  services  are  limited  or  of- 
fered at  extra  charge.  Discount  stores  are  also  largely  self- 
service.  In  most  retail  stores,  clerks  give  better  personal  at- 
tention and  advice  to  customers. 

Retail  stores  customarily  have  repair  and  installation  serv- 
ices and  also  back  up  the  manufacturer's  warranty  and  guar- 
antee with  their  own.  Discount  stores  usually  charge  extra 
for  repair  and  installation,  and  any  warranty  or  guarantee  is 
by  manufacturers  only.  Sometimes  discount  houses  make  it 
more  difficult  for  a  customer  to  get  cash  refunds  or  make  ex- 
changes of  purchases. 

The  retail  store  often  carries  high-style  merchandise  and 
items  that  are  just  a  bit  "different."  Discount  houses  feature 
many  widely-marketed  articles,  rather  than  exclusive  items, 
and  have  a  limited  selection  compared  to  most  department 
stores.  For  example:  a  recent  study  showed  that  one  big  New 
York  store  carried  129  styles  of  men's  white  dress  shirts,  rang- 
ing in  price  from  $1.99  to  $14.09.  A  leading  discounter,  by 
comparison,  carried  but  35  styles  of  white  shirts,  from  $1.49 
to  $6.99  in  price. 

Discount  stores  keep  prices  low  in  a  number  of  other 
ways.  Interior  decorating  is  simple  compared  with  retail 
stores;  instead  of  attractive  displays,  goods  are  often  hung 
in  rows  or  racks,  or  left  in  original  boxes  piled  on  counters.  Dis- 
count houses  also  save  money  by  advertising  only  on  a  small 
scale  and  eliminating  trading  stamps.  They  often  buy  large 
quantities  of  "off-brand"  or  unbranded  merchandise;  in  these 
cases,  the  buyer  must  be  extra  careful  in  judging  quality 
versus  price  on  individual  items. 

One  expert  in  the  United  States  Department  of  Commerce 
believes  the  main  growth  of  discounting  is  due  to  confidence 
in  national  brands  brought  about  by  billions  spent  on  adver- 
tising through  the  years.  This  belief  in  national  brands,  he 
says,  makes  customers  willing  to  forego  services  in  dealing 
with  a  discount  house  if  by  doing  so  they  get  a  lower  price  for 
the  desired  brand. 

Not  unnaturally,  the  growing  popularity  of  discount  houses

HOW  MUCH  DO  YOU  REALLY  PAY 
FOR  INSURANCE  PROTECTION? 

The  only  way  to  figure  out  what  life  insurance  really  costs 
you  is  to  arrive  at  that  portion  of  your  premium  payments 
which  you  can't  get  back  if  you  decide  to  terminate  your  policy 
before  your  death.  This  net  cost  can  vary  a  great  deal  de- 
pending on  how  old  you  are  when  you  buy  the  policy,  what 
kind  of  policy  you  buy,  and  how  long  you  keep  it  in  force. 

Young  people  generally  find  that  term  insurance  offers 
the  lowest  net  cost  per  unit  of  protection— but  only  while 
they  are  still  young.  In  the  long  pull,  straight  life  insurance 
will  be  cheaper.  For  example,  it  costs  about  $7  per  $1,000  of 
term  insurance  at  age  35,  but  when  the  policy  is  renewed  at 
5-year  intervals,  the  premium  goes  up  every  time  and  you'll 
pay  $35  per  $1,000  from  ages  60  to  65.  This  brings  the  average 
annual  net  cost  to  about  $17  per  $1,000  over  the  30  years. 

On  the  other  hand,  although  you  may  pay,  for  exam- 
ple, an  annual  premium  of  around  $23  per  $1,000  for  a 
straight  life  insurance  policy  bought  at  age  35,  you'll  find  that 
after  30  years  such  a  policy  will  actually  have  cost  consider- 
ably less  than  the  same  amount  of  term  insurance. 

How  can  you  calculate  these  figures  on  your  own  policy? 

With  nonparticipating  policies— those  that  pay  no  divi- 
dends—that's easy.  If  term  insurance,  where  the  policy  pays 
nothing  unless  you  die,  the  net  cost  is  simply  the  premiums 
you  pay.  Just  average  them  out  over  the  years,  and  there's 
your  annual  cost.  With  nonparticipating  straight  life  insur- 
ance and  other  nonparticipating  policies  that  build  up  cash 
values,  it's  a  different  matter.  To  figure  the  net  cost  of  such  a 
policy  at  the  end  of  any  given  year,  look  up  the  cash  value  for 
that  year  and  subtract  it  from  the  total  amount  of  premiums 
paid  by  that  time.  Then  divide  by  the  number  of  years  and 
you  have  the  average  annual  net  cost. 

Say  you  have  paid  $1,600  in  10  years  for  a  $10,000  policy 
starting  at  age  30.  Your  cash  value  at  the  end  of  10  years 
stands  at  $1,120.  $1,600  less  $1,120  is  $480,  and  that's  your 
net  cost  for  10  years.  Divide  by  10  for  average  cost  per  year— 
$48— and  divide  by  10  again  for  the  average  cost  per  thou- 
sand—$4.80.  You'll  find  that  premiums  can  run  quite  high  on 
some  cash  value  policies,  particularly  "endowment"  or 
"limited  pay"  policies  (where  all  the  premiums  are  concen- 
trated in  a  limited  number  of  years),  but  in  general  the  higher 
the  premium,  the  more  rapid  the  cash  value  accumulation, 
and  the  result  is  that  long-run  net  costs  for  each  $1,000  of  in- 
surance are  pretty  much  the  same. 

Arriving  at  net  costs  with  participating  policies  is  more 
difficult.  Such  policies  pay  annual  "dividends"— untaxable 
refunds  of  that  part  of  your  premium  the  company  didn't 
need  to  underwrite  your  policy.  Since  underwriting  costs  may 
vary,  such  dividends  are  not  guaranteed,  so  that  in  advance 
you  can  never  be  certain  just  what  your  exact  net  costs  will

But,  in  general,  dividends  on  participating  policies  have 
increased  over  the  past  decades,  and  although  initial  pre- 
miums are  higher  on  such  policies,  you'll  probably  find  thai 
the  eventual  net  cost  of  such  policies  comes  out  to  be  about 
the  same  as  on  similar  policies  issued  on  a  nonparticipatinj 
basis.  The  calculation  involves  the  extra  step  of  subtracting 
total  dividends  refunded  from  total  premiums  paid. 


HOW  DO  YOU  START  INVESTING 
IN  STOCKS? 

Before  you  do,  make  sure  you  have  covered  all  your  othei 
obligations:  that  you  carry  enough  life  and  property  insur 
ance,  that  your  investment  in  your  home  is  secure,  that  yoi 
have  an  emergency  reserve  in  your  bank  account,  that  yoi 
have  made  sound  plans  for  your  children's  education.  Decide 
carefully  how  much  money  you  can  afford  to  invest,  and  ther 
look  around  for  a  reliable  broker. 

"Stock  Brokers"  are  listed  in  the  yellow  pages  of  youi 
telephone  directory,  or  you  can  write  to  the  New  York  Stock 
Exchange  (Department  RGD,  11  Wall  Street,  New  York 
City)  for  a  list  of  member  brokers.  Most  of  these  also  have 
memberships  on  the  American  Stock  Exchange  and  the  13 
other  exchanges  in  the  country.  All  can  arrange  transactions 
on  all  exchanges— if  not  through  their  own  memberships,  then 
through  that  of  other  firms  they  do  business  with. 

Once  you  have  decided  on  a  broker,  have  him  explain  the 
basic  mechanics  of  investment: 

1.  How  to  place  an  order  in  person,  by  phone  and  by  mail 

2.  What  it  costs  to  buy  and  sell.  (Charges  on  transactions 
both  purchase  and  sale,  on  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange 
are  about  1  per  cent  of  market  value  for  stocks,  about }  ■>  of  1 
per  cent  on  bonds.  Sometimes  state  taxes  are  also  involved.) 

3.  What  kind  of  accounts  you  may  open,  and  rules  on  set- 
tling your  transactions. 

4.  How  the  board  works,  what  ticker  tape  symbols  mean, 
and  how  to  get  price  quotes  of  stocks  not  shown. 

5.  How  to  use  the  reference  works  in  the  statistics  depart- 
ment of  the  brokerage  office.  (Here  is  where  you'll  find  up-to^ 
date  records  on  all  companies  and  objective  estimates  on  the 
relative  merits  of  each  company's  securities.) 

Decide  with  your  broker  which  stocks  you'll  want  to  learn 
more  about  and  keep  track  of,  and  instruct  him  to  keep  send 
ing  you  information  on  these  stocks  as  it  comes  into  his  office. 
Also,  make  sure  that  you're  put  on  the  mailing  list  for  month- 
ly market  summaries  and  special  research  reports.  (You'll  get 
confirmations  of  orders  and  transactions,  and  monthly  ac- 
count statements  automatically.) 

Don't  be  in  a  hurry  to  start  investing.  True,  you  may 
miss  profits  here  and  there  by  taking  your  time— but  there 
are  always  opportunities  in  the  market,  tomorrow  as  well  as 
today,  and  undue  hurry  is  risky.  Don't  act  on  hunches,  tips, 
or  well-meaning  advice  of  friends.  Get  the  facts  and  figures 
about  a  company  and  its  management  before  you  buy  into  it.

We  suggest  you  have  preventive  maintenance  done  be- 
fore you  leave  home.  You'll  be  dealing  with  people  you 
know,  and  you  won't  run  the  risk  of  wasting  valuable 
vacation  time  on  the  way. 

Cooling.  Overheating  is  one  of  the  major  problems  in  warm 
weather  driving.

Have  the  thermostat  checked  for  proper  operation  and 
don't  operate  your  car  without  a  thermostat.  If  the  spaces 


between  the  cooling  fins  of  the  radiator  are  full  of  bugs  or 
dirt,  have  them  blown  out  or  forced  out  with  water. 
Fan  Belt.  In  addition  to  providing  cooling  air,  the  fan  belt 
supplies  power  to  the  generator  or  alternator.  A  loose  or 
slipping  belt  causes  reduced  voltage  output  wThich  results 
in  insufficient  spark  at  highway  speeds.  Have  belts 
checked  for  dry  rot,  cracks,  or  oil  soak.  If  the  belt  is  OK, 
have  the  tension  checked. 

Exhaust  System.  Have  the  entire  exhaust  system  checked  by 
an  expert  before  you  leave  on  a  trip.  Carbon  monoxide  is 
just  as  lethal  in  summer  as  winter,  especially  if  your  auto 
is  air-conditioned  and  will  be  driven  with  the  windows! 
closed. 

Tires.  High-speed,  hot-weather  driving  puts  a  tremendous 
strain  on  your  tires.  Have  them  checked  carefully  for 
cuts,  breaks,  signs  of  cord  separation,  or  other  indications

Spark  Plugs.  If  the  plugs  in  your  car  have  been  used  10,000 
miles,  they  should  be  carefully  checked.  If  they  still  have 
miles  left  in  them,  have  them  cleaned  and  regapped.  A  recent 
test  showed  that  new  plugs  produced  an  average  horsepower 
gain  of  over  25  per  cent,  improved  acceleration  over  15  per 
cent,  and  increased  gas  mileage  up  to  two  miles  per  gallon. 
Battery.  The  battery  is  a  likely  source  of  summer  driving 
trouble  unless  it  receives  proper  attention.  The  clamps,  ter- 
minals, and  cables  should  be  clean  and  corrosion-free.  Cables 
should  be  checked  for  breaks  and  wear  and  replaced  if  dete- 
riorated. The  water  level  should  be  checked  weekly  during 
ordinary  driving  and  daily  on  long  trips. 
Cleaners.  Dirty  or  clogged  filters  can  result  in  poor  gas  mileage, 
excess  crankcase  dilution,  and  excessive  oil  consumption. 
Have  the  air  cleaner,  oil  filter,  crankcase  filter,  draft  tube, 
and  other  filters,  cleaned  or  replaced  as  necessary. 
Engine  Oil.  Don't  forget  the  summer  need  for  complete  lubrica- 
tion !  If  the  oil  must  be  changed,  remember  to  have  it  drained 
when  the  engine  is  warm — a  cold  engine  retains  heavy  dirt- 
filled  oil  in  the  crankcase  and  engine.  Have  oil  level  checked 
every  time  you  stop  for  gas. 

Brakes.  If  the  brake  pedal  depresses  to  within  2  inches  of  the 
floor,  have  the  system  checked.  Also,  be  on  the  lookout  for 
telltale  signs  of  future  trouble— if  brakes  grab  or  pull  to  one 
side  when  applied  or  if  fluid  is  being  lost,  find  out  why  with- 
out delay.  Never  take  to  the  open  road  until  you're  satisfied 
that  your  "brakes  are  in  top  shape,  and  DON'T  waste  money 
on  bargain  brake  jobs. 

Other  things  you  should  check  to  promote  economy  on 
your  trip  are:  distributor  points,  condenser,  carburetor,  auto- 
matic choke,  and  timing. 

If  your  car  is  equipped  with  automatic  transmission,  power 
steering,  power  brakes,  or  air  conditioning,  these  should  be 
checked  for  leaks  or  other  indications  of  trouble. 


WHO  HAS  THE  RIGHT-OF-WAY? 

This  is  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant, but  most  misunder- 
stood, rules  of  the  road.  You 
must  yield  the  right  of  way: 

1.  To  pedestrians  in  cross- 
walks. 

2.  To  any  emergency  vehicle 
sounding  a  siren  or  display- 
ing a  warning  light.  Move  to 
the  side  of  street  or  road  and 
stop  clear  of  intersections. 

3.  To  vehicles  on  the  street  or 
pedestrians  on  the  sidewalk 
when  you  emerge  from  a  driveway  or  alley.

PLAIN  TALK  ABOUT  FAMILY  HEALTH

A  HEALTH  AND

GUIDE  FOR  SUMMER 


Along  with  its  bulging  cargo  of  delights,  sum- 
mer brings  various  hazards— poison  ivy,  sun- 
burn, insect  bites,  and  worse.  The  next  best 
thing  to  preventing  such  misfortunes  is  know- 
ing what  to  do  if  they  happen.  Here  is  a  sum- 
mary of  up-to-date  procedures  for  coping 
with  the  commonest  dangers. 
If  breathing  stops.  The  mouth-to-mouth 
method  of  artificial  respiration  has  been 
proved  more  effective  than  other  techniques 
and  should  be  used  when  drowning  or  any- 
thing else— poisoning,  shock,  suffocation, 
heart  failure— results  in  the  stoppage  of 
breath.  It  is  always  the  first  step  to  take. 


1.  Clear  the  mouth 
and  throat 


3.  Open  mouth 
and  pinch  nose 


2.  Tilt  head  back 
and  lift  jaw 


4.  Blow 


Begin  by  clearing  the  victim's  mouth  of 
obstructions,  then  quickly  place  him  flat  on 
his  back.  Tilt  his  head  back  as  far  as  possible, 
jutting  his  chin  straight  up.  Then  put  your 
thumb  in  his  mouth,  grip  his  jaw,  and  care- 
fully pull  it  open— all  the  while  holding  his 
head  back.  With  your  other  hand,  pinch  his 
nostrils  tightly  closed  to  prevent  any  air  from 
escaping. 

Take  a  deep  breath,  cover  the  patient's 
mouth  with  your  own,  making  an  airtight 
seal,  and  exhale  forcefully.  Keep  watching 
his  chest  as  you  blow.  When  the  chest  starts 
to  rise,  take  your  mouth  away  at  once  so  the 
victim  can  exhale  freely.  Repeat  this  forced 
breathing  every  four  or  five  seconds  until  the 
patient  inhales  spontaneously  or  a  doctor  is- 
sues other  instructions. 

When  the  victim  is  a  child,  your  blowing 
should  be  weaker,  appropriate  to  his  size.  If 


your  own  mouth  can  cover  the  child's  moutr 
and  nose,  puff  gently  through  both  opening! 
at  once,  one  breath  every  three  seconds. 

A  victim  who  does  not  respond  by  breath 
ing  may  have  something  lodged  in  his  throat 
Turn  him  over  on  his  side  and  thump  hirr 
firmly  on  the  back  to  jar  loose  any  possible 
obstruction.  Do  not  assume  he  is  dead. 
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Panic  is  one  of  the  leading  causes  of  drowning 
You  should  not  respond  to  trouble  in  the  irate, 
with  furious  and  pointless  thrashing.  Whet 
you  tire,  float  calmly  on  your  back. 

Cuts  and  scrapes.  The  appropriate  treat 
ment  for  skinned  knees,  scraped  elbows,  anc 
other  minor  cuts  and  abrasions  is  to  wash  th< 
wound  thoroughly  with  soap  and  clean  watei 
and  cover  it  with  an  adhesive  bandage, 
good  antiseptic  also  helps.  Antiseptics  nov 
come  in  a  variety  of  forms— pastes,  lotions 
liquids,  and  sprays — sometimes  with  a  mile 
anesthetic  included  to  alleviate  any  pain. 

But  do  not  use  antiseptics  on  a  deep  cut 
Clean  it  with  water  and  put  a  sterile  dressing 
on  it — or  as  clean  a  piece  of  cloth  as  you  cat 
find.  Then,  if  the  bleeding  is  serious,  apph 
pressure  on  the  dressing  to  stop  it.  (Thi: 
method  is  almost  always  as  effective,  and  fre 
quently  less  risky,  than  tourniquets  anc 
pressure-point  tactics.)  Then  see  a  doctor. 

To  reduce  the  danger  of  traumatic  shock  afte. 
any  serious  injury,  have  the  victim  lie  quieth 
flat  on  his  back  and  elevate  his  feet.  (Exceptions 
if  the  patient  finds  it.  difficult  to  breathe  or  if  hi 
head  appears  to  be  injured,  elevate  his  head  am 
chest  instead.)  Let  him  drink  some  water  if  fa 
wants  it,  unless  he  has  abdominal  ivounds.  0 
course,  no  fluid  should  ever  be  given  to  a  persoi 
tcho  is  unconscious  or  vomiting. 

Sunstroke  and  heat  exhaustion.   Sun 

stroke  (or  heatstroke)  and  heat  exhaustioi 
are  by  no  means  one  and  the  same.  Heat  ex 
haustion,  the  milder  problem,  is  generalh 
marked  by  a  pale,  clammy  skin,  an  excessiv< 
flow  of  sweat,  and  a  slight  drop  in  body  temp 
erature.  The  victim,  often  dizzy  or  nauseated 
should  be  moved  to  the  shade  and  given  sal 
water.  His  head  should  stay  low  and  hi: 
clothes  should  be  loosened.  Let  a  doctor  taki 
over  from  there. 

The  symptoms  of  sunstroke  are  different 
a  hot,  flushed  skin,  an  absence  of  sweating 
and  a  sharp  rise  in  body  temperature,  some 
times  to  dangerous  levels.  Often  the  victin 
loses   consciousness.

Nothing's  more  fun  for  an  imaginative  bunch  of 
youngsters  than  a  playhouse  of  their  very  own.  This 
one  will  please  you,  too,  because  it's  easy  to  build  and 
it  comes  apart  anytime  in  a  matter  of  minutes  for  mov- 
ing or  winter  storage.  Minus  the  roof,  you  can  set  it  up 
in  the  basement  during  cold  weather  for  an  inside  play 
area  that's  almost  as  much  fun  as  outside. 

You  can  build  this  little  house  easily  with  just  hand 
tools.  All  the  panels  except  the  two  9x72-inch  roof 
gables  are  standard  2-,  4-,  and  6-foot  exterior  plywood 
panels  that  you  can  buy  ready  cut  at  any  lumber  yard. 
Use  any  softwood  lumber— pine,  fir,  etc.— for  the  2x2- 
inch  framing  and  2x3-inch  beams. 

Assemble  the  2x2  framing  of  sides  according  to  the 
exploded-view  drawing.  Use  two  16d  nails  at  each 
joint.  Attach  the  ^-inch  siding  with  waterproof  glue 
and  finishing  nails.  Use  plenty  of  nails,  since  the  ply- 
wood siding, acts  as  gussets  to  strengthen  the  walls. 
Assemble  the  walls  as  shown  in  the  detail  drawings. 
Glue  and  tack  a  3-inch-wide  strip  of  canvas  over  the 
joint  in  the  two  roof  panels  before  attaching  them. 
Paint  the  house  with  exterior  enamel.

Study  these  detail  drawings  to  see 
how  wall  sections  join.  Note  that 
the  34-inch  panels  overlap  the 
frames  on  the  end  walls  and  at  the 
bottom  on  all  four  walls  to  cover 
the  joints  between  the  2x2  frames. 

All  walls  are  bolted  together  so 
they  can  easily  be  disassembled. 
Roof  is  fastened  on  with  lag  screws.

(Above)  This  sturdy  bench  will  take  any  amount  or  kind 
of  use  you  wish  to  put  it  to.  Place  against  a  privacy  screen 
or,  as  used  here,  on  a  railroad-tie  retaining  wall.  The 
gaily  colored  cushions  make  this  redwood  bench  a  cheer- 
ful and  comfortable  addition  to  any  part  of  the  garden. 
Four  pairs  of  lx3-inch  steel  legs  are  welded  to  a  steel 
cross  brace  to  hold  the  four  18-foot-long  4x6s  that  form 
the  15-inch-high  seat.  Bottoms  of  legs  are  set  in  concrete. 
The  plastic-covered  cushions  are  attached  with  canvas 
snaps  to  the  2x4-inch  runners  nailed  to  the  wall. 

Adjustable  storage-study  unit  for  $78 

(Right)  Before  you  begin,  decide  what  wall  units  will  fit 
your  room.  Plan  a  compact  arrangement  and  mark  loca- 
tion of  track  standards  on  wall.  Screw  track  to  studs, 
doubling  it  in  the  center  section  to  brace  one  end  of  the 
%-inch  plywood  table.

First,  coat  piece  with  water-mixed  paint  base 
that  dries  to  a  textured  surface.  Then  apply 
squares  of  tissue  paper,  using  lacquer  as  glue; 
overlap  squares  for  patterned  effect.  Finish  with 
several  coats  of  lacquer,  and  install  hardware. 

Closet,  folding  door,  paint — $60 

(Top  right)  Tuck  in  a  shallow  storage  closet  for 
coats,  cleaning  supplies,  or  food.  This  one's  only 
one  foot  deep,  3  feet  wide.  Wood  folding  door  like 
this  one  won't  swing  into  room  or  block  other 
doors.  You  just  frame  in  the  closet  area  with  2x4s, 
cover  with  wall  board,  and  add  trim. 

Create  a  colorful  canopy  ceiling  for  just  $55 

(Right)  All  you  need  are  felt  and  brass  poles.  Cut 
the  felt  into  strips,  6  inches  wide.  Now  cut  slots 
in  each  strip  to  slip  the  poles  through;  otherwise, 
the  draping  won't  stay  in  place.  Insert  poles  in 
Slots  and  fix  poles  to  walls  with  closet  brackets. 
It's  wise  to  paint  the  ceiling  and  upper  part  of 
walls  black  to  dramatize  the  colorful  felt.

Assemble  a  large-size  towel  rack  for  $31.50 

(Right  center)  Plan  towel  bars  like  this  to  fit  any 
amount  of  wall  space  in  your  bath.  The  square 
rods  are  metal — they  are  available  separately  at 
most  stores. 

Make  the  wood  supports  from  walnut;  cut  them 
to  size,  then  sand  and  drill  for  bars  and  bolts.  At- 
tach the  supports  with  toggle  bolts  or  lag  screws. 
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Big  felt  panel  brightens  a  large  area  for  $11.50 

(Right)  Use  this  idea  to  introduce  color  into  any 
room.  You'll  need  a  sheet  of  %-inch  plywood  and  a 
length  of  felt  to  cover  the  front  side.  Press  felt, 
stretch  it  over  the  plywood,  staple  on  the  back. 
Let  it  multiply  the  impact  of  one  good  painting 
like  this— or  hang  several  small  objects  on  it.

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Carpet  a  stairway  and  paint  railing  and  posts  for  less  than  $70 

(Above)The  price  you  pay  for  carpeting  depends  on  the  quality  you're  looking  for  and 
the  length  of  the  stairway.  Here  you  see  a  well-coordinated  color  scheme  of  blue  and 
white  that's  nicely  carried  about  the  hallway  and  stairway.  Note  how  the  carpeting 
identically  matches  the  blue  in  the  wallpaper.  For  further  impact,  the  handrailing 
and  newel  posts  were  painted  the  same  matching  shade  of  blue.  For  about  $70,  you 
can  get  paint,  a  brush,  and  carpeting  for  16  stairs  (we  figured  $8  a  yard). 

Add  the  charm  and  interest  of  an  oversized  terrarium  for  S58 
(Top  right)  Price  varies  with  the  cost  of  the  bottle,  figurine,  and  size  of  plants.  Here, 
an  old  acid  carboy  (a  little  hard  to  find  these  days)  was  used,  but  a  50-milliliter  lab- 
oratory boiling  flask  resembles  it  in  size  and  shape,  so  makes  a  very  good  substitute. 
Some  of  the  best  plants  to  use  are  begonia,  aphelandra,  babys-tears,  coleus,  dra- 
cena,  fern,  impatiens,  ivy,  moss,  partridge-berry,  Chinese  evergreen,  and  sansevieria. 


A  bunk  bed  project  for  $68 

(Above)  With  this  project,  you  get  the  space- 
saving  feature  of  bunk  beds,  plus  drawer  space 
and  a  large  toy  box  for  each  child.  Foam  mat- 
tresses give  firm  support  to  young  backs. 

You  build  the  framework  and  drawers  from 
fir  plywood,  so  construction  is  both  easy  and 
inexpensive.  The  foam  mattresses  require  no 
springs,  so  the  bunks  are  really  just  plywood 
platforms  with  space  for  the  drawers  and  roll- 
out toy  boxes  underneath.  Cutouts  and  knobs 
on  the  little  shelf  section  in  the  middle  make  it 
easy  for  children  to  climb  into  the  beds.

Create  a  new  effect  by  painting  around  open  shelves — under  $10 

(Above)  With  a  few  coats  of  paint,  you  can  change  the  entire  look  of 
built-into-the-wall  bookcases,  shelves,  or  similar  niches.  You  can 
make  a  square  niche  assume  a  softly  curved  shape  or  an  arched 
bookcase  (such  as  the  one  shown)  adopt  a  rectangular  look. 

Mask  off  the  wall  around  the  frame  that  you'll  be  painting.  This  will 
insure  neat,  even  lines.  Price  depends  on  the  space  to  be  painted 
and  any  individual  touches  that  you  care  to  add  to  the  treatment.

Put  a  complete  garden  work  center  in  your  garage  for  $98.50 
(Top  left)  Build  a  sturdy  bench  along  one  wall,  top  it  with  hard- 
board.  This  one  is  36  inches  high,  19  inches  deep.  Cut  legs  for  the 
front,  attach  cross  pieces  to  legs  and  wall.  Make  the  long  shelves 
from  1x10s  and  then  start  tailoring  the  remaining  space  to  your 
own  needs.  The  blackboard  folds  down  to  open  a  locked  cabinet. 

Make  this  four-foot-long  coffee  table  yourself  for  $22 

(Top  right)  Cut  %-inch  plywood  for  the  top,  fasten  10-inch  legs  to 
it,  and  add  the  1x2  stretchers.  Legs  and  stretchers  here  are  wal- 
nut. Next,  apply  the  laminated  plastic  top  and  trim  edges.  Then 
cement  on  walnut  edging  tape — it  is  actually  an  inch-wide  roll  of 
veneer.  Add  metal  corner  braces  to  the  legs  for  extra  strength. 

Frame  and  display  the  memorabilia  left  over  from  a  vacation— $8 

(Above)  Do  you  come  home  laden  down  with  trivia  from  a  trip? 
Don't  throw  it  away!  Everything  from  pine  cones  to  coasters  looks 
lovely  in  the  right  setting.  We  bought  inexpensive  frames,  for  the 
seashell  collection,  then  glued  each  shell  on  bright  velveteen. 
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You  can  redecorate  a  screened-in  porch  for  about  $95 

(Above)  Search  through  secondhand  stores  for  attractive  parts 
of  old  furniture  you  can  adapt  for  your  home.  On  this  porch, 
two  iron  sewing  machine  bases  form  the  "legs"  of  a  handsome 
buffet  table.  Price  of  the  table's  marble  top  depends  on  size 
and  quality.  (Here,  we  used  an  average  price  of  $50.) 

Next  decide  what  color  scheme  you  want,  and  sew  new  covers 
for  old  chair  cushions.  Unify  the  area  visually  by  painting  wood- 
work, doors,  all  the  wrought  iron,  and  any  other  old  furniture 
in  shades  of  the  same  color  scheme. 

Fabric,  paint,  marble  top,  and  iron  bases  are  included  in  cost. 

Use  expanded  metal  for  a  strong,  handsome  gate — $21 

(Right)  To  duplicate  this  good-looking  gate  for  your  own  gar- 
den, buy  expanded  metal  and  have  it  cut  to  the  right  size.  Spray 
paint  it  before  you  do  anything  else.  Next  build  the  outside 
frame  of  one-inch  redwood,  and  nail  in  the  metal  lath.  Then 
add  the  divider  strips  on  both  sides  of  the  gate. 

For  the  colored  panels,  cut  scraps  of  exterior  grade  plywood, 
fit  them  into  the  sections  you  want  and  nail  into  the  edges.  For 
the  best  effect,  use  these  panels  on  both  sides.  Then  seal 
or  stain  the  redwood,  paint  the  plywood  panels. 

Proceed  carefully  on  a  project  like  this  one.  By  keeping  your 
work  square  at  every  step,  you'll  have  a  gate  that  won't  sag.

Convert  a  bay  window  into  a  greenhouse.  Costs  just  under  $100 
(Above)  This  original  window  treatment  that  uses  both  Venetian 
blinds  and  sheer  curtains  to  cover  windows  allows  just  enough 
light  for  a  variety  of  exotic  plants.  Stationary  white  side  curtaining 
repeats  the  sheers  around  the  bay  and  frames  the  delicate  lattice 
screen  made  from  two  sheets  of  plywood.  If  you  have  your  own 
workshop,  you  can  save  on  labor  costs  considerably  by  cutting 
your  own  design  from  plywood  with  a  saber  saw.  Holes  in  grille 
are  cut  large  enough  to  make  opening  blinds  and  watering  plants 
easy.  Tiny  metal  rosettes  are  nailed  to  the  screen,  and  the  whole 
unit  is  painted  white. 

Our  price  includes  plywood  and  labor  on  cutting,  metal  rosettes 
used  as  trim,  white  sheer  curtains  in  the  bay,  white  paint. 

Buy  an  old  chest  and  give  it  an  elegant  look  with  antiquing — $36 

(Left)  Don't  pass  up  that  timeworn  piece  of  furniture!  With  a  few 
dollars  and  a  bit  of  work,  you  can  restore  its  original  charm  and 
beauty.  This  old  chest,  rescued  from  a  secondhand  store  for  $30, 
proves  the  point.  All  you  need  is  one  of  the  new  "antique"  refin- 
ishing  kits.  ($5-$6). 

First,  sand  the  surface  lightly.  (Remember— imperfections  add  . 
to  the  antique  look.)  Now  apply  undercoat  evenly  with  a  brush. 
Cover  this  base  coat  with  overglaze  (finish  coat).  Apply  overglaze 
lightly  for  a  delicate  look  and  more  heavily  for  greater  richness. 
With  a  cloth,  rub  off  some  of  the  finish  coat  until  the  base  coat 
shows  through  and  you  get  the  kind  of  textured  appearance  you 
want.  You  can  accentuate  handsome  carvings  and  scrollwork 
by  rubbing  lightly  within  the  recesses.

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Here's  a  budget  headboard-lighting  solution— S68 

(Top  left)  Because  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Charles  Neal  were 
renting,  they  wanted  portable  lighting  installed  in  their 
bedroom.  They  purchased  two  fiberboard  screens  and 
painted  the  frames  olive-brown.  The  two  remnants  that 
cover  panels  were  applied  with  fabric  glue. 

Gold-toned  wall  brackets  and  tubing  were  screwed  into 
wood  framingto  hold  lamp  shades.  Wiring  behind  screen 
has  switch  plates  fastened  to  tables  to  turn  on  lamps. 

Screen  an  unwanted  view  with  a  wood  panel— $39 

(Top  right)  This  56-inch-wide  redwood  screen  hides  the 
kitchen  door  from  front  entrance.  Vertical  1x2- inch  boards 
with  6-inch-long  spacers  are  framed  on  three  sides  with 
2x6s— front  support  is  a  4x4.  Unit  sits  a  foot  off  ground 
on  pipe  legs  set  in  concrete.  All  wood  is  stained  charcoal. 

Distinctive  carpeting  for  a  bath— $15.50 

(Above)  The  first  part  of  this  project  is  shopping— ask 
your  carpet  store  to  show  you  their  remnants.  Choose 
colors  that  will  work  well  for  you,  buy  them  at  a  reduced 
price.  Then  work  out  design;  cut  and  place  pieces  face 
down.  Join  strips  on  back  with  tape  and  liquid  latex. 
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Ceramic-tile  a  snack  table  for  about  $35 

(Above)  First,  you  find  an  old  ornate  table— and  then  re- 
move one  leg.  This  leg  came  from  an  old-fashioned 
library  table,  and  cost  $10  in  a  junk  store.  Then  cut  a  36- 
inch  circle  from  a  piece  of  34-iiich  plywood  and  attach 
the  leg  to  it.  Refinish  or  paint  the  leg. 

Apply  the  tile  and  grout  it.  Add  an  edge  like  this  stain- 
less steel  one  that  was  made  for  a  kitchen  counter.  With 
a  single  leg,  use  a  small  diameter  top— if  you  need  a  larg- 
er table,  try  an  oval-shape  top  with  two  legs.

(Left)  Cut  20-inch-wide  counter  from  %-inch  plywood;  edge  with  2x2s  and 
brace  with  third  2x2  in  center.  Hang  counter  between  walls  on  four  strips  of 
steel  track  standard.  Cover  top  with  floor  tile  squares.

Plan  The  key  to  a  good  house  is  its  plan.  In  any  model  you 
visit,  look  for  the  same  efficiency  you'll  find  in  this  kk^52-foot 
example:  bedrooms  in  a  wing  or  section  of  their  own;  a  separate 
entry  with  a  closet;  straight-line  traffic  patterns;  concentrated 
activity  areas  (like  this  paired  kitchen  and  family  room);  cen- 
tralized plumbing  fixtures  (with  two  baths  if  possible). 


Exterior  The  front  and  back  of  the  house  (below)  demonstrate 
the  economy  outside.  Inexpensive  grooved  plywood  siding 
and  asbestos-cement  panels  come  in  standard  4-foot  sheets, 
saving  on  installation.  A  flat  roof  reduces  material  costs 
even  more.  Gravel  takes  the  place  of  concrete  for  play  area. 
The  design  is  consistently  good,  from  the  crisp  house  lines 
to  the  slat-screen  fence  in  back.  A  3-foot  roof  overhang 
protects  the  well-proportioned  entry  (opposite).

How  can  I 
i  a  full  fruit  crop?  W.L.C.,  Tacoma,  Washington 

If  there  were  heavy  rains  during  the  blossoming  period, 
lat  alone  could  be  the  cause  of  poor  fruit  set  on  your  dwarf 
jples.  Good  pollination  of  the  blossoms  calls  for  warm, 
mny,  dry  periods— this  sometimes  makes  the  difference 
etween  getting  lean  or  heavy  crops.  Something  that  may 
elp  the  setting  of  fruit  is  an  application  of  a  0-10-10  fer- 
lizer  to  overcome  a  phosphorus  or  potassium  deficiency  in 
le  soil.  This  could  be  applied  lightly  during  the  growing 

ason— once  monthly  from  April  through  August.  Follow 
le  directions  given  on  the  manufacturer's  package. 

he  brick  walk  leading  to  our  front  door  is  continually  covered 
ith  slippery,  green  moss.  We  hesitate  to  replace  the  brick  with 
vicrete.  Can  you  offer  a  solution?  W.B.,  Hayward,  California 
It's  no  fun  combatting  the  green  moss  that  forms  on  brick 
alks— especially  in  shady  spots.  Why  not  try  the  iron  sul- 
fite treatment?  A  pound  of  this  chemical  sells  for  about  70 
nts  at  most  garden  supply  stores.  Dilute  this  at  the  rate  of 
>  pound  per  gallon  of  water.  First  make  a  thick  paste,  then 
dd  more  water  to  the  desired  quantity  while  stirring  con- 
:antly.  Keep  the  solution  agitated  as  you  apply  it  to  the 
alk.  This  should  eliminate  the  moss.  Vegetation  along  the 
alk  will  not  be  damaged  by  the  treatment. 

'an  you  tell  me  how  to  rid  my  dichondra  lawn  of  sowrgrass?  I 
ig  it  out,  but  it  comes  back  worse  than  ever.

Hand-grubbing  is  admittedly  a  tough  task,  but  it  is  the 
est  way  of  getting  rid  of  the  sourgrass  (sometimes  called 
xalis).  The  only  sure  way  to  get  rid  of  it  is  to  hire  a  profes- 
onal  lawn  man  to  treat  the  soil  with  methyl  bromide  or  a 
milar  soil  sterilant.  Treatment  with  one  of  these  kills  every- 
ling  in  the  soil  and  gives  you  a  clean  start. 

7e  are  very  disappointed  with  our  Bechtel  crab  apples.  We  have 
grayed  and  fed  them,  but  I  think  they  are  succumbing  to  our 
otoriously  wet  winters.  Should  I  struggle  along  with  these  or 
y  a  different  type  tree?  C.L.H.,  Portland,  Oregon 

I  believe  your  trouble  is  the  too-wet  soil  condition.  We 
ve  had  similar  problems  with  crab  apples  here  in  the  San 
ncisco  Bay  area.  You  could  aerate  the  soil  around  the 
ees— it  is  best  to  hire  a  professional  tree  man  for  this.  If  the 
ision  were  mine,  I  would  replace  these  crabs  with  one  of 
e  slow-growing,  deciduous  magnolias.  The  saucer  mag- 
lia  (M.  soulangeana)  is  especially  good  for  small  gardens, 
tolerates  wet  feet  and  has  no  particular  pest  or  disease 
oblems.  In  the  spring  after  it  has  bloomed,  feed  this  tree 
vily  with  an  organic  fertilizer.

Since  you  have  a  clay  soil  with  which  to  contend,  I  wonde 
if  your  trees  are  not  root-bound.  The  combination  of  a  heav. 
soil  with  consequent  lack  of  rapid  drainage  causes  the  roo 
system  to  remain  in  virtually  a  stunted  condition.  Drive ! 
crowbar  into  the  soil  at  the  drip  line  of  the  branches  to  se 
if  tree  roots  extend  out  that  far.  This  will  give  you  a  chanc 
to  check  the  penetration  of  water  at  the  same  time.  The  cur 
in  this  case  would  be  to  dig  trenches  a  foot  wide  and  2  fee 
deep  around  the  drip  lines  of  the  trees.  Fill  the  bottom  foo 
of  the  trenches  with  coarse  gravel,  and  the  balance  with  go 
loose  loam.  The  roots  would  then  have  a  chance  to  spn 
out  properly. 

How  do  I  start  new  plants  from  my  big,  splitleaf  philodendrot 

I.C.,  Montara,  Calif orni 
You  can  start  new  philodendron  plants  easily.  Simply  trj 
back  the  original  plant  to  the  desired  shape.  Then  the  cast| 
off  pieces,  which  may  be  anywhere  from  several  inches 
several  feet  long,  can  be  cut  into  sections.  Make  each  ci 
below  a  node.  Ideally,  the  cuttings  should  be  4  to  6  inchfl 
long.  They  will  root  easily  in  water  or  in  any  moist  medium- 
sphagnum  moss  or  coarse  sand.  When  roots  develop,  pot  u| 
the  new  plants  in  individual  containers. 

We  were  recently  given  a  beautiful  gloxinia  and  would  like  i| 
keep  it  growing.  Will  you  advise  us  on  its  care?

First  of  all,  keep  in  mind  that  the  gloxinia  goes  dormarl 
after  it  has  finished  its  four  to  six  months'  blooming  season 
Continue  to  water  and  feed  your  gloxinia  until  bloominl 
ceases— usually  October.  Buds  will  stop  appearing  and  thl 
leaves  will  assume  a  tired  look  and  then  die  down.  There  [ 
no  need  to  transplant  it  now,  for  mature  plants  can  be  e>| 
pected  to  flourish  all  blooming  season  in  the  same  contain*] 
it  arrived  in.  It  should  be  in  a  6-inch  pot. 

After  the  plant  dies  down,  let  it  rest  in  its  pot  until  Febnl 
ary.  Then,  carefully  lift  the  bulb  out  of  the  soil  and  repot  il 
a  3-inch  pot  using  one  of  the  commercially  prepared  housl 
plant  mixes.  Transplant  into  successively  larger  pots  A 
growth  develops  until  it  is  in  a  6-inch  pot,  preferably  thl 
shallow  type  known  as  a  fern  pan.  Water  lightly  every  othel 
day.  Faithfully  fertilize  with  one  of  the  house-plant  fooc| 
once  per  month  from  March  until  early  August.

Some  of  the  members  of  the  Salt  Lake  Men's  Garden  Clul 
have  phenomenal  success  growing  tuberous  begonias,  so  will 
careful  culture,  you  should  be  able  to  grow  some  good  onl 
too.  Growing  directions,  in  general,  go  like  this.  Start  tube! 
indoors  in  March.  Set  outside  in  late  May  or  early  June  whfl 
foliage  is  4  or  5  inches  high  and  nights  are  warm.  Plant  whei 
there  is  filtered  light  most  of  the  day.  The  soil  should  be  ligl| 
and  well  drained.

Combine  34  cup  sugar,  2  teaspoons  cornstarch,  dash  each 
salt,  cinnamon,  and  cloves.  Stir  in  2  cups  fresh  blueberries 
(slightly  crushed)  and  34  cup  light  corn  syrup.  Cook  and 
stir  till  mixture  boils;  simmer  7  minutes.  Cool;  add  2 
tablespoons  lemon  juice.  Makes  134  cups. 

Fruit  Flip 

Dessert  in  a  glass!  Fresh  fruits  in  a  fabulous  soda — 

Combine  }  £  cup  fresh  red  raspberries,  }  2  cup  diced  fully- 
ripe  banana,  3  ■>  cup  diced  ripe  peaches,  3  2  cup  unsweet- 
ened pineapple  juice,  J4  cup  sugar.

If  you've  already  traded  much  of  your  own  floor 
space  for  storage,  there's  still  one  good  source 
left— wall-hung  counters  and  shelves.  As  you  see 
here,  wall  units  can  be  built  along  hallways,  in 
corners,  under  windows.  They  furnish  you  a  variety 
of  new  space,  from  dramatic  display  areas  to 
study  desks  and  snack  counters.  More  important, 
you  get  this  new  space  without  sacrificing  a 
large  chunk  of  floor  space.

The  Children's  Hospital  Medical  Center,  in  Boston,  reports 
that  38  percent  of  all  accidents  involving  children  occur  in  un- 
familiar surroundings,  vacation  spots  prominent  among  them. 
Don't  neglect  such  hazards  as  camp  stoves,  fishing  hooks,  pans 
of  hot  water,  hunting  knives,  gasoline,  and  matches. 


Summertime  used  to  be  the  polio  season.  Make  sure  every  mem- 
ber of  your  family  is  protected  by  one  of  the  available  vaccines. 


Poison  ivy.  The  distinguishing  feature  of  the  poison  ivy 
plant  is  its  cluster  of  three  leaves,  pointed  and  waxy,  that 
droop  like  a  split  umbrella.  If  you  learn  to  detect  this  con- 
formation and  painstakingly  avoid  it,  you  are  largely  pro- 
tected from  trouble.  Largely,  but  not  entirely.  Limited 
amounts  of  the  plant's  oily  sap,  the  cause  of  distressing  irri- 
tation, can  be  carried  by  go-betweens— other  people,  cloth- 
ing, the  fur  of  household  pets,  the  smoke  of  a  summertime 
brush  fire.  And  these  limited  amounts  are  sometimes  enough. 
If  you  know  or  suspect  that  you've  touched  poison  ivy,  or 
that  poison  ivy  oil  has  touched  you,  wash  immediately  with 
strong  laundry  soap.  Lather  the  exposed  skin  five  or  six  times 
and  rinse  it  with  running  water.  With  haste  and  good  luck, 
you  might  wash  away  the  oil  before  it  penetrates  your  skin. 
By  the  time  an  itching  sensation  develops,  the  soap-and- 
water  treatment  is  likely  to  be  less  effective  than  a  number  of 
other  techniques.  The  application  of  calamine  lotion  is  an  old 
and  useful  procedure.  Starch  solution  baths  also  help.  Stir 
approximately  a  pound  of  soluble  cornstarch  in  a  tub  filled 
with  warm-to-hot  water,  then  bathe  for  at  least  15  minutes. 
Antihistamine  pills  and  new  lotions  and  ointments  put  out  by 
reputable  drug  firms  bring  noticeable  relief,  but  beware  of 
quack  miracle  cures;  they  may  only  enlarge  the  area  of  infec- 
tion. When  in  doubt  about  a  compound,  call  your  doctor. 


Foreign  matter  within  the  body.  Except  for  poison,  no 
swallowed  object  presents  an  immediate  danger  unless  it  re- 
sults in  choking.  If  a  child  puts  something  inside  his  mouth 
and  soon  starts  gasping  for  breath,  grab  him  by  the  ankles, 
turn  him  upside  down,  and  vigorously  slap  his  back.  The  ob- 
ject will  usually  fall  out.  If  it  doesn't,  and  if  the  victim  has 
not  stopped  breathing,  take  him  at  once  to  a  doctor.  Any  at- 
tempt on  your  part  to  remove  the  obstruction  can  easily  im- 
plant it  deeper.  Treatment  for  adults  is  virtually  the  same, 
but  an  adult  can  be  draped  over  a  table  edge  or  bed  instead 
of  being  held  upside  down. 

Splinters  that  are  not  imbedded  beneath  the  skin  can  safe- 
ly be  removed  with  small  tweezers.  But  first  wash  the  area 
with  soap  and  warm  water,  then  with  an  antiseptic. 

Objects  lodged  tightly  in  a  child's  nose  or  ear  should  not  be 
removed  by  a  layman.  You  can  suffocate  an  insect  that 
strays  inside  the  ear  with  a  few  drops  of  warm  water  or  vege- 
table oil,  but  always  have  a  doctor  take  it  out. 

The  long-established  method  of  extracting  cinders  from 
the  eye  with  the  corner  of  a  clean,  dry  handkerchief  works 
best  when  the  particle  is  large.  A  better  procedure  for  smaller 
objects  is  to  try  to  flush  them  out  with  warm  water.  The  pa- 
tient's own  tears  will  frequently  do  the  trick  if  you  pull  his 
upper  eyelid  out  and  down.  Or  else  use  a  medicine  dropper. 
See  a  doctor  if  the  eyeball  seems  damaged  in  any  way.

Broken  bones.  Except  in  the  presence  of  complications- 
excessive  bleeding,  for  instance— a  fracture  is  not  an  emer- 
gency. Be  cautious  rather  than  quick.  The  best  technique, 
when  possible,  is  to  keep  the  patient  warm  and  immobile  and 
wait  until  a  doctor  arrives.  Particularly  if  a  break  is  suspected 
in  either  the  back  or  neck,  the  patient  should  stay  just  as  he 
is.  If  you  must  move  the  victim  of  a  fractured  arm  or  leg,  take 
care  not  to  aggravate  the  injury.  A  makeshift  splint  can 
steady  the  bone,  and  a  sling  can  offer  firm  arm  support.  If 
the  fracture  is  compound  (the  bone  pierces  the  skin),  cover  it 
with  only  a  sterile  dressing,  not  with  antiseptic.

Twenty-one  young  Americans  suffocated  hist  near  when  they 
were  trapped  in  abandoned  refrigerators.  There  are  three  ways  to 
deal  with  such  a  hazard.  One:  get  rid  of  it.  Two:  remove  its  door. 
Three:  seal  it  shut  with  a  padlock. 


Insect,  snake,  and  animal  bites.  Cold  compresses  applied 
to  an  insect  bite  can  minimize  the  swelling,  and  calamine  lo- 
tion eases  itching.  No  further  treatment  is  necessary  unless 
symptoms  develop  elsewhere  in  the  body  (in  which  case  a 
doctor  is  needed)  or  a  stinger  is  left  in  the  skin.  Don't  remove 
a  stinger  with  tweezers;  the  pressure  they  exert  on  both  sides 
of  the  stinger,  which  is  really  a  small  hollow  tube,  just  forces 
more  venom  out.  Instead,  scrape  the  bite  with  a  clean  finger- 
nail until  the  dark,  slender  object  comes  loose. 

The  bite  of  a  nonpoisonous  snake  is  rarely  painful  and 
usually  requires  no  special  treatment;  just  wash  it  well  with 
plain  soap  and  water.  Poisonous  snake  bites  are  best  neu- 
tralized with  solutions  that  are  found  in  hypodermic  needles 
included  in  snake  bite  kits.  But  what  if  you  have  none  handy? 
Isolate  the  area  from  the  rest  of  the  body  with  a  snug  but 


comfortable  tourniquet  (it  should  slow  the  circulation,  bul 
not  stop  it  i.  Then  carry  the  victim  do  not  let  him  walk  to 
the  closest  source  of  medical  assistance.  Make  a  stretcher  for 
the  job  if  you  can.  Otherwise,  the  patient  should  be  draped 
on  your  back  with  the  bitten  limb  closest  to  the  ground.  Thus 
gravity  keeps  the  poison  from  spreading.  Only  if  a  doctor  is 
more  than  a  half-hour  away  should  you  cut  two  shallow  X's 
at  the  site  and  attempt  to  suck  out  the  venom. 

With  animal  bites,  one  danger  is  rabies.  If  you  capture  the 
offending  animal  alive,  public  health  experts  can  keep  it  un- 
der observation  to  determine  if  it  does  have  rabies.  If  the  ani- 
mal dies  or  is  killed  before  you  catch  it,  preserve  its  head  for 
laboratory  tests  that  give  similar  information.  When  the  ani- 
mal escapes  or  rabies  seems  likely,  your  doctor  will  administer 
a  series  of  injections  to  ward  off  fatal  hydrophobia.  The  bite 
of  an  animal  known  not  to  be  rabid  can  be  treated  like  any 
other  puncture  wound-  except  that  a  bite  on  the  face,  neck, 
or  head  always  needs  a  doctor's  attention. 


More  people  have  died  celebrating  American  independence  than 
were  killed  in  the  war  that  won  it.  Anyone  who  uses  fireworks 
at  all  should  give  them  the  respect  they  deserve. 


Puncture  wounds.  Rusty  nails,  fishing  hooks,  bits  of 
smashed  glass — anything  that  punctures  or  lacerates  the  skin 
is  an  open  invitation  to  tetanus.  The  only  sure  way  to  avoid 
this  grave  danger  is  by  receiving  a  tetanus  toxoid  series,  then 
a  booster  shot  every  five  years.  If  a  nonimmune  person  is  the 
victim  of  a  puncture  wound,  an  emergency  injection  of 
tetanus  antitoxin  offers  temporary  protection— but  possibly 
not  enough.  Tetanus  is  frequently  fatal.  Make  sure  your 
whole  family  stays  immune.

CHOOSING 
THE  RIGHT  ROOF 


When  you  get  ready  to  build  a  new  home  or 
remodel,  one  of  the  most  important  decisions 
you'll  make  is  the  type  of  roof  you  buy.  This 
decision  affects  the  final  result  of  every  build- 
ing project  because  the  roof  protects  every- 
thing you  build  below  and  makes  a  big  im- 
pact on  the  over-all  appearance. 

When  you  start  talking  to  your  builder 
about  roof  materials,  you'll  soon  find  that 
you'll  have  a  wide  range  of  choices.  The  type 
of  roof  will  be  the  first  determining  factor — 
on  a  flat  or  very  low-pitched  roof,  you'll  need 
to  stick  to  the  watertight  membrane  roof  sys- 
tem. With  a  pitched  roof,  you  can  choose  any 
of  the  water-shedding  systems. 

Membrane  roofs  are  usually  fabricated  on 
the  job  by  laminating  three  or  more  layers  of 
asphalt  saturated  or  coal-tar  pitch  roofing 
felt.  Crushed  marble,  stone,  or  gravel  is  added 
to  the  top.  Flat  seam  metal  roofs  are  another 
example  of  this  type. 

Water-shedding  roofs  are  those  made  of 
smaller  units  like  shingles  or  shakes.  Used 
only  on  pitched  roofs,  the  shingles  keep  water 
out  as  it  runs  down  and  off  the  roof —but  they 
won't  protect  you  from  water  standing  on 
the  roof  the  way  a  watertight  system  will. 

Both  types  of  roofs  must  offer— in  addition 
to  complete  protection  from  the  weather — 
durability,  fire  resistance,  and  beauty. 
Durability— The  more  years  your  new  roof 
will  do  its  job,  the  better  the  return  on  your 
investment.  And  the  higher  quality  you  buy, 
the  better  the  roof  will  resist  the  wear  of  heat, 
cold,  and  wind. 

Asphalt  shingles  are  used  most  often  of  all 
materials.  When  you  discuss  them  with  your 
builder,  you'll  find  that  one  indication  of 
their  quality  is  weight.  The  figures  used  in- 
dicate the  weight  of  enough  shingles  to  cover 
100  square  feet  of  roof  area.  Federal  Housing 
Administration  and  Veterans  Administration 
standards  adopted  in  1962  require  that  as- 
phalt shingles  be  the  "235  pound"  type. 

Heavier  weights  are  available  too,  and 
range  up  to  over  300  pounds.  Many  well- 
known  manufacturers  guarantee  the  per- 
formance of  their  products,  sometimes  up  to 
25  years  depending  on  the  shingle. 

Be  sure  to  consider  wind  resistance  when 
you  look  at  asphalt  shingles.  You'll  be  wise 
to  choose  a  lock-down  or  stick-down  shingle. 
Some  products  have  a  self-sealing  adhesive 
that  holds  the  exposed  part  down.  Sun  acti- 


vates the  adhesive  after  installation.  Th 
lock-down  types  have  tabs  that  interloc 
each  shingle  to  its  neighbor. 

Cedar  roofs,  either  shingles  or  shakes,  o 
fer  exceptionally  long-lasting  durahilit 
Other  premium  materials  used  for  shingle) 
include  slate,  clay  tile,  and  aluminum.  Ri 
cently  manufacturers  have  introduced  shi 
gles  with  a  layer  of  fiberglass  and  an  asbes 
shingle  that  looks  like  slate. 

All  manufacturers  emphasize  the  prop 
use  of  the  different  styles  of  shingles  the; 
produce.  You'll  want  to  check  on  the  shingl 
you  choose  to  be  sure  that  it  is  recommende 
for  the  slope  of  your  roof.  Many  are  n 
recommended  for  use  on  low-pitched  roofs| 
others  perform  very  adequately. 

The  durability  of  a  built-up  (membran 
type)  roof  can  be  predicted  by  the  perform] 
ance  of  other  jobs  by  your  builder's  roofin 
contractor.  Generally,  the  more  layers  d 
felt,  the  longer  life  you  can  expect. 
Fire  resistance— Standards  for  a  roofin 
product's  resistance  to  fire  have  been  d 
tablished  by  the  Underwriters'  Laboratory 
Inc.  and  the  UL  label  appears  on  each  bund 
of  shingles  that  has  earned  approval.  Roofinj 
systems  are  classified  "A",  "B",  and  "C"  i 
descending  order  according  to  their  resistancj 
to  flame  applied  to  the  wearing  surfae 
ability  to  support  combustion,  and  suitabi 
ity  for  the  service  intended.  Asphalt  shingU) 
below  the  235-pound  weight  are  not  rated. 
Beauty — Both  the  color  and  texture  of  yoi:

You  can  use  a  preservatiM 
to  maintain  the  natural  color,  or  they  can  I 
stained,  bleached,  or  left  untouched  so  the 
will  darken  from  weathering.  Shakes  will  gi\ 
a  more  rugged  texture  than  the  cleaner,  un 
form  lines  of  cedar  shingles. 

The  wide  variety  of  asphalt  shingles  offi 
you  different  textures  and  a  range  of  color 
When  you  are  selecting  a  color,  keep  the  sun 
effect  in  mind.  Direct  sun  will  make  son 
colors  change  slightly  and  lose  some  of  the 
luster.  And,  don't  forget  the  heat-reflectirl 
qualities  of  white  or  light-colored  roofs. 
Check   your   roofer's   reputation— Lil 
many  parts  of  your  home,  the  highest  quali 
roof  material  will  not  be  satisfactory  if  it 
poorly  installed.  You'll  want  to  be  certa 
that  your  builder's  roofing  subcontractor  h 
the  know-how  to  apply  the  roof  you  choo 
and  that  he  has  a  reputation  for  high-gra< 
workmanship.  Ask  to  see  prior  installatio 
and  talk  to  other  homeowners  who  live  und 
his  roofs. 

Check,  too,  on  nails.  They  should  be  rus 
resistant  and  large  enough  so  they  wor 
wear  out  before  your  roof  does.

IS  IT  WISE  TO  LET  A  BUYER  TAKE  OVER  YOUR  MORTGAGE? 


No,  almost  never.  True,  letting  a 
buyer  assume  your  mortgage  can  help 
to  sell  your  house  and  get  a  higher  price, 
since  it  may  enable  the  buyer  to  make 
attractive  savings  through  lower  inter- 
est payments  and  reduced  closing  costs. 
Another  advantage  for  you  may  be  that 
you  can  avoid  possible  pre-payment 
penalties. 

But  despite  these  potential  pluses, 
it  is  not  a  wise  procedure  because  you 
never  can  protect  yourself  fully  against 
the  possibility  that  the  buyer  may  de- 
fault on  his  payments.  Don't  forget:  un- 
less the  lender  has  agreed  to  rewrite  the 
same  mortgage  on  the  buyer's  name — 
which  is  often  refused— you  stay  liable 


for  any  part  of  the  mortgage  that  is  not 
paid.  Furthermore,  the  mortgage  re- 
mains a  legal  debt  of  record  on  your 
name  for  its  duration  and  may  inhibit 
your  borrowing  power  considerably. 

If,  however,  you  do  consider  making 
such  a  deal,  you  should  take  these  steps 
for  at  least  minimum  protection: 

1.  Get  a  credit  check  on  the  prospective 
buyer.  (The  mortgage  lender  will  some- 
times do  this  for  you.)  Stop  negotiations 
if  the  buyer  isn't  a  top-notch  risk. 

2.  Make  your  buyer  sign  a  bond  and  war- 
rant. This  makes  him  fully  liable  and 
enables  the  lender  to  force  the  sale  of 
his  other  assets  if  he  defaults.  You  then 
remain  personally  liable  only  for  the 


amount  that  then  is  still  unsatisfied. 

3.  Insist  on  a  clause  in  your  agreement 
of  sale  and  deed  prohibiting  the  buyer 
from  transferring  the  mortgage  in  turn 
if  he  should  sell  the  property  while  any 
part  of  the  debt  remains  unpaid. 

4.  Include  in  the  sales  agreement  a  clause 
requiring  the  buyer  to  maintain  ample 
insurance  and  maintenance  on  the  house. 

Of  course,  some  sellers  have  made  out 
well  by  picking  up  the  mortgage  and  re- 
gaining possession  of  the  property  after 
the  buyer  defaulted.  But  this  is  possible 
only  after  considerable  legal  wrangling 
and  only  if  you  are  in  an  excellent  cash 
or  borrowing  position.  It  is  not  a  recom- 
mended business  practice. 


DO  YOU   REALLY   KNOW  WHERE  YOU  STAND  WITH  SOCIAL  SECURITY? 


How  much  money  you  eventually  get  back  depends  on  how 
long  you  have  worked  under  Social  Security,  how  much  you 
have  earned,  and  your  age  of  retirement. 

Here  are  some  benefits  provided  by  the  current  law: 

Maximum  eligibility.  You  were  born  in  1932  (or  later).  Starting 
with  1959,  you  have  earned  at  least  $4,800  a  year,  and  you 
will  continue  to  earn  at  least  that  much  until  you  retire  at 
age  65  in  1997  (or  later).  Your  Social  Security  will  be  $127  a 
month.  When  your  wife  reaches  65,  she  will  get  $63.50,  bring- 
ing your  combined  monthly  benefits  to  $190.50. 

If  you  should  die  in  the  meantime,  leaving  your  wife  with 
two  children  under  18,  she  will  get  $254  a  month  until  the  first 
child  reaches  18.  At  that  point,  her  payment  drops  to  $190.60. 
When  the  other  child  reaches  18,  payments  stop  until  your 
widow  is  62.  Then  she  is  eligible  for  $104.80  a  month  for  the 
rest  of  her  life. 

(If  you  were  born  earlier  than  1932,  you  ordinarily  can't 
get  maximum  benefits— even  if  you  have  been  covered  by 
Social  Security  all  of  your  working  life.  The  reason?  To 
qualify  for  maximum  benefits,  you  have  to  have  $4,800  in 
covered  earnings  from  age  22  on.  Before  1959,  only  $4,200 
of  your  earnings  were  covered  by  Social  Security.  Before 
1955,  only  $3,600  were.) 

When  you  and  your  wife  both  work,  your  benefits  will 
sometimes  be  greater  than  when  you  alone  work  and  claim 
benefits  as  a  couple.  Assume  that  your  wife  was  born  in  1935 
and  will  work  14  years  after  the  children  reach  high  school, 
with  earnings  of  $3000  a  year.  When  she  reaches  65,  she  will 
be  eligible  for  benefits  of  $59  a  month.  She  could  draw  this 
amount  until  you  retire.  When  you  retire  she  would  continue 
to  draw  her  $59  plus  $4.50  as  a  wife  on  your  account,  for  total 
benefits  of  $190.50  for  the  two  of  you.  But  if  your  wife  works 
25  years  (instead  of  14)  at  the  same  annual  earnings,  her 
average  monthly  income  as  figured  in  the  Social  Security 
formula  would  be  high  enough  so  that  her  benefit  as  an  in- 
dividual would  be  bigger  than  the  amount  she  is  entitled  to 
as  the  wife  of  a  covered  waee  earner.  Her  benefits  would  come 


to  $79  a  month,  entitling  you  and  her  to  combined  monthly 
payments  of  $206— $15.50  more  than  you  would  get  as  a 
couple  if  only  you  had  worked. 

Income  below  maximum.  You  are  38  years  old  and  until  this 
year  you  worked  for  the  federal  government,  whose  employ- 
ees are  covered  by  a  separate  retirement  system.  Now  you 
have  gone  to  work  in  private  industry,  where  you  are  covered 
by  Social  Security  for  the  first  time.  You'll  be  earning  at  least 
$4,800  a  year  until  you  retire  in  1990  at  age  65. 

Your  monthly  benefits  will  be  $109.  Your  wife  will  get 
$54.50  additionally  when  she  reaches  65.  If  you  elect  retire- 
ment at  age  62,  you  will  get  $87.20,  with  $40.90  more  for  your 
wife  if  she  also  starts  to  collect  at  62.  If  she  is  widowed,  she 
will  get  $90  a  month,  starting  at  age  62. 

(Most  people  who  work  for  wages  and  most  self-employed 
are  now  covered  by  Social  Security.  Exceptions:  federal  and 
railroad  employees;  employees  of  state  and  local  governments 
and  nonprofit  organizations  not  covered  under  special  agree- 
ments; doctors  in  private  practice.) 

Formula  for  figuring  your  benefits.  There  are  several  methods, 
none  really  simple,  by  which  you  can  compute  your  own 
anticipated  monthly  Social  Security  payments.  One  system 
that  works  for  everybody,  regardless  of  age  and  duration  of 
coverage,  is  this: 

1.  Count  the  number  of  months— whether  you  earned  in- 
come or  not— between  January  1,  1951,  and  January  1  of  the 
year  you  will  reach  65  if  a  man,  62  if  a  woman.  (Men  must 
count  up  to  age  65  even  if  they  intend  to  retire  at  62.)  Write 
down  this  month  total. 

2.  Make  a  chart  of  two  vertical  columns.  In  the  left  col- 
umn write  all  the  years  whose  months  you  counted:  1951, 
1952,  1953,  etc. 

3.  In  the  right  column  of  the  chart,  fill  in  your  Social 
curity  covered  incomes  for  1951  through   1954.  The  maxi- 
mum you  may  enter  for  each  of  these  four  years  is  $3,600 

4.  Continue  the  right  column  by  filling  in  your  Social  Secur- 
ity covered  incomes  for  1955  through  1958.  The  maximum

WHERE 

MEDICINE  STANDS 
ON  ALLERGIES 

By  Gordon  G.  Greer 

Conservative  estimates  put  the  number  of  al- 
lergy victims  in  the  United  States  alone  at  17 
million  or  so.  Other  guesses  are  appreciably 
higher.  Some  experts  are  convinced  that  all 
of  us  have  latent  allergic  weaknesses  just 
waiting  for  a  chance  to  appear.  Consequent- 
ly, we  all  have  an  interest  in  the  workings  of 
such  afflictions— what  causes  them,  what  fea- 
tures they  share,  what  treatment  is  now  on 
hand. 

First,  what  is  an  allergy?  Doctors  define 
it  as  a  heightened  sensitivity  to  a  normally 
harmless  element  of  the  environment.  In  its 
usual  form,  you  can  picture  it  as  beginning 
with  a  biological  misunderstanding.  Some 
substance  that  carries  no  malicious  intent— 
often  pollen  or  dust  or  a  particular  food 
comes  in  contact  with  a  person  whose  system 
mistakes  it  for  an  enemy  bent  on  destruction. 
The  body  then  responds  to  this  innocent  in- 
vasion just  as  it  responds  to  a  real  one:  by 
producing  a  force  of  antibodies  to  annihilate 
or  neutralize  the  foe.  The  distressing  symp- 
toms of  allergy  are  a  product  of  the  battle 
that  ensues. 

More  precisely,  what  causes  these  symp- 
toms? The  clash  of  antibody  and  allergen 
(the  name  given  to  the  innocent  invaders)  is 
marked  by  a  sort  of  explosion.  In  the  blood 
stream,  these  explosions  are  harmless;  the 
two  opposing  forces  simply  nullify  each  other, 
and  both  are  washed  away  in  the  blood.  Their 
encounter  is  comparable  to  a  battle  at  sea  in 
which  only  those  forces  involved  in  the  fight- 
ing can  possibly  be  destroyed;  all  the  rest  of 
the  body  is  safe.  Protection  from  smallpox, 
polio,  tetanus— anything  the  body  is  im- 
mune to— depends  on  this  sort  of  "naval 
warfare,"  in  which  antibodies  constantly 
roam  through  the  blood  stream  to  repel  any 
tentative  invasion. 

But  antibodies  active  in  allergic  diseases, 
in  contrast  to  all  others,  have  very  little  appe- 
tite for  roaming.  Most  of  them  rapidly  aban- 
don the  blood  stream  and  settle  on  tissue  cell 
walls.  In  effect,  they  make  the  disastrous 
mistake  of  inviting  the  war  to  their  cities. 
There,  the  explosions  blow  holes  in  the  cell 
walls,  permitting  the  escape  of  histamine,  a 
product  found  in  all  body  cells. 
What  does  the  histamine  do?  Most  im- 
portant, it  dilates  capillaries,  the  smallest  of 
the  body's  blood  vessels.  When  too  much  his- 
tamine is  released  all  at  once,  nearby  capil- 


laries arc  so  drastically  expanded  that   th 
walls,  which  are  only  a  single  cell  thick, 
come  porous  to  the  liquid  in  the  blood  flo 
ing  through  them.  This  liquid  seeps  out  of  tl 
capillaries,  floods  the  surrounding  area,  ai 
creates  a  localized  swelling. 
Then  is  abnormal  swelling  the  proble 
Swelling  is  always  the  basic  difficulty,  1 
often  complications  will  follow.  The  body  i 
mediately  identifies  the  swelling  as  anot 
kind  of  enemy  invader,  which  it  tries  to  wi 
away  with  mucus.   But  mucus  only  ma 
matters  worse.  Then  other  attempts  to  ex 
the  intruder— coughing  or  sneezing  or  mus 
lar    spasms— may    further    complicate    tl 
problem. 

Imagine  what  happens  when  this  sequen 
of  events  occurs  in,  say,  a  bronchial  tuhl 
First  a  swelling  protrudes  from  the  tube's  ii 
ner  wall,  obstructing  the  passage  of  air.  Th 
the  channel  is  stuffed  up  with  mucus.  Cougj 
ing  and  wheezing  begin.  Then  muscles  tl 
encircle  the  tube's  outer  wall  may  constri 
to  squeeze  the  hole  even  tighter.  Before  lo 
the  tube  may  be  so  thoroughly  obstruct 
that  air  can  no  longer  pass  through  it. 
Are  there  always  such  unpleasant  sym; 
toms?  Not  necessarily.  Very  mild  allergii 
may  never  bring  discomfort— may  never 
detected,  in  fact.  Even  a  potentially  seri 
condition  can  exist  for  many  years  before  diit 
covery.  Symptoms  come  only  after  full-seal 
warfare  between  allergens  and  antibodies  o 
the  walls  of  tissue  cells.  When  the  fightin 
confines  itself  to  the  blood  stream,  or  occui 
on  a  minor  scale,  no  signs  of  distress  appea; 
What  determines  the  scale  of  the  fight) 
ing?  An  abundance  of  allergen  and  antibod 
forces  that  encounter  each  other  on  tissue  ce 
walls  always   means  a  serious  battle.   Bt| 
when  one  side  is  weak,  or  when  both  sides  ai 
weak,  the  fight  may  be  only  a  trivial  ski| 
mish,  too  small  to  create  major  trouble.  Oftffl 
there  are  just  a  few  allergen  forces,  as  wh<| 
hay  fever  sufferers  experience  relief  with 
drop  in  the  pollen  count;  pollen  in  this  case 
the  allergen.  Or  the  antibody  force  may  i 
times  be  too  meager  to  offer  more  than  toke) 
resistance. 

When  are  antibody  forces  very  weak] 
In  the  earliest  stage  of  an  allergy,  there  are  fli 
defensive  forces  at  all.  Each  of  the  antibodi 
already  in  the  blood  stream  is  rigidly  specific] 
that  is,  it  is  keyed  to  strike  one  special  f(j 
and  not  to  attack  any  other.  The  body  muij 
invent  a  brand-new  antibody  to  defend 
from  each  new  invader.  And  by  the  time  thj 
new  antibody  is  designed  and  in  productiorj 
the  allergen's  first  attack  may  be  over.  Thii 
the  body  is  "sensitized"  by  initial  invasion) 
but  symptoms  do  not  result.  With  each  sul| 
sequent  attack,  the  defense  becomes  strong 
er,  and  symptoms  are  then  more  likely. 
Then  do  allergies  tend  to  get  worse?  I 
the  absence  of  treatment,  yes.

WHERE  MEDICINE  STANDS  ON  ALLERGIES 

Conf/nui 

The  body's  defenses  are  inclined  to  grow  stronger,  fighting 
comes  more  seripus,  and  symptoms  are  more  sevei  i 
build-up  can  occur  almost  instantly,  or  at  other  times  be 
ceedingly  slow.  The  body  may  require  a  whole  series  of  M 
vasions,   possibly  extending  over  several   years,   before 
mobilizes  a  large  enough  antibody  force  to  accommodate 
full-scale  battle. 

Later,  if  the  allergy  remains  untreated,  it  may  lead  to  mo 
dangerous  ailments— as  hay  fever  leads  to  asthma,  for  I 
stance',  in  one-third  of  all  untreated  cases.  Asthma  is  of  couj| 
a  more  serious  condition,  lower  in  the  respiratory  tract .  Ani 
asthma,  in  turn,  may  invite  emphysema,  a  still  more  serioi 
affliction  in  the'lungs  that  carries  a  real  threat  of  death.  Thj 
victims  of  any  allergy  should  not  delay  starting  proper  tr 
ment.  The  sooner  it  begins,  the  better. 
What  treatments  are  available  now?  A  procedure  knov 
as  "desensitization,"  which  lowers  (but  does  not  eliminat 
the  likelihood  of  histamine  release,  is  the  standard  way 
treating  many  allergies.  Another  kind  of  "treatment"  is 
avoid  or  get  rid  of  the  allergen— providing  you  know  what 
is.  And  of  course  there  are  drugs  that  alleviate  symptoms 
in  no  way  deter  the  disease. 

How  does  "desensitization"  work?  Usually,  the  patiej 
receives  an  injection  of  a  tiny  amount  of  the  allergen  to  whi 
he  is  sensitive— not  enough  to  cause  any  serious  trouble,  b 
enough  to  put  the  body  on  alert.  Antibody  forces  soon  mo 
lize  in  the  blood  stream,  as  if  expecting  a  second,  larger 
tack.  If  a  full-scale  allergen  invasion  then  follows— before  t 
antibodies  are  tired  of  their  waiting  and  have  settled  back 
tissue  cell  walls— the  inevitable  battle  is  confined  to  ti 
blood  stream,  and  symptoms  are  minimal.  If  an  allergen 
vasion  is  not  soon  forthcoming,  a  second  injection  is  necessa: 
— or  third  or  fourth  or  hundredth— to  keep  the  body  fro: 
dropping  its  guard.  The  second  injection  may  be  strong 
than  the  first,  then  the  third  dose  stronger  than  the  secom 
and  so  on,  if  the  body's  resistance  improves.  And  the  strongej 
the  injection,  the  longer  its  effects  last,  so  that  fewer  injeq 
tions  may  be  necessary  to  maintain  a  permanent  defense, 
an  allergy  is  strictly  seasonal— as  much  hay  fever  is,  for  e 
ample— a  choice  is  often  (not  always)  provided  betw 
temporary  protection  that  lasts  throughout  the  season  (fi 
quent  injections  for  a  limited  time,  then  none  for  the  rest 
the  year)  or  perennial  protection  (less  frequent  shots,  bi 
taken  year  round). 

What  about  the  "one  shot"  method?  The  effect  of  tl 
relatively  new  form  of  treatment  varies  little  from  the  effec 
multiple  injections.  In  each  case,  protective  allergen  ford 
are  introduced  into  the  patient's  blood  stream  at  appropriai 
intervals.  The  big  difference  is  that  with  multiple  treatmen 
each  allergen  force  is  injected  by  itself  and  goes  immedia 
into  action.  In  the  newer  treatment,  a  large  number  of  foro 
each  one  consisting  of  a  small  water  bubble  with  allergen  ei 
tract  inside  it,  are  emulsified  with  mineral  oil  and  injected  if 
one  massive  dose.  Then,  in  the  manner  of  a  "time  eapsoM 
pill,  each  bubble  is  released  from  the  oil  in  its  turn,  and  only 
then  goes  to  work  in  the  blood  stream. 

Eventually,  this  experimental  "repository  treatment,"  as 
doctors  prefer  to  call  it,  may  be  universally  accepted.  But 
there  are  still  certain  problems  to  be  licked.  For  one  thing,  the 
mineral  oil,  which  remains  in  the  body,  could  conceivably 
constitute  a  danger;  research  is  being  done  to  find  out.  Fol 
another,  it  is  difficult  to  "instruct"  the  emulsion  to  release  th<

IN  THE  OLD  ONE? 

Have  you  ever  faced  this  problem  and  wished  that  there  wi 
a  "magic  formula"  to  tell  you  what  to  do?  Unfortunate 
there  is  no  such  formula,  and  the  right  decision  will  vary 
cording  to  your  particular  car,  your  needs,  and  your  circu 
stances.  But  there  are  several  things  you  should  consider 
fore  making  a  decision. 

If  your  car  is  over  3  years  old  or  has  over  30,000  miles  on 
you  should  consider  any  large  outlay  for  major  repairs  ve 
carefully.  If  you  feel  it  is  wise  to  fix  the  old  buggy  up,  take 
to  a  mechanic  whose  judgment  you  trust  and  have  the  ent 
car  checked  over  thoroughly.  He  will  be  able  to  spot  indi 
tions  of  other  expenses  that  may  be  forthcoming.  This  insp 
tion  properly  done  should  cost  ten  to  twenty  dollars,  b 
could  well  be  the  best  investment  you  ever  made.  There  a 
many  instances  of  people  spending  $150  to  $300  for  an  engine 
overhaul  only  to  have  a  transmission  or  other  major  expense 
item  fail  within  a  very  short  time.  Also  many  people  expect 
an  overhaul  job  to  perform  a  miracle  for  their  car.  When  if 
all  finished,  the  car  still  runs  and  handles  like  the  old  car 
little,  if  any,  better  acceleration,  still  has  "strange"  noises, 
mileage  not  much  better.  So  the  disillusioned  owner  trades 
off  anyway. 

Other  things  you  should  consider  before  giving  the 
ahead  for  a  major  repair  job:  How  are  the  tires?  Due  for  a  n 
battery  soon?  Brakes  squealing,  grabbing,  or  losing  fluij 
(Any  of  these  symptoms  point  to  brake  trouble.)  Radia 
losing  water?  Body  showing  little  rust  blisters  under  t£ 
paint?  These  additional  items  may  seem  minor,  but  add  th 
together  over  a  period  of  a  year  (they  are  all  a  distinct  po: 
bility  if  your  car  is  over  3  years  old)  and  they  represent  a 
tentially  sizable  investment  with  little  or  no  return. 

Now  get  paper  and  pencil  and  do  a  little  figuring.  Checl 
your  local  paper  and  several  dealers  to  find  out  what  your  cai 
is  worth  as  a  trade-in  or  as  a  cash  sale.  A  quick  check  reveal.' 
that  on  the  average,  a  5-year-old  car  sells  for  $400-$500  les 
than  a  3-year-old.  So  if  you  fix  the  3-year-old  auto  at  an  ex 
pense  of  $200  and  drive  it  2  more  years,  it  will  actually  cos 
you  $600-$700  to  drive  it  the  2  years— of  course  this  is  as 
suming  that  you  have  no  additional  expenses  during  the  2 
year  period.  This  is  25  to  30  dollars  a  month  that  could  hav 
been  applied  on  a  new  car. 

If  your  car  is  over  5  years  old  (no  longer  worth  much  as 
trade-in)  and  has  low  mileage,  if  it  will  be  driven  only  O! 
short  drives  within  the  city  limits  at  low  speeds,  if  it  will  b 
used  only  as  a  second  car  and  not  for  highway  driving,  yo 
may  be  justified  in  fixing  the  old  car  for  a  few  more  mile;

Several  companies  pro 
your  property  in  any  situation  requiring  surrender  of  y 
keys  to  a  "bailee"— a  parking  attendant  or  garage  mecha: 
for  example.  At  least  two  firms  cover  thefts  of  your  belo: 
ings  from  an  unlocked  car  if  it's  on  private  property 
theft  restrictions  in  some  homeowner  policies  may  be  lif 
by  paying  an  additional  premium.  This  "extended  theft 
dorsement"  costs  from  $10  to  $50  for  three  years,  depend| 
upon  the  amount  deductible. 

If  you  own  a  Form  5  homeowner's  policy  (the  most  coi 
prehensive  and  most  expensive  plan),  there  are  no  auto 
tive  restrictions.  Presumably,  you  could  collect  if  som 
stole  your  luggage  from  an  open  convertible. 

It's  very  unlikely  that  any  homeowrner  policy  will  ofl 
you  for  "on  the  fence"  cases  such  as  storm  damage  to  luj 
gage  carried  in  a  rack  on  top  of  your  car.  You  cannot  raj 
the  money  limit  of  coverage  by  paying  extra  premiums,  an 
no  company  will  pay  more  than  $1000  on  any  single  itei 
Auto  policies.  Under  the  comprehensive  clause  in  most  aul 
policies,  "robes,  wearing  apparel  and  personal  effects"  a 
insured  for  $100  against  damage  by  fire  or  lightning. 

If  you  own  a  special  automobile  policy  (includes  liabilit 
comprehensive  and  medical  payments,  robes,  wearing  a 
parel,  luggage  and  its  contents  are  covered  up  to  $200  again 
fire,  lightning,  flood,  falling  objects,  explosion,  earthquak 
and  against  theft,  but  only  if  the  entire  car  is  stolen.  If  y< 
carry  collision  insurance  in  your  special  auto  policy,  yc 
personal  belongings  are  protected  to  a  limit  of  $200  in  ca 
of  a  smash-up.  Several  companies  provide  this  kind  of  pr 
tection  automatically  whenever  you  purchase  comprehensi' 
coverage  for  your  car.  And  at  least  one  firm  allows  a  limit 
$300,  provided  the  car  has  a  value  of  at  least  $500. 

All  comprehensive  auto  insurance  policies  cover  the  articl 
which  actually  belong  to  the  car,  such  as  spare  tires,  seat  co 
ers,  hub  caps  and  auto  tools. 

Floaters.  The  personal  articles  floater  gives  you  all-risk  pi 
tection  for  a  valuable  possession.  This  means  it  will  co\ 
loss  and  mysterious  disappearance  in  addition  to  the  per 
cited  in  a  homeowner  policy,  and  you  can  get  coverage  I 
full  value.  You'll  need  a  separate  floater  for  each  valual 
possession  (generally,  $1.20  to  $1.30  per  $100  value  up 
$5000).  Articles  typically  covered  are  cameras  and  phc 
equipment,   golfing  equipment,   musical  instruments,  fu 
and  jewelry.  If  you  use  any  of  these  in  your  business  or  p: 
fession — even  rarely— you'll  need  a  special  floater.  Be  si 
each  item  is  fully  covered:  your  homeowner's  policy  wo 
protect  you  for  the  first  $1000,  since  it  excludes  any  paymei 
for  a  damaged  or  stolen  article  covered  by  another  poli 
even  if  the  second  policy  covers  only  a  portion  of  its  val 

A  personal  property  floater  gives  you  complete  protecti 
on  everything  you  might  carry  in  a  car.  Typical  cost  is  $1 
per  $100  with  no  deductible  and  with  a  minimum  of  $6< 
year  in  premiums;  a  $50-deductible  policy  costs  less  and 
quires  only  $30  in  premiums. 

The  personal  effects,  or  "tourist"  floater,  covers  prope 
only  away  from  home  (and  not  if  taken  from  an  unlocl 
car).  With  no  deductible,  you'll  pay  about  $15  a  year  plu  '■ 
per  cent  of  the  face  value  of  the  policy;  a  $25-deducti  fes,^, 
policy  costs  $7.50  plus  1  per  cent.        [  Continued  on  page    ::

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Now  is  the  time  to  shed  unwanted 
pounds.  Gardens  are  yielding 
luscious  low-calorie  vegetables. 
Juice-swollen  fruits  are  at  their 
best.  And  appetites  shrink  in  hot 
weather.  Altogether,  the  easiest 
time  to  make  fat  go  is  when  sum- 
mer comes. 

If  you  are  overweight,  a  medi- 
cal checkup  before  reducing  is 
prudent,  to  detect  any  disorder 
that  might  need  treatment.  But 
any  adult  who  has  had  to  let  out 
his  belt  or  expand  the  waistline 
of  last  year's  dresses  can  quickly 
lose  a  few  pounds  by  using  a  little 
common  sense  and  a  little  (less- 
common)  will  power. 

Nothing  but  food— and  insuf- 
ficient energy  output — piles  on 
body  fat.  The  fueling  capacity  of 
food  is  measured  by  the  calorie. 
Some  foods  have  a  lot  of  calories, 
some  don't. 

That's  where  the  Better  Homes 
and  Gardens  Basic  Calorie  Chart 
comes  in.  The  chart  gives  you  a 
countdown  on  the  "fattening"  or 
"slimming"  propensities  of  com- 
mon foods.  It  shows,  for  instance, 
that  vou  could  hardly  eat  enough 
celery  to  fatten  a  bumblebee.  But 
neither  celery  nor  any  other  food 
makes  fat  magically  melt  away. 
What  counts  is  the  total  daily  in- 
take of  calories  from  all  sources. 
For  most  overweight  people,  a 
1,500-calorie  diet  brings  a  safe  and 
satisfying  loss  of  about  1]  2  pounds

Does  the  sharp  spray  from  a  garden  hose,  used  to  get  rid  of 
aphids,  bring  on  mildew  troubles?  Pests  seem  to  get  worse  every 
year.  L.S.,  Everett,  Washington 

It's  all  right  to  apply  water  directly  from  the  garden  hose 
on  your  roses,  as  long  as  it  is  applied  early  enough  in  the  day 
so  plants  are  dry  by  nightfall.  But  frankly,  squirting  pure 
water  on  the  plants  is  not  enough  to  get  rid  of  pests  and  dis- 
ease troubles.  You  should  really  apply  one  of  the  scientific 
multipurpose  control  chemicals. 

Leaves  of  our  rhododendrons  and  azaleas  are  drying  up  and 
falling  off.  We  are  told  this  is  caused  by  the  cedar  and  pine  trees 
that  they  are  planted  under.  Is  this  true? 

R.D.B.,  Nevada  City,  California 
The  root  competition  is  much  too  much  for  these  desirable 
shrubs,  but  the  dilemma  can  be  solved  quite  easily.  Lift  the 
shrubs  and  set  them  in  planter  boxes  or  large  tubs  for  grow- 
ing on  top  of  the  ground.  They'll  do  nicely  in  the  protective 
shade  for  six  months  of  the  year.  From  November  to  March 
or  April  you  can  move  the  boxed  shrubs  out  into  full  sun. 
This  will  give  them  enough  light  so  they  can  develop  proper- 
ly. Other  secrets:  good  soil,  frequent  watering,  and  an  acid 
plant  fertilizer  will  assure  success. 

In  early  July  many  of  the  leaves  of  my  thornless  honey  locust 
turn  yellow  and  fall  off.  Could  the  heavy  clay  soil  it  is  growing  in 
be  the  cause?  W.J.H.,  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah 

The  honey  locusts  are  considered  to  be  remarkable  because 
they  are  so  tough  and  normally  resistant  to  soil  and  weather 
conditions.  The  only  idea  I  can  advance  is  that  you  check  the 
tree  for  mites.  Red  spider  mites  are  so  tiny  they  are  practical- 
ly invisible  to  the  naked  eye.  And,  when  they  go  to  work  on 
trees  and  shrubs,  they  soon  suck  out  the  vital  juices  to  the 
point  where  the  foliage  drops  off.  The  mite  is  quite  a  problem 
all  through  the  Mountain  States— especially  from  midsum- 
mer until  fall.  Why  not  ask  your  county  agent  for  an  inspec- 
tion? Undoubtedly  he  will  recommend  that  you  have  several 
spraying  jobs  done  by  professional  tree  men  with  high-pres- 
sure rigs.

Gardenias  generally  suffer  more  from  overwatering  than 
not  enough.  What  happens  is  that  the  feeding  roots  get  hurt. 
Since  your  soil  is  sandy,  normal  watering  once  a  week  should 
be  enough.  Whatever  you  do,  don't  water  every  day  in  the 
belief  that  constant  moisture  is  better  than  none.  It's  pretty 
difficult,  in  the  final  analysis,  to  advise  you  to  water  by 
definite  calendar  dates.  The  safest  method  is  to  stick  your 
finger,  or  a  trowel,  down  into  the  soil  far  enough  to  see  if  the 
root  zone  soil  is  moist  or  not.

tiny  bubbles  on  schedule.  Naturally,  the  release  of  too  many 
too  soon  might  trigger  an  allergic  reaction.  Incidentally,  the 
"one  shot"  treatment  is  misnamed,  for  it  usually  involves 
three  or  four  shots,  not  just  one.  The  one  massive  dose  is  di- 
vided into  thirds,  then  administered  in  three  injections,  about 
15  minutes  apart.  An  injection  of  adrenalin  may  also  be  given 
to  minimize  the  risk  of  reactions. 

What  about  avoiding  the  allergen?  Often  that  approach 
is  effective.  A  person  allergic  to  cat  fur,  say,  might  be 
able  to  avoid  it  forever.  Or  the  problem  might  simply  be 
abolished.  Allergy  caused  by  bacteria  resulting  from  an  ab- 
scessed tooth,  for  example,  may  end  when  that  tooth  is 
yanked  out.  But  the  substance  is  sometimes  so  prevalent— an 
everyday  food  or  common  pollen,  for  instance— that  perma- 
nent avoidance  or  elimination  is  nearly  impossible.  Desensiti- 
zation  works  better.  Other  times,  the  allergen  is  so  cleverly 
concealed  that  the  victim  doesn't  know  what  it  is,  and  of 
course  can't  very  well  avoid  it.  In  that  case,  the  doctor's  most 
difficult  job  might  be  pinning  the  culprit  down. 
How  is  an  allergen  detected?  The  process  begins  with  an 
exhaustive  case  history  and  a  thorough  physical  examination 
to  find,  first,  if  an  allergy  truly  exists  (the  trouble  can  of 
course  be  something  else),  and  second,  what  cluster  of  pos- 
sible allergens  appear  to  be  the  likeliest  culprits.  The  patient 
is  asked  what  symptoms  he  has  noticed,  when  they  appear, 
how  long  they  persist,  the  range  of  their  severity,  and  his 
family's  medical  history.  Next,  he  is  asked  in  considerable  de- 
tail about  events  preceding  his  attacks.  Does  he  remember 
eating  some  special  food?  Was  he  sick  or  emotionally  upset? 
Did  he  use  a  strange  drug?  Did  he  take  a  vacation  in  a  totally 
different  climate?  Dozens  of  questions  similar  to  these  may 
be  needed  to  spot  the  first  clue. 

Then  each  suspected  allergen  is  individually  tested.  Foods 
may  be  eliminated  from  the  diet,  either  one  at  a  time  or  in 
varied  combinations,  to  see  if  their  removal  eases  symptoms. 
(In  the  absence  of  symptoms,  foods  are  added  to  the  diet,  in 
carefully  controlled  amounts,  to  see  if  they  cause  any  symp- 
toms.) If  the  likeliest  allergens  are  air-borne  products— pol- 
len, mold  spores,  house  dust,  and  so  on— extracts  are  injected 
just  beneath  the  patient's  skin  in  a  procedure  known  as  a 
"scratch  test."  The  appearance  of  a  swelling  soon  afterwards 
suggests  that  the  allergen  is  guilty.  In  "patch  tests,"  for  con- 
tact allergens,  the  suspected  substance  is  applied  to  the  skin 
and  held  there  for  two  or  three  days.  The  appearance  of  an 
inflammation  at  the  site  is  a  similar  sign  of  guilt. 

Often  the  victim  of  allergic  distress  is  sensitive  to  many 
allergens,  perhaps  whole  families  of  them.  Desensitization 
must  then  be  started  against  each  of  those  offenders.  Other 
times,  no  allergen  at  all  is  detected,  yet  the  symptoms  persist 
or  get  worse.  All  the  physician  can  do  in  that  case  (aside  from 
continuing  the  search)  is  "to  try  to  alleviate  symptoms. 
What  offers  relief  from  symptoms?  Antihistamine 
drugs,  as  their  name  indicates,  are  designed  to  offset  the  un- 
desired  effects  of  histamine  release,  and  they  often  work  won- 
ders with  allergies.  The  job  is  deciding  which  drug  to  select 
from  a  -group  that  numbers  more  than  a  hundred.  They  are 
not  all  the  same,  and  the  effects  of  each  one  may  be  different 
in  two  different  people,  depending  on  the  patient's  age  and 
general  health,  the  degree  of  his  sensitivity,  his  particular 
complex  of  symptoms,  and  so  on— factors  that  need  a  doctor's 
assessment.  That's  why  even  antihistamines  that  are  sold 
without  prescription  should  be  taken  on  professional  advice. 
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When  symptoms  are  clearly  serious,  not  just  minor  anml 
ances,  the  doctor  may  prescribe  stronger  drugs—  ma.{ 
cortisone  or  ACTH.  But  such  compounds  should  not  be  u| 
lightly.  First,  the  danger  of  side  effects,  inherent  in  i\ 
strong  drug,  may  outweigh  the  hope  of  relief.  And  secoj 
antihistamines  may  work  better.  Patients  who  derive  sol 
measure  of  relief  from  the  use  of  antihistamine  drugs  will  ij 
necessarily  get  greater  relief  from  cortisone  or  ACTH. 
Is  that  how  all  allergies  work?  It  isn't  quite  as  uniforirj 
that.  The  basic  effect  of  all  allergies  is  the  same— an  abnorrl 
swelling  that  signifies  the  presence  of  a  heightened  sensitivl 
to  something— but  the  swelling  isn't  always  the  consequeil 
of  an  allergen-antibody  war.  There  are  two  other  methods  I 
injuring  a  cell  wall  that  can  trigger  an  allergic  reactil 
Physical  forces  such  as  heat,  cold,  and  light  can  sometirj 
perform  this  function,  and  so  can  emotional  conditions.  Clel 
ly,  some  people  are  legitimately  allergic  to  sunlight  or  ttj 
perature  extremes.  Others,  allergic  to  roses,  for  example,  nl 
respond  to  the  sight  of  an  artificial  rose  by  breaking  out 
hives  or  a  rash.  But  such  physical  and  emotional  allergic  [ 
actions  are  less  common  than  chemical  allergies  in  wh] 
"substances"  are  involved,  and  in  many  ways  they  seem 
be  weaker.  Often,  for  instance,  they  may  follow  in  the  fc| 
steps  of  an  established  chemical  allergy  that,  in  effect, 
done  all  of  the  work— as  when  hay  fever  blamed  on  an  eij 
tional  condition  appears  in  a  person  who  has  previously  si 
fered  from  hay  fever  caused  by  pollen.  Whether  emotions! 
themselves  cause  allergies  is  a  subject  of  debate  among  expel 
Does  each  allergen  cause  unique  symptoms?  Not  I 
any  means.  If  it  did,  pinning  down  the  guilty  substance  wol 
be  a  relatively  simple  job.  Each  allergen  leads  to  an  abnonl 
swelling.  What  symptoms  are  later  produced  by  that  swell  | 
depend  wholly  on  where  it  occurs.  In  the  nasal  passages, 
fever  may  appear;  in  the  bronchial  area,  asthma;  on  the  sll 
perhaps  eczema  or  hives.  Each  of  these  ailments  has  sim| 
beginnings,  but  their  symptoms  are  quite  distinct.  And 
nature  of  the  allergen  is  not  what  determines  the  locatior] 
the  swelling.  (What  is,  nobody  can  say.)  An  allergen  tl 
causes  a  headache  in  one  man  may  bring  stomach  distil 
to  another.  Even  within  a  single  victim,  the  location  ri| 
change  with  time.  Thus  the  very  same  allergen  that  caij 
colic  in  a  baby  may  give  him  hay  fever  years  later. 
Is  any  part  of  the  body  safe?  The  swellings  can  occurl 
most  anywhere.  But  by  far  the  most  common  "susceptl 
areas"  are  1)  the  upper  respiratory  tract,  primarily  the  nil 
passages,  2)  the  lower  respiratory  tract,  principally  the  br| 
chial  tubes,  and  3)  the  skin,  especially  its  exposed  parts. 
What  role  does  heredity  play?  In  at  least  half  and  perhl 
three-fourths  of  all  victims,  the  tendency  to  develop  an  all 
gy  is  an  inherited  characteristic.  Predictably,  a  child  with 
allergic  parents  is  himself  more  vulnerable  to  allergies  thai 
only  one  parent  were  allergic.  Also,  his  weakness  may  appi 
somewhat  sooner,  and  result  in  more  serious  symptoms,  t  f 
would  otherwise  be  the  case.  But  the  inherited  weakness  r- 
not  be  specific;  that  is,  a  mother  with  asthma,  for  examji 
may  have  a  child  with  eczema  instead.  Susceptibility  to  si 
allergy,  but  not  always  to  a  particular  allergy,  is  what  se<| 
to  be  handed  down.

On  business  trips,  of  course.  But  there  are  also  times  v 
it  can  make  good  sense  for  families 
As  a  second  car.  If  your  family  needs  a  second  car— or  gp 
vehicle— on  certain  occasions  but  has  little  use  for  it  the 
of  the  year,  you  may  be  better  off  renting  than  buying.

Most  car  rental  agencies 
have  weekend  rates  giving  you  use  of  the  automobile 
Friday  afternoon  until  Monday  morning  for  about  $15 
10c  a  mile  for  the  standard  sedan.  The  corresponding  wc 
rate  is  $50  plus  10c  a  mile.  Unless  you  have  a  credit  cai 
other  established  credit,  deposits  are  usually  required 
range  from  about  $5  to  $200,  depending  on  use  of  the  c 

The  rented  car  is  supplied  with  a  tankful  of  gas,  and 
are  reimbursed  for  all  future  purchases  on  presentatk 
receipts.  The  company  pays  for  all  repairs,  and  the  car 
ries  ample  insurance,  including  $100  deductible.  Fo 
extra  $1  a  day  you  can  buy  full  collision  coverage. 

A  recently  announced  rental  arrangement  is  of  intere 
motorists  whose  driving  is  generally  limited  to  their 
rounding  area  and  who  return  cars  to  the  station  of  Pa 
The  rates  are  lower — $6  a  day,  plus  6  cents  a  mile.  This 
includes  only  insurance.  It  does  not  include  gasoline  o 
"convenience"  features  usually  associated  with  rental 
In  some  large  cities,  like  New  York  and  Philadelphia,* 
insurance  rates  are  high,  garaging  expensive,  and  oven 
street  parking  difficult,  renting  can  be  a  solution  for  far 
that  only  want  a  car  in  the  summer  and  on  occasional  \ 
ends.  Renting  a  standard  sized  car  for  two  months 
about  $325  plus  5  cents  a  mile  ($450  plus  5  cents  a  mil 
3  months).  The  rate  for  compacts  again  is  about  10  per 
less.  The  rental  company  pays  gasoline,  maintenance  ar. 
surance,  and  you  can  often  park  the  car  in  their  garagt 
On  long-distance  vacations  you  can  save  precious  time  if  yc 
and  rent  a  car  upon  arrival. 

For  instance,  if  you  live  on  the  West  Coast  and 
to  travel  the  East— or  vice  versa — on  a  2  week  vaa 
you  would  spend  about  %  of  the  time  on  the  road  co 
and  going.  In  a  fly-drive  vacation  you  can  make  use  c 
economies  offered  by  air  travel  family  rates — you  pa; 
fare,  wife  and  children  over  13  pay  75  per  cent,  chi 
under  13  pay  50  per  cent  of  full  fare.  One  additional  a< 
tage  of  such  an  arrangement  is  that  you  never  find  yo 
laid  up  by  car  trouble.  In  case  of  an  accident  or  mechi 
failure,  you  don't  have  to  wait  for  the  car  to  be  fixed:  al 
need  do  is  notify  the  renting  company  and  a  new  car 
livered  to  wherever  you  are  so  that  you  can  continue 
trip.  You  can  pick  up  your  rented  car  in  one  city,  drop 
in  another,  often  free  of  added  charge.  Where  ferry  ch 
are  made,  they  rarely  exceed  $10  to  $15

Balance  is  the  word.  Reducers 
need  the  same  nutrients  as  slim 
people  but  fewer  calories.  To 
get  the  right  balance  of  essen- 
tial nutrients,  choose  daily 
foods  from  the  four  Food 
Groups  in  the  chart  (Meat, 
Milk,  Vegetable-Fruit,  Cereal). 
If  you're  slimming,  pick  the 
lower-calorie  items.  Or  cut 
down  on  portions. 

Look  out  for  foolers.  In  calor- 
ic combat,  David  and  Goliath 
are  often  reversed.  A  mere  ta- 
blespoon of  olive  oil  packs 
nearly  twice  as  many  calories  as 
a  1-pound  head  of  lettuce. 
Weight  for  weight,  fats  deliver 
more  than  twice  as  many  cal- 
ories as  proteins  and  carbo- 
hydrates. 

If  you  add  anything  to  foods 
listed  in  the  chart,  don't  for- 
get to  count  the  extra  calories. 

Vegetables  are  made  to  order 
for  reducers.  But  taking  them 
with  sauces  means  adding  when 
you  need  to  subtract. 

Get  your  desserts  from  fruits, 
melons,  berries  in  season.  They 
have  enough  built-in  sweet- 
ness, you'll  never  miss  added 
sugar  or  cream. 

Salads  are  tops  in  warm 
weather — but  watch  'em.  The 
dressings  can  be  spoilsports.  To 
cut  the  calorie  count,  use  a  base 
of  tomato  sauce  or  vinegar, 
with  a  little  catsup  or  chili 
sauce  for  thickening,  and  any 
herbs  or  spices  you  want  at 
practically  no  calorie  cost  at  all. 

Drunken  calories.  Some  bev- 
erages—skim milk  and  tomato 
juice,  for  instance — are  moder- 
ately low  in  calories  for  the  nu- 
trition they  deliver.  But  many 
highly  sweetened  beverages 
that  go  down  so  easy  have  quite 
a  calorific  punch. 

Snacks?  Why  not?  Several 
small  meals  instead  of  a  couple 
of  big  ones  may  make  reducing 
easier  by  keeping  the  stomach 
occupied.  A  bowl  of  bouillon 
with  a  couple  of  crackers  is  a 
fine  between-meal  snack.  If  you 
want  to  splurge  on  a  snack,  go 
ahead,  and  make  up  for  it  later. 
It's  what  you  eat  and  drink 
every  24  hours,  not  at  any  par- 
ticular meal,  that  tells  a  slim 
(or  fat)  tale. 

Heat-beating  eating.  Cold 
foods  and  drinks  feel  delightful 
going  down  but  they  quickly 
warm  to  body  temperature  and 
don't  have  any  prolonged  cool- 
ing effect.  So  if  you  prefer  a 
warm  meal,  don't  feel  that  it 
will  raise  your  temperature. 

After  the  battle  is  over  .  .  .  and 
your  poundage  is  down  to  nor- 
mal, you'll  need  more  calories 
than  you  took  when  reducing. 
Look  over  the  calorie  chart  and 
partake  some  of  the  foods  you 
have  given  up — but  not  to  the 
extent  that  you  start  piling  on 
pounds  again.  You've  earned 
modest  amounts  of  those  high- 
calorie  and  perfectly  wholesome 
and  nutritious  foods  that  have 
been  off  bounds.  So  enjoy  them!

years  and  have  a  larger  amount 
to  invest,  you  may  want  to  con- 
cern rate  on  immediate  income, 
or  your  prime  objective  might 
be  capital  stability  to  pre- 
serve your  nest  egg  through 
periods  of  declining  prices. 

There  are  300-some  mu- 
tual funds  on  the  market ; 
many  will  have  an  investment 
objective  similar  to  your  own. 
They  try  to  achieve  their  goal 
by  buying  appropriate  securi- 
ties and  managing  their  portfo- 
lios in  the  best  manner  possible. 

Don't  be  confused  at  this 
stage'  by  the  various  technical 
terms  of  the  fund  business,  such 
as  "open  end"  and  "balanced." 
That  knowledge  will  come  in 
time.  For  the  moment  your  on- 
ly concern  is  the  vital  question: 
Which  of  the  funds  in  your  area 
of  investment  interest  have  ac- 
complished their  stated  ob- 
jectives best? 

To  find  the  answer,  you  must 
study  their  records  of  dividend 
payments  and  share  value  fluc- 
tuations. All  funds  issue  peri- 
odic shareholder  reports,  and, 
of  course,  most  of  them  put  out 
sales  literature.  But  rather  than 
plow  through  this  material, 
you'll  find  it  easier  and  more 
practical  to  ask  a  registered  se- 
curities broker  or  fund  dealer 
for  a  list  of  funds  whose  invest- 
ment objectives  meet  your  re- 
quirements, and  then  to  study 
the  impartial  reference  works 
available  in  brokers'  offices  and 
libraries. 

Here  is  what  to  look  for: 

If  growth  was  the  fund's 
objective,  did  it  surpass  others 
in  the  growth  group  in  share 
value  advances?  fn  these  com- 
parisons, be  sure  to  consider 
capital  gain  distributions— the 
profits  realized  by  the  funds 
from  sales  of  securities.  These 
distributions  to  shareholders 
can  be  in  cash  or  in  the  form  of 
additional  fund  shares. 

If  current  income  was  the 
objective,  did  the  fund  return 
a  high  percentage  of  dividend 
income  each  year  in  relation  to 
its  share  value  at  the  time?  Did 
it  maintain  this  high  rate  of  re- 
turn without  a  serious  decline 
in  share  value? 

If  stability  was  the  objec- 
tive, how  did  the  fund's  share 
price  hold  up  when  the  market 
went  down  in  1957  and  1962? 

But  this  is  not  all.  You  must 
also  find  out  which  of  the  funds 
under  consideration  provide  in- 
vestment plans  that  wall  fit  in 
with  your  budget. 

Most  funds  offer  "voluntary" 
payment  plans  that  allow  you 
to  buy  in  at  your  own  speed. 
This  generally  means  a  mini- 
mum of  $25  or  $50  each  time  you 
invest;  sometimes  there  is  an 
annual  minimum  of  $300  or 
$500.  In  some  cases,  too,  the  in- 
itial pavment  must  be  quite 
substantial  —again  $300  to  $500. 

Many  funds  also  arrange  con- 
tractual investment  plans 
which  commit  you  to  fixed- 
amount  purchases  at  regular  in-

WILL  THE  TAX  CUT  TAX  YOUR

1.  Estimate  your  1964  total  income.  Subtract  a  rough  fil 
for  your  deductions  and  available  exemptions;  then  a]l 
the  new  1964  tax  rates  to  your  resulting  taxable  inccl 
(The  new  rate  tables  are  available  at  Internal  Rev 
Service  offices,  Post  Offices,  and  banks.) 

2.  Compute  how  much  will  be  withheld  by  your  employer  dul 
1964.  Remember  that  the  new  14  per  cent  withholding  [ 
didn't  go  into  effect  until  early  March,  1964;  the  old  18| 
cent  rate  applied  until  then. 

3.  Compare  the  estimated  tax  you  will  owe  with  your  estiml 
withholding.  You  can  then  readily  see  if  you  are  a  victii] 
'  'underwithholding. ' ' 

To  increase  the  amount  withheld  from  your  pay  cfcl 
simply  ask  your  payroll  department  to  drop  one  or  mo: 
your  exemptions  claimed  for  withholding  purposes.  II 
exemption  dropped  will  cause  about  $8  per  month  extij 
be  withheld.  (Remember,  you  can  drop  an  exemptiorj 
withholding  purposes  and  still  claim  the  exemption  on 
tax  return.) 

Perhaps  exemption  dropping  won't  provide  enough  ;| 
tional  tax  payment.  Then  you  may  request  in  writing  to 
employer  that  additional  amounts  be  withheld.  Or  you  j 
file  a  Declaration  of  Estimated  Tax,  and  pay  addit  | 
amounts  of  tax  in  quarterly  installments.

ARE  YOU  FOOLISH  TO  POINT  OUT  ALL  THE  FLAWS 
WHEN  YOU  SELL  YOUR  HOUSE? 


It's  wise  to  be  truthful.  Apart  from 
the  moral  aspects,  you'll  actually  find 
that  it  makes  selling  your  house  easier. 
A  forthright  admission  of  septic  tank 
trouble,  for  instance,  will  gain— not 
lose— the  confidence  of  a  serious  pros- 
pect. And,  in  any  case,  your  honesty  will 
avoid  nasty  misunderstandings  as  well 
as  the  possibility  of  a  law  suit  charging 
misrepresentation. 

However,  it  also  pays  to  be  practical: 
•  Don't  parade  your  home's  flaws  be- 
fore'every  "looker"  who  passes  through. 
It's  enough  to  disclose  faults  when  a 
prospect  shows  genuine  intent  to  buy. 


Most  buyers  sell  themselves  on  your 
house  because  of  its  appearance,  the 
neighborhood,  good  landscaping,  and 
the  like.  Once  interested,  .they'll  con- 
sider a  sick  shrub  or  a  wobbly  porch 
railing  as  only  a  minor  drawback. 

•  Don't  disclose  a  fault  as  if  you  were 
confessing  a  dark  sin.  Be  straightfor- 
ward and  businesslike.  After  all,  a  leaky 
basement  may  be  annoying,  but  in  re- 
lation to  the  home's  advantages  it's  a 
long  way  from  being  catastrophic. 

•  Consider  making  improvements  and 
repairs.  Depending  on  the  nature  of  the 
work  done,  you'll  often  get  your  invest- 


ment back— and  then  some.  A  Realtorl 
can  often  give  you  sound  advice  on  this.U 

•  Tell  your  Realtor  about  all  the  home's  j 
quirks,  so  he  can  develop  the  sales  storyl 
effectively.  He  knows  buyers  aren'tl 
naive;  they  expect  a  used  home  to  havel 
a  few  faults.  But  don't  waste  time  point-l 
ing  out  a  single  loose  brick  on  the  patio,| 
or  a  door  that  sticks. 

•  And  don't  bare  what  you  believe 
faults  in  the  layout  or  site  plan.  This : 
an  area  where  opinion  takes  over,  and 
what  you  think  is  poor  planning  may 
hailed  by  your  prospect  as  exactly  what] 
he  wants  for  his  own  family. 


HOW  CAN  YOU  FIND  A  GOOD  APPLIANCE  REPAIR  MAN? 


Go  to  a  repair  man  authorized  by  the  factory.  This  is  al- 
most essential  during  the  warranty  period— generally  from 
90  days  to  a  year  after  purchase— because  otherwise  you  void 
the  warranty.  But  even  after  this  period  runs  out,  the  factory- 
authorized  repair  man  is  still  your  best  bet,  since  he  knows 
the  appliance,  can  usually  detect  the  source  of  trouble  with- 
out wasting  time,  and  has  fast  access  to  replacement  parts. 
He  usually  guarantees  his  work,  and— since  he  is  controlled 
directly  or  indirectly  by  a  manufacturer  anxious  to  keep  your 
good  will— chances  are  he  is  competent  to  do  a  good  job. 

The  authorized  repair  man  is  often  the  dealer  where  you 
bought  the  appliance,  but  if  he  does  not  operate  a  repair 


service,  he  should  be  able  to  recommend  someone  who  does| 
Many  manufacturers  include  lists  of  recommended  repaii 
shops  when  the  appliance  is  delivered.  You  can  also  fin<»~ 
factory -authorized  repair  man  near  you  by  writing  the  manuj 
facturer  or  by  looking  in  your  classified  telephone  directory! 
However,  some  stores  repair  only  what  they  sell. 

You  may  also  be  able  to  locate  an  independent  repair  mail 
who  is  conscientious  and  competent.  Since  he  works  for  hi  ml 
self,  he  often  charges  less  for  his  labor;  on  the  other  hand,  hi 
may  take  longer  to  find  and  repair  the  trouble.  About  thJ 
only  way  to  find  a  competent  "independent"  is  througlj 
the  advice  of  friends  or  neighbors. 


DO  YOUR  INSURANCE  BENEFICIARIES  NEED  CHANGING? 


Even  though  you  have  adequate  life 
insurance  coverage  to  protect  your  fam- 
ily, your  beneficiaries  may  not  receive 
the  proceeds  as  you  now  intend,  or  as 
needed  by  them.  Circumstances  change, 
so  every  year  or  two  review  your  bene- 
ficiary arrangements  with  these  ques- 
tions in  mind: 

Are  there  new  family  members 
to  include?  Additional  children  may 
be  unintentionally  left  out  under  out- 
dated beneficiary  provisions.  And,  you 
should  remove  the  names  of  any  de- 
ceased beneficiaries. 

If  you're  a  grandparent,  here's  a 
"sleeper."  A  grandparent  often  names 
his  children  "or  the  survivors"  to  re- 
ceive insurance  proceeds  if  his  spouse 
does  not  survive.  But  if  a  child  also  fails 
to  survive  the  insured  grandparent, 
children  of  the  deceased  child  do  not  re- 
ceive the  share  their  parent  would  have 


had.  Under  the  "or  survivors"  provi- 
sion, only  the  other  surviving  children 
of  the  insured  grandparent  would  re- 
ceive the  share  of  the  deceased  child. 
This  often  is  not  the  intention  of  the 
grandparent. 

Have  you  considered  all  income 
tax  savings?  Generally,  insurance  death 
benefits  are  not  considered  income  to 
the  beneficiary.  But  the  interest  earned 
by  investing  these  funds  or  leaving  them 
on  deposit  with  the  insurance  company 
is  taxable.  However,  if  the  insurance 
company  pays  out  the  death  benefit  in 
installments  to  a  surviving  spouse  of 
the  insured  under  certain  types  of  set- 
tlement options,  the  income  tax  on  as 
much  as  $1,000  of  interest  can  be  saved 
by  the  survivor  each  year. 

Can  probate  expenses  and  state 
inheritance  taxes  be  avoided?  Laws 
vary  from  state  to  state,  but  life  insur- 


ance death  proceeds  usually  avoid  &\ 
tate  settlement  charges  if  they  are  pa> 
able  to  a   named  beneficiary,  such 
your  spouse  or  a  child.  Also  in  manl 
states,  life  insurance  proceeds  payablf 
to  a  named  beneficiary  are  not  subje 
to  state  inheritance  tax.  In  contrasj 
proceeds  payable  to  the  estate  of  the  ii 
sured  frequently  are  subject  to  bot 
these  charges. 

Nearly  all  life  insurance  policies  pr<j 
vide  that  the  death  benefit  automatica 
ly  be  paid  to  the  estate  of  the  insured 
no  beneficiaries  survive.

Is  there  a  paint  job  in  your  future?  If  so,  don't  panic 
—there  are  many  paints  now  available  that  can  make 
a  novice  look  like  an  old  pro.  There  has  been  increased 
emphasis  on  the  development  of  finishes  that  are  easy 
to  use  and  practically  foolproof.  With  the  right  paint 
you'll  get  the  job  done  faster  and  easier,  and  attain 
long-lasting  and  attractive  results. 

This  month,  Better  Homes  and  Gardens  brings  you 
a  painter's  guide— to  help  you  choose  the  right  paint 
for  the  job,  and  to  help  you  do  the  job  right. 


EXTERIOR  PAINTING 

General  Painting  Tips 

1.  Choose  the  proper  paint  for 
the  job,  and  always  buy  the 
best!  Remember  that  if  you 
hired  the  job  done,  the  materials 
would  be  only  about  1/5  the 
contract  price.  If  you  are  going 
to  do  the  job  yourself,  why  put 
all  the  work  into  applying  a 
product  that  is  less  than  the 
best  available? 

2.  Always  mix  thoroughly  and 
follow  instructions  for  thinning, 
drying  time,  and  application. 
Don't  try  to  save  money  by 
thinning  more  than  recom- 
mended— you'll  only  shorten 
the  life  of  the  paint. 

3.  Apply  a  medium  layer— too 
thin  soon  weathers  away,  too 
thick  may  crack  or  check.  Take 
care  to  get  complete  coverage— 
don't  leave  small  breaks  for 
moisture  to  enter.  When  paint- 
ing windows,  paint  up  on  the 
glass  1/32-1/16  inch  to  get  a 
good  water-tight  seal  between 
the  paint  and  glass. 

4.  Be  sure  you  get  the  right 
paint  for  the  job.  Carefully  ex- 
plain to  the  salesman  what  you 
plan  to  paint  and  tell  of  any 
peculiarities  or  problems  con- 
nected with  the  job. 

5.  Don't  paint  if  temperature  is 
under  50°,  if  weather  is  damp  or 
foggy,  or  if  temperature  may 
drop  to  near  freezing  before  the 


paint  has  a  chance  to  set  up. 

6.  Don't  paint  in  direct  rays  of 
hot  sun  or  on  extremely  hot 
days— too  fast  drying  will 
shorten  paint  life. 

7.  Don't  paint  on  windy  days — 
you'll  have  bugs,  weed  seed, 
dirt  in  the  fresh  paint. 

8.  Be  sure  surface  is  properly 
prepared  and  dry.  If  damp,  let 
dry  at  least  a  week  in  dry,  sun- 
ny weather.  Never  paint  a 
damp  surface  unless  the  paint 
instructions  specifically  state 
that  it  is  permissible. 

9.  Carefully  figure  the  amount 
of  paint  needed.  Extra  paint  is 
a  needless  expense,  and  chances 
are  that  if  you  tried  to  use  the 
leftover  paint  in  a  few  years,  it 
would  be  worthless. 

Preparation 

The  preparation  of  the  surface 
to  be  painted  is  extremely  im- 
portant. Even  the  "almost 
miracle"  paints  now  available 
will  not  perform  well  if  applied 
to  improperly  prepared  sur- 
faces. Extra  time  and  effort 
spent  in  the  proper  preparation 
of  the  surface  you're  going  to 
paint  will  result  in  better  ap- 
pearance, extra  coverage,  and 
greater  durability. 
New  Surfaces.  Remove  the  pitch 
from  knots  or  sap  streaks  by 
burning  or  scraping,  then  wash 
thoroughly  with  turpentine  or 
lacquer  thinner.  When  dry,  spot 
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prime  with  spirit  enamel,  s 
lac,  or  spar  varnish.  Drivt 
uncoated  steel  nails  to  a  d> 
of  yH  inch  below  the  surfa< 
at  all  possible.  Treat  any 
in  contact  with  or  near 
ground  or  subject  to  se 
conditions  (window  and 
sills)  with  a  clear  wood  pn 
tive  that  can  be  painted  c! 
Old  Surfaces.  Old  paint  coat 
that  show  signs  of  looser 
peeling,  crazing,  cracking 
that  are  abnormally 
(thickness  of  a  dollar 
should  be  removed.

Linseed  oil  exterior  paint  is  the  traditional  coating  for 
door  wood  surfaces  and  remains  the  most  popular  pre 
for  such  purposes.  Now  coming  into  the  market  an 
thinned  linseed  oil  paints  which  give  the  properties  (e 
application,  weather  resistance,  and  color  retention!  of | 
seed  oil  paint  but  which  may  be  applied  to  damp  sui  i 

A  persistent  difficulty  with  conventional  oil  paint  is  a  | 
dency  to  blister  and  peel  when  moisture  collects  behir 
owing  to  inadequate  ventilation  in  the  house  or  other 
struction  defects.  You  can  combat  this  trouble  by  ta] 
measures  to  eliminate  the  moisture  and  by  utilizing 
blister  resisting  paint. 

Exterior  latex  paints  are  gaining  in  popularity  because  I 
permit  moisture  to  escape,  thereby  reducing  the  chanctj 
peeling.   These  coatings  are  particularly  useful  when 
have  to  contend  with  a  damp  surface.  Their  adhesive 
bility  is  somewhat  less  than  linseed  oil  paints,  howevel 
you  should  take  care  that  the  surface  is  in  a  clean,  sound [ 
dition.  Old,  chalky  paint  must  be  removed  or  sealed 
special  primer  before  the  paint  is  applied.  Blister-resisj 
and  latex  paints  are  not  miracle  paints  however.  If  you 
had  repeated  paint  trouble  or  failure,  find  and  correq 
source  of  trouble  (usually  a  structural  problem)  before  | 
ing  time  and  money  on  more  paint. 

Exterior  trim  on  brick  or  masonry  houses  may  be  paj 
with  latex  or  linseed  oil  paint.  If  you  choose  oil  paint, 
specially  compounded  trim  paint  or  enamel.  They  retain  I 
color  better  and  will  not  chalk,  thus  preventing  unsijj 
streaks  below  the  painted  area. 

Miscellaneous  Exterior  Painting 

After  you  finish  the  house  proper,  there  are  still  other  £ 
to  be  done  to  get  a  complete  and  satisfactory  job.  1 
need  to  consider  hinges,  latches,  house  numbers,  raij 
light  fixtures,  and  other  metal  parts.  The  looks  of  a  new 
job  can  soon  be  spoiled  by  streaks  of  rust.  If  the  metal 
are  rusting,  remove  the  rust,  prime  with  a  rust-sealing  pi 
and  finish  with  exterior  enamel.  If  the  hardware  is  in 
shape,  clean  it  up  and  give  it  a  clear  protective  coatin] 
Galvanized  metal.  Gutters,  downspouts,  and  similar  ex 
metal  surfaces  need  special  attention.  On  old  surfacj 
sure  all  loose  paint  is  removed  before  recoating.  Ne 
vanized  metal  should  be  washed  thoroughly  with  turpt 
or  soap  and  water  to  remove  any  oil  or  grease.  Th| 
methods  of  allowing  galvanized  to  weather  or  treati 
surface  with  vinegar  or  other  acids  are  not  the  sure  cun 
were  once  thought  to  be.  The  only  sure  preventive  fori 
ing  is  to  use  a  primer  coat  made  especially  for  galvsj 
metal.  This  is  designed  to  prevent  the  chemical  action 
zinc  under  the  paint  that  causes  ordinary  paint  to  pe' 
After  the  primer  is  on,  you  can  then  paint  with  any* 
quality  exterior  paint. 

Masonry.   New   surfaces   must  be   thoroughly   cured 
painting.  This  will  usually  take  at  least  60-90  days.  Us 
paints  made  for  masonry,  preferably  an  alkali-resistant 
and  follow  all  instructions  carefully.

CARS   IN  YOUR  FAMILY 


CAN  A  FAST  DRIVER  EVER  BE  A  SAFE  DRIVER? 


The  world  is  full  of  people  who  drive  a  ear  fast— right  at 
the  legal  speed  limits  mile  after  mile,  on  highways  and  on 
city  streets.  When  they  can  get  by  with  it,  they  hunch  a 
little  or  a  lot  above  the  limits. 

Speed  limits  do  not  necessarily  determine  fast  driving 

—  20  mph  in  a  zone  posted  with  a  40  mph  limit  can  be  too 

fast  if  the  car,  the  weather,  or  the  road  is  not  in  proper 

condition.  A  diiver  who  consistently  passes  other  cars  is 

going  too  fast  regardless  of  the  speed  limit. 

Are  the  fast  drivers  really  safe  drivers?  Just  ask  them — 
they're  convinced  that  they  are.  They  point  out  the 
number  of  accidents  caused  by  slow  driving,  and  statis- 
tics do  seem  to  back  them  up.  They  argue  that  fast  driv- 
ing allows  them  to  stay  ahead  of  trouble  by  outrunning 
traffic  clusters  on  the  highway. 

The  fast  driver  will  tell  you  that,  according  to  statistics, 
half  the  people  killed  in  traffic  accidents  are  killed  at 
speeds  under  40  miles  an  hour. 

The  fact  that  half  the  people  are  killed  at  speeds  under 
40  proves  only  the  obvious  fact  that  a  great  deal  of  driv- 
ing is  done  at  these  lower  speeds.  It's  not  the  speed  but 
the  conditions  that  make  it  dangerous — congested  city 
traffic,  urban  streets,  and  unimproved  rural  roads. 

Even  the  few  really  good  fast  drivers  tend  to  overlook 
a  couple  of  basic  facts:  When  fast  drivers  do  get  hurt, 
they  get  hurt  seriously.  Other  people  get  hurt  seriously 
too.  While  speed  doesn't  cause  accidents,  as  speed  in- 
creases and  a  collision  occurs,  the  motorist  is  more  likely 
to  be  killed  or  injured.  A  Bureau  of  Public  Roads  study 
found  that  the  rate  of  injury  in  35  mph  accidents  is  less 


than  half  that  of  accidents  at  speeds  of  65  mph  or  over. 

The  actions  of  other  drivers  have  to  be  fitted  into  the 
fast  driver's  scheme  of  things  and  this,  too,  can  be  dis- 
astrous. His  own  ways  with  a  car  may  be  perfectly  pre- 
dictable, but  he's  not  alone  out  there. 

While  you're  confronting  the  fast  driver  with  statistics, 
remind  him  that,  according  to  the  National  Safety  Coun- 
cil, it  takes  88  feet  to  stop  his  car  at  30  mph,  366  feet  at  60 
mph,  and  a  whopping  big  532  feet  at  70  mph.  Of  course 
these  are  normal  stopping  distances  and  the  assumption 
is  that  the  brakes  are  in  average  shape,  that  the  road  is 
dry,  and  that  the  driver  has  an  average  reaction  time. 
Even  a  full-panic  stop— and  there  is  no  guarantee  that 
every  car's  brakes,  tires,  and  general  condition  will  allow 
one— takes  381  feet  at  70  mph. 

At  night,  conditions  change  radically.  Headlights  will 
reveal  an  object  350  feet  away  at  high  beam  and  100  feet 
at  low  beam.  A  given  number  of  miles  driven  at  night  re- 
sults in  two  to  two  and  a  half  times  as  many  deaths  as  the 
same  number  of  miles  driven  during  the  day.  At  70  mph 
on  an  unlighted  road,  even  the  best  driver  is  overdriving 
his  headlights. 

Remember:  The  faster  you  go,  the  more  careful  you 
have  to  be.  The  greater  the  speed,  the  more  limited  the 
driver's  capability  becomes.  At  20  miles  an  hour,  the 
average  reaction  time  of  three-quarters  of  a  second  be- 
tween the  time  a  driver  decides  to  stop  until  his  foot  hits 
the  brake,  allows  the  car  to  go  22  feet.  At  70  miles  an 
hour,  this  distance  becomes  77  feet. 

Can  a  fast  driver  be  a  safe  driver?  For  a  while  maybe. 
And  even  for  many  years— if  it's  just  a  matter  of  not  hav- 
ing a  serious  accident.  But  if  you  take  everything  into 
consideration  (and  indeed  you  must),  we  doubt  seriously 
that  high  speed  and  safety  ever  go  together. 


HOW  TO  GET  THE  MAXIMUM  WEAR  OUT  OF  YOUR  TIRES 
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Common  sense,  good  maintenance,  and  an  occasional 
visual  inspection  are  the  keys  to  tire  economy. 
Check  inflation  at  least  once  a  month,  oftener  on  trips. 
Pressure  should  be  checked  when  tires  are  at  the  same 
temperature  as  the  surrounding  air.  When  checking  tires 
which  are  warm  due  to  driving,  the  inflation  will  be 
about  5  pounds  higher.  This  is  a  normal  build-up  and  is 
the  operating  pressure  for  wThich 
the  tires  were  designed.  Under- 
inflation  (upper  right)  produces 
excessive  deflection  of  the  tire 
walls  and  causes  the  tread  on 
the  outside  shoulders  to  wipe 
and  scuff  on  the  road.  Too  much 
pressure  (lower  right)  lifts  the 
tread  edges  from  the  highway 
and  accelerates  wear  in  the  cen- 
ter of  the  tread.  Both  over-  and  under-inflation  put  extra 
strain  on  the  fabric  body  of  the  tire  and  increase  the  chance 
of  damage.  For  high-speed  driving,  the  addition  of  four 
pounds  is  good  practice  and  is  not  over-inflation. 
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A  flat  spot  or  a  series  of  cuppings 
around  the  circumference  of  a 
tire  may  be  the  symptoms  of 
faulty  balance.  This  can  be  cor- 
rected easily  and  economically 
by  the  addition  of  weights  to 
the  wheel  rim.  Faulty  balance 
should  be  corrected  as  soon  as 
detected.  Out-of-balance  can 
cut  tread  wear  in  half  and  is 
a  dangerous  condition,  especial- 
ly at  high  speeds. 
Misalignment  of  either  front  or  rear  wheels  has  a  tendency 
to  drag  tires  sideways  over  the  road  surface,  literally 
"erasing"  rubber  from  the  tread. 
Excessive  camber  (wheels  tilted 
in-  or  outward)  causes  rapid 
tire  wear  on  one  side  only.  Ex- 
cessive toe-in  or  toe-out  pro- 
duces tires  with  "feathered" 
edges.

Just  about  the  time  a  child  enters  first  grade, 
the  education  of  his  eyes  is  completed.  They 
have  learned,  after  six  years  of  diligent  prac- 
tice (for  no  one  is  born  with  good  vision),  to 
perceive  sharp  details,  to  work  as  a  team,  and 
to  focus  on  an  object,  whether  close  or  far 
away,  that  the  brain  has  singled  out  for  atten- 
tion. When  tested  in  school,  most  first  grad- 
ers' vision  will  be  either  20/20  without  correc- 
tion or  potentially  20/20  with  glasses.  But  in 
some  of  these  youngsters— between  two  and 
five  per  cent— examiners  detect  an  insidious 
condition  that  glasses  do  little  to  correct. 
Nothing,  in  fact,  may  be  able  to  correct  it  in 
children  who  are  old  enough  for  school.  Its 
name  is  amblyopia— or,  technically,  ambly- 
opia ex  anopsia,  to  distinguish  it  from  other 
members  of  the  family. 

This  affliction  is  usually  the  consequence  of 
one  eye  learning  faster  than  the  other,  espe- 
cially in  the  last  stages  of  development.  In  a 
typical  case  of  amblyopia,  both  eyes  master 
their  elementary  tasks  with  approximately 
equal  ease.  They  learn  to  respond  to  light 
and  to  motion,  then  to  recognize  forms  and 
bright  colors  that  enter  their  field  of  vision. 
But  later,  when  the  lessons  get  difficult— and 
the  hardest  skill,  focusing,  comes  last— one 
eye  progresses  at  a  normal  rate  of  learning 
while  the  other,  for  reasons  that  are  largely 
unknown,  begins  to  fall  down  on  the  job.  The 
strong  eye  is  soon  doing  all  the  hard  work, 
and  the  weak  eye  stops  trying  to  learn.  Un- 
less this  disparity  is  caught  and  corrected  be- 
fore the  habits  of  vision  grow  rigid— no  later 
than  age  six  or  seven— the  lazy  eye  will  never 
learn  to  focus  as  it  should.  Depth  perception 
and  three-dimensional  vision  will  forever  be 
weak  or  nonexistent,  and  should  anything 
harm  the  sight  of  the  stronger  eye— an  acci- 
dent, perhaps,  or  disease— the  victim  will 
have  only  peripheral  vision,  legally  no  better 
than  blindness. 

Fortunately,  such  troubles  can  often  be 
averted  if  treatment  is  started  early.  Some- 
times the  strong  eye  is  covered  with  a  patch 
so  the  weak  eye  is  forced  back  to  work;  when 
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that  eye  learns  its  lessons  and  assumes  its  fi 
duty,  the  patch  can  be  safely  removed.  Othi 
■  times,  glasses  that  correct  refractive  erro 
may  rekindle  the  lazy  eye's  interest.  Or 
muscular  imbalance  that  retards  the  eye 
progress  may  be  surgically  corrected.  Othi 
less  common  circumstances  may  call  for  v;i 
ious  eye  exercises  or  an  experimental  a 
proach  by  the  name  of  pleoptics,  in  which 
section  of  the  retina  is  dazzled  with  light 
offset  certain  visual  bad  habits.

Your  pediatrician  or  family 
sician  may  also  perform  such  a  test.  If ■ 
have  an  eye  doctor  check  each  child's  vp 
—whether  both  eyes  seem  perfect  or  now 
later  than  four  years  of  age.  It  takes  no  k 
than  a  very  few  minutes,  and  neglect  « 
some  day  mean  blindness.

Every  world's  fair  has  its  firsts,  from 
zeppelins  to  space  needles,  but  at  the 
New  York  Fair,  there's  a  first  with  spe- 
cial significance  for  everyone  who  owns 
a  home— or  hopes  to  own  one. 

Called  the  House  of  Good  Taste,  this 
unique  exhibit  reflects  three  variations 
on  our  residential  way  of  life  in  the  '60s. 
Rather  than  forecasting  the  future,  the 
three  display  houses  mirror  today's 
preference  for  single-family  living,  the 
accent  on  effortless  housekeeping,  and 
the  basic  informality  of  our  homes.

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THE  ROYAL  BARRY  WILLS  ASSOCIATES  HOUSE 

The  first  of  the  three  World's  Fair  houses,  created  by  Royal  Barry  Wills  Associates,  is  an  out- 
standing example  of  an  American  standard:  the  traditionally  styled  home  with  an  efficient  in- 
terior and  plan.  Its  designers,  well-known  for  their  authentically  styled  Early  American  houses, 
wanted  it  to  have  the  flavor  and  charm  that  people  would  appreciate,  along  with  the  flexibility 
and  arrangement  of  space  found  in  the  best  new  homes. 

As  the  exterior  photograph  {opposite)  demonstrates,  Wills  designer  Merton  Barrows  suc- 
ceeded in  retaining  the  appeal  of  the  original  New  England  home.  Two  wings  extend  from  a 
slightly  larger  central  section,  just  as  they  did  on  the  first  Cape  Cod  Homes.  Other  details  also 
mark  this  as  a  Wills  creation:  small-pane  windows,  properly  proportioned  shutters,  narrow  sid- 
ing, and  large  central  chimney. 

The  plan  (below)  indicates  the  guiding  concept  of  this  house— a  room  arrangement  that  is 
geared  to  a  family  of  all  ages.  Since  people  tend  to  live  around  a  kitchen,  it  occupies  a  central 
place  in  the  plan;  the  living  and  dining  rooms  are  close  by,  and  the  family  room  is  just  down  the 
hall  by  the  garage.  This  arrangement  helps  generate  systematic  privacy  for  the  family,  with 
space  for  the  children  to  entertain  at  one  end  and  room  at  the  other  end  for  a  quiet  master  bed- 
room suite  and  a  study. 


The  rear  exterior  of  the  Wills  house  (above)  displays  the  functional  side  to  this  traditionally 
oriented  home.  All  three  of  the  rooms  facing  the  terrace— from  the  living  room  at  left  to  the 
dining  and  family  rooms— have  large  glass  panels  and  sliding  doors.  For  each  of  the  rooms,  the 
glass  panels  mean  more  light,  an  unobstructed  view  to  the  yard,  and  a  way  outside. 

In  keeping  with  the  leisurely  pattern  of  familylife,  the  terrace  plantings  are  kept  to  compact, 
convenient  areas.  The  siding,  though  authentically  scaled,  is  permanent  white  plastic.

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The  dining  room  of  the  Wills  house  (above)  is 
formal,  yet  doesn't  seem  studied  or  forced.  Liv- 
ing room  colors  were  carried  through  to  the 
dining  room,  from  the  off-white  of  the  rug  and 
walls  to  the  salmon  covers  on  the  Queen  Anne 
chairs.  The  crystal  chandelier  and  illuminated 
corner  cupboards  create  an  effective,  dramatic 
pattern  of  light.  A  walnut-stained  plank  floor 
harmonizes  with  the  living  room  paneling.

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The  Wills  living  room  (below)  displays  a  graciousness  that 
comes  from  mixing  the  traditional  forms  of  several  eras. 
Just  as  our  heritage  draws  on  the  influences  of  England 
and  the  continent,  the  decorating  here  is  a  blend,  rather 
than  a  dry  reproduction  of  any  single  period.  This  skillful 
blending— and  the  use  of  modern  materials— make  the 
room  livable  by  today's  standards. 

Prefinished  walnut  paneling  (with  molding  trim  added) 
forms  a  rich  backdrop  for  the  furniture,  which  ranges  from 
the  Queen  Anne  tea  table  to  the  classic-contemporary 
grand  piano.  Next  to  the  fireplace  is  a  Chippendale  wing 
chair,  an  example  of  the  18th-century  English  period. 

Basically,  the  color  scheme  of  the  living  room  is  a  simple 
one.  An  off-white  Empire  sofa  blends  with  the  sculptured 
rug,  the  drapery  and  the  porcelain  lamps;  the  tub  chair- 
adds  a  spot  of  pattern,  while  the  salmon  wing  chair  re- 
peats the  color  of  the  end  wall. 


The  study  of  the  Wills  house  (below)  also  borrows  heavily 
from  the  18th  century.  The  English  influence  appears  in 
the  Queen  Anne  wing  chair,  Italian  provincial  in  the  desk, 
and  Oriental  in  the  turnings  of  the  occasional  chair.  Here 
the  salmon  accents  of  the  living  and  dining  rooms  become 
the  main  color  scheme.  Grooved  prefinished  paneling  com- 
bines with  the  milled  fireplace  mantel  to  give  the  study  a 
subdued  but  authentic  richness.

Iii  some  of  the  other  rooms  of  the  Wills  house— like 
the  child's  room  shown  at  left— the  formal  decoral  ing 
gives  way  to  a  more  informal  arrangement.  Here  the 
furniture  has  the  whimsical  touch  of  19th-century 
Hitchcock  pieces,  from  rush-seat  chairs  to  the  sten- 
ciled storage  chest  and  lamp  tables.  The  wall  treat- 
ment accentuates  the  light  feeling  of  the  room,  with 
striped  paper  repeating  the  drapery  pattern.  Solid 
squares  of  accent  color  on  the  wall  are  frames  holding 
small  lead  soldiers. 

Efficiency  is  the  hallmark  of  this  combination 
laundry-bath  (below  left).  A  solid  panel  of  ceiling  light 
illuminates  the  room,  with  smaller  built-in  fixtures  in 
strategic  corners.  A  wide  storage  counter  is  divided 
by  the  mirror  into  a  laundry-sorting  section  and  a 
vanity-dressing  counter.  The  white  folding  door  at 
left  slides  back  to  reveal  an  under-counter  washer 
and  dryer,  a  compact  sink,  and  wall  cabinets  for  linen 
storage.  Exposed  surfaces— from  walls  to  floors— are 
hard-finished,  washable. 

One  end  of  the  Wills  kitchen  (below  right)  was 
planned  as  a  sewing  center.  Even  though  it  is  as  effi- 
cient as  the  laundry-bath,  this  room  retains  the 
traditional  detailing:  fruitwood-and-brass  chandelier, 
flowered  cafe  curtains,  diamond  floor  tile  pattern,  and 
wrought-iron  chairs  with  comb  backs.  Brightly  lit, 
the  sewing  counter  has  space  for  all  equipment  and 
materials;  above  and  below  it  are  deep  storage  cabi- 
nets, some  of  them  with  accessory  racks  mounted  on 
the  inner  side  of  the  doors. 

In  the  main  area  of  the  kitchen  (opposite  beloic),  the 
island  cooking  unit  forms  the  hub  of  activities,  its 
hanging  pans  and  copper  hood  adding  a  plantation- 
kitchen  warmth  to  the  room.  Ranged  carefully 
around  the  island  are  a  double  sink,  long  work  coun- 
ters, and  the  appliances.  On  the  far  side  of  the  room, 
surrounded  by  storage,  is  a  built-in  planning  desk. 
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A  vaulted  acoustic  ceiling, 
trimmed  with  antique  beams, 
establishes  the  Early  American 
mood  of  the  family  room  (above). 
Elm  paneling  and  dark  plank 
floor  set  off  the  greens  and 
browns  of  the  comfortable 
pieces.  Unusual  accessories — 
like  the  ship's  lantern  and  the 
coffee  table  adapted  from  a 
trestle  table— add  realistic 
notes  to  the  decorating  scheme. 
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The  second  of  the  World's 
Fair  houses,  the  design  of 
Edward  Durell  Stone,  repre- 
sents an  entirely  different 
concept  than  the  Wills  house. 
In  this  house,  the  emphasis  is 
on  self-contained  living,  a 
necessity  when  building  space 
is  scarce  and  50x1 00-foot  lots 
are  often  the  rule.  Stone's  an- 
swer to  suburban  overexpo- 
sure is  to  build  in,  to  cloister 
a  house  around  itself  for  that 
precious  commodity,  privacy. 

Like  so  many  village  houses 
in  France  and  the  Mediter- 
ranean countries,  this  one 
presents  a  closed  front  to  the 
street  (below).  Its  garage 
starts  at  the  street  line,  leav- 
ing an  arrival  court  between 
garage  and  house.  Plantings 
are  concentrated  in  simple, 
strategic  units. 

Because  this  house  lives 
within  itself,  it  can  take  full 
advantage  of  the  lot  {see 
plan).  Courtyard  walls  ex- 
tend to  the  edges  of  the  lot, 
with  covered  patios  at  each 
corner  of  the  house;  rooms 
are  clustered  so  they  share 
the  view  of  the  courts.  At  the 
same  time,  these  rooms  open 
into  a  central  atrium,  making 
corridors  unnecessary.

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Just  to  the  right  of  the  front  entry  (above) 
is  one  of  the  outdoor  courts,  a  dramatic  illus- 
tration of  Stone's  concept  of  built-in  privacy. 
The  masonry  walls  give  it  a  measured  scope, 
with  the  roofed-over  section  creating  a  lanai 
effect.  The  court  opens  from  the  dining  room 
and  a  bedroom,  becoming  a  natural  breakfast 
and  luncheon  area. 

As  with  each  of  the  other  courts,  the  one 
shown  has  a  circular  skylight  centered  in  its 
roof,  and  an  edging  of  wood  grillwork.  Be- 
sides relieving  the  sharp  lines  of  the  roof, 
these  two  details  help  draw  more  light  into 
the  house  itself.  Only  the  single  prestressed 
concrete  corner  post  breaks  the  sweep  of  the 
poured  aggregate  patio. 

With  four  of  these  courtyards,  the  Stone 
house  achieves  a  remarkable  sense  of  space 
within  a  confined  area.  As  Stone  sees  it,  this 
is  the  only  practicable  solution  to  close  quar- 
ters; on  a  six-acre  plot,  of  course,  the  natural 
privacy  of  the  land  would  eliminate  the  need 
for  walls.  But  since  most  people  build  on 
smaller  lots  to  be  near  their  work,  court  walls 
are  the  answer  for  complete  freedom.

and  accessories  are  simple,  yet  functional. 

The  deep,  sculptured  feeling  of  the  circular  skylight 
intensified  by  the  round  garden  pool,  the  focal  point  f< 
the  furniture  arrangement.  Matched  sofas  face  eac 
other  across  the  pool,  their  yellow  cushions  repeatii 
accents  of  the  living  room  and  dining  room.  Two  pair 
wrought-iron  side  chairs,  trimmed  with  yellow  cushion 
complete  the  grouping.

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Throughout  the  Coble  house  interiors  runs  a 
sense  of  unified  design,  a  harmony  of  basic 
architecture  and  interior  decorating  skills.  From 
this  artful  blending  come  rooms  that  belong 
to  no  single  period,  nor  owe  their  appeal  to 
any  fad,  either  in  materials  or  styles.  Just  like 
the  rooms  shown  on  the  preceding  two  pages, 
these  exemplify  the  durable  appeal  that  depends 
on  good  lines,  good  design,  good  workmanship. 
Each  has  a  sense  of  solidity  and  purpose  that 
is  missing  in  so  many  rooms  today. 

The  guest-study  of  the  Coble  house  (above) 
typifies  this  coordination.  The  architecture 
suits  the  purpose  of  the  room,  with  solid  walls 
for  seclusion,  and  well-screened  windows  for 
viewing  a  quiet  court.

These  foods  all  travel  safely  without  special  handling: 
meats,  fruit,  fruit  juices,  and  vegetables  (such  as  the  ol 
nic  favorite,  baked  beans);  process  cheese;  bread  and 
cookies,  cakes  (but  no  cream  fillings),  doughnuts;  po 
instant  products  (coffee,  tea,  cocoa,  dry  milk,  cream 
hydrated  soups  and  potatoes;  jelly,  jam,  and  peanut  b 
potato   chips  and   crackers   in   moisture-proof  con 
ready-to-eat  cereals;  tomatoes  and  fresh  fruit. 

To  avoid  spoilage,  you'll  be  wise  to  prepare  hot  foe 
the  spot.  They  taste  better,  too.  Since  egg-milk  mixtur 
particularly  sensitive  to  spoilage,  avoid  cakes  or  p£ 
with  custard  and  cream  fillings  and  any  salad  or  san 
mixtures  heavy  with  mayonnaise.

The  whole  field  of  plant  foods  has  changed  radically 
past  15  to  20  years.  Animal  manures,  bone  meal,  art' 
monium  sulfate  used  to  be  the  old  stand-bys.  In  the 
area,  the  nation's  biggest  fertilizer  companies  have  all 
us  improved  products.  Not  only  do  we  get  more  act 
value,  but  nutrients  are  released  slowly  over  a  longer  p 
of  time  with  virtually  no  danger  of  burning. 

So,  instead  of  loading  your  shelves  with  scores  of  difl 
fertilizers,  I'd  suggest  only  four:  1.  an  all-purpose  fer 
for  lawn  and  flowers;  2.  an  acid  food  for  azaleas,  cam 
and  the  like;  3.  a  rose  food;  and  4.  a  liquid  fish  organic 
ternate  with  the  chemical  types.  And,  if  you  have  a 
plant  collection,  add  number  5— one  of  the  mild,  s 
indoor  plant  foods.

HOW  TO  LAUNCH  A  SCHOOL 
BUILDING  PROGRAM  »***.**. 


PTAs  ought  to  be  in  on  the  planning  of  new 
schools  from  the  beginning.  Every  decision 
connected  with  building  a  new  school  will  be 
better,  and  certainly  more  easily  sold  to  the 
voters  when  the  time  comes  to  raise  the  mon- 
ey, if  parents'  groups  are  deeply  involved  in 
the  project. 

But  many  PTAs  are  not  prepared  for  this 
important  job.  With  some  outstanding  excep- 
tions, where  PTA  district  councils  are  active 
all  year,  most  working  PTA  units  are  based 
on  a  single  existing  school ;  and  unless  the  new 
building  is  to  replace  that  school,  much  of  the 
membership  isn't  immediately  concerned. 
Even  if  the  old  school  is  badly  overcrowded, 
and  everyone  obviously  will  benefit  by  a  new 
building,  there  are  arguments  about  where  it 
should  be  placed  and  where  the  zone  lines 
should  be  drawn,  who's  going  to  have  to  move 
and  who's  going  to  stay  put.  Because  of  these 
painful  elements  in  the  situation,  all  too  few 
PTAs  even  try  to  keep  on  top  of  construction 
plans. 

This  is  unfortunate.  Every  PTA  should 
have  a  permanent  Building  Committee, 
charged  with  stimulating  new  plans,  keeping 
track  of  construction  progress,  and— through- 
out— helping  both  the  superintendent  and 
the  community  decide  what  should  be  done.

Committee? 


Ideally,  it  should  be  organized  at  the  first 
general  membership  meeting  of  the  school 
year,  taking  advantage  of  the  usually  heavy 
attendance.  Furthermore,  by  picking  this 
committee  in  September  rather  than  at  the 
usual  election  time  in  the  spring,  you  may 
also  get  the  benefit  of  new  members  who  can 
contribute  valuable  experience  from  out  of 
your  own  district. 

Your  committee  should  have  five  to  seven 


members,  at  least  one  of  them  a  teachi 
after  all,  teachers  know  from  the  inside  wl 
makes  a  good  school— and  at  least  one  i| 
whose  field  is  construction  or  real  estate!

And  in  all  fairness,  the  superintt 
ent  and  the  architects  shouldn't  haw 
meet  separately  with  many  different  gn 
to  tell  the  same  story  and  answer  the  s 
questions.  If  the  community  has  an  organ 
council  of  PTAs,  a  Building  Committee  f 
this  council  might  well  represent  the  w 
group.  If  no  council  exists,  the  superint 
ent  might  invite  each  PTA  in  his  distrk 
appoint  a  representative  from  its  own  B. 
ing  Committee  to  make  up  an  over-all  j 
trict  committee.

that  will  enable  them  to  arrive 
at  answers  to  all  or  most  of 
these  basic,  vital  questions: 

What's  the  basis  for  the 
building  plan? 

Good  building  practice  re- 
quires a  good  over-all  plan, 
looking  at  least  half  a  dozen 
years  into  the  future.  Schools 
aren't  isolated  things.  They 
'have  to  mesh  in  with  other 
schools,  with  housing,  with  ex- 
pected changes  in  the  age 
groups  that  live  in  the  commun- 
ity. There  are  some  towns 
where  the  greatest  single  service 
a  PTA  Building  Committee  can 
perform  is  to  persuade  the 
superintendent  actually  to  lay 
out  a  coherent  plan,  rather  than 
meet  each  crisis  as  it  arrives. 

The  key  to  the  plan  is  the 
"population  projection"— how 
many  school-age  children  can 
be  expected  to  live  in  your  com- 
munity, and  attend  public 
school,  half  a  dozen  or  a  dozen 
years  from  now?  These  figures 
can  be  a  shock,  especially  if 
you  try  to  look  fairly  far  ahead. 
Our  post-war  babies  are  about 
to  get  married  themselves,  and 
they  may  produce  new  records 
in  the  birth  rate. 

Even  the  short-term  figures 
can  be  upsetting.  If  you  live  in 
a  suburb  that  has  just  attracted 
the  attention  of  a  big  home 
builder,  or  your  Chamber  of 
Commerce  has  just  succeeded 
in  bringing  home  a  big  new  fac- 
tory, you  may  find  that  you 
need  several  new  schools  soon. 

A  population  projection  is  a 
job  for  a  professional,  usually 
called  a  "demographer."  The 
nearest  university  is  pretty  sure 
to  have  one  in  its  sociology  de- 
partment, and  the  Building 
Committee  should  ask  what  he 
thinks.  PTA  Building  Commit- 
tees can  also  perform  a  service 
by  keeping  in  touch  with  the 
local  private  and  public  real- 
estate  people.  Disgracefully  of- 
ten, the  local  zoning  or  licens- 
ing authorities  forget  to  tell  the 
Board  of  Education  that  a  de- 
veloper has  just  filed  plans  for 
a  gigantic  new  subdivision  or 
more.  If  the  houses  go  up  be- 
fore the  new  school  is  ready, 
your  children  can  have  an  un- 
neccessarily  bad  year. 

Are  there  any  stop -gaps? 

Building  a  new  school  takes 
time.  Not  many  communities 
can  carry  off  the  job  in  less  than 
two  years  from  the  moment 
planning  begins  to  the  day  the 
doors  open.  Is  there  anything 
you  can  do  if  you're  overcrowd- 
ed already? 

Usually,  a  temporary  build- 
ing program  is  not  the  answer. 
"Demountable"  or  temporary 
classrooms  run  from  $25,000  up, 
which  is  too  much  money  to 
spend  for  facilities  you'll  be  us- 
ing only  a  year  or  two.  Cutting 
up  the  grade  school  gym  into 
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classrooms  is  much  n 
sive  than   you   think,   par 
larly  if  you're  going  to  try  t 
store  the  space  as  a  gym 

The  best  solution,  if  \ 
lucky,  is  to  find  some  er 
classrooms  in  other  school: 
too  far  away,  and  to  pul 
other  fifteen  minutes  on  th< 
ride.  In  some  towns,  it  ma 
possible  to  rent  store  spai 
office  space  away  from 
school,  and  set  up  a  little 
nex"  for  kindergarten  or 
grade,  when  normal  schoe 
cilities  are  a  little  less  in 
tant  than  they  will  be  I 
Often,  however,  you'll  ha' 
put  up  with  the  inconvenic 
of  double  sessions  and 
school  days  until  the  neww 
is  finished. 

Keep  in  mind  that  "ove 
ping  sessions"  and  the  lik 
far  less  damaging  in  high  sc 
than  they  are  in  grade  sc 
The  high-school  student  si 
no  harm  when  another 
shares  "his"  room.  In  most 
schools,  classrooms  stand 
cant  part  of  the  day  while 
dents  are  in  gym  or  libra 
auditorium.

The  key  moments  in  building 
lew  school  are  the  decisions 


that  a  new  building  is  needed 
and  that  it  should  be  in  this 
particular  place;  the  general 
instructions  to  the  architect 
about  what  the  school  should 
contain  and  the  approval  of  the 
architect's  first  sketch  and  cost 
estimate;  the  bond  campaign 
to  raise  the  money ;  and  the  ap- 
proval of  the  architect's  plans. 

Your  PTA  should  be  in  the 
picture  before  each  of  these  key 
moments  arrives,  to  make  sure 
the  planning  accurately  re- 
flects what  the  community 
wants.  Someone  from  the  Build- 
ing Committee  should  meet 
with  a  representative  of  the 
superintendent's  office  at  regu- 
lar intervals,  probably  twice  a 
year,  and  report  back  to  the 
regular  PTA  meeting  on  what 
plans  are  being  considered. 

When  there  is  a  decision  to 
build,  the  full  committees  of 
all  the  schools  that  will  be  af- 
fected should  meet  with  the 
superintendent  to  discuss  the 
instructions  to  the  architect; 
and  a  representative  should  sit 
in  on  at  least  some  of  the  early 
meetings  with  the  architect. 
Between  the  time  the  archi- 
tect's rough  sketches  are  re- 
ceived and  the  time  they  are 
approved,  the  superintendent 
should  meet  again  with  the  full 
committees  to  explain  what  the 
sketches  mean  and  discuss 
them.  And  another  such  meet- 
ing should  be  held  before  the 
final  drawings  are  approved,  to 


make  sure  that  all  changes  from 
the  original  plan  are  understood. 

The  purpose  of  these  meet- 
ings, of  course,  is  not  to  substi- 
tute the  judgment  of  parent 
groups  for  the  judgment  of  the 
professionals.  But  parents  have 
the  right  to  insist  that  their 
ideas  be  considered.  Really  pro- 
fessional architects  and  educa- 
tors will  often  find  that  at  least 
a  few  of  the  parents'  (and  teach- 
ers') ideas  can  work,  and  add 
to  the  store  of  possibilities  in 
planning  a  new  school. 

The  pay-off  from  these  meet- 
ings will  come  in  the  support 
the  schools  receive  when  the 
bond  issue  comes  before  the 
voters.  PTAs  are  already  the 
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greatest  single  force  behind  the 
schools  at  the  ballot  boxes- 
Harold  Gores  of  Educational 
Facilities  Laboratories,  who 
used  to  be  a  school  superinten- 
dent, says,  "We  couldn't  live 
without  them."  They  can  be 
many  times  more  effective  if 
they've  had  a  voice  in  planning 
the  decisions  they  support. 

Granted,  the  PTA  itself  can't 
decide  the  outcome  of  a  bond 
issue,  but  PTA  members  can  in- 
fluence other  citizens.  What 
counts  is  what  is  done  and  said 
as  informed  members  meet  their 
friends— in  supermarkets,  car 
pools,  on  commuter  trains.  It 
can't  all  take  place  just  at  the 
PTA  meeting.  END

YOUR  COMPLETE  GUIDE  TO  HOMEOWNERS  INSURANCE 


Today,  one  economical  insurance 
contract,  called  a  homeowners  pol- 
icy, provides  virtually  the  same  cov- 
rage  formerly  offered  by  as  many  as 
ten  separate  policies,  and  at  20  to 
0  per  cent  less  total  cost.  You  can 
buy  one  in  every  state  except  Missis- 
sippi and  Oregon  (where  a  compre- 
hensive dwelling  policy  offers  corn- 
arable  insurance). 
How  much  house  insurance  do 
ou  need?  What  is  the  replacement 
alue  of  your  house  today— the  cost 
,o  completely  rebuild  it,  less  land? 
This  is  the  key  figure  to  know  and 
the  amount  of  insurance  recommend- 
[ed.  A  house  that  cost  $7,500  to  build 
n  1945  would  run  about  $17,000,  on 
the  average,  to  duplicate  today.  It 
should  have  a  $17,000  policy.  Re- 
gardless of  what  your  house  cost  or- 
iginally, all  homeowners  policies  will 
pay  its  present-day  replacement  val- 
ue, provided  you  have  boosted  your  in- 
surance accordingly.  Yet  a  stagger- 
ing percentage  of  today's  homeown- 
ers are  under-insured,  either  because 
of  rising  building  costs  in  general 
or  extra  value  added  via  remodeling. 
How  much  personal  property  in- 
surance do  you  need?  Under-insur- 
ance  on  household  contents  is  an 
even  more  serious  problem  than  un- 
der-insurance  on  houses.  A  modern 
kitchen  by  itself  may  contain  as 
much  as  $3,000  worth  of  appliances 
and  other  contents.  (Built-ins,  how- 
ever, are  considered  part  of  the  house 
for  insurance  purposes.)  Add  up  the 
cost  of  all  other  home  appliances, 
TV,  radios,  hi-fi  sets,  hobby  and  gar- 
dening equipment,  workshop  tools, 
as  well  as  furniture,  clothing  and  val- 
uables, and  the  total  may  well  exceed 
your  homeowners  personal  property 
coverage  (usually  40  per  cent,  or 
$8,000  on  a  $20,000  policy ). 

Payments   for   personal    property 
loss  are  based  on  depreciated  value. 


You  receive  for  damaged  furniture  or 
loss  of  a  fur  coat,  say,  the  original 
cost  less  the  value  you  have  already 
received  from  its  use.  You  are  usually 
paid  full  value,  however,  for  property 
like  silverware  or  jewelry,  which  does 
not  depreciate. 

Five  homeowners  policies  can  be 
purchased.  In  most  states,  Home- 
owners 1  (sometimes  called  Home- 
owners A)  provides  minimum  insur- 
ance at  lowest  cost.  It  starts  with  the 
basic  coverage  of  a  regular  fire  policy 
plus  "extended  coverage,"  and  adds 
theft,  personal  liability,  and  other 
special  insurance  features.  (See  next 
page  for  details.) 

Homeowners  2  (or  B),  the  "broad 
form,"  is  the  next  step  up.  It  provides 
the  same  insurance  as  Homeowners  1 
plus  coverage  for  eight  additional 
hazards;  its  cost  is  roughly  10  per 
cent  more  than  Homeowners  1. 

Homeowners  3-plus-4  (or  B-plus) 
is  the  policy  many  insurance  men 
choose  for  their  homes.  Cost  runs 
about  15  per  cent  more  than  Home- 
owners 2  because  you  get  so-called 
"all-risks"  coverage  on  your  house. 
Unlike  Homeowners  1  and  2,  which 
pay  only  for  types  of  damage  listed  in 
the  policy,  Homeowners  3-plus-4  cov- 
ers most  accidental  losses  except  for 
certain  perils  that  are  specifically  ex- 
cluded. (Thus  the  term  "all-risks"  is 
not  entirely  accurate.) 

For  renters,  "Homeowners  4,"  also 
called  a  Tenants  policy,  provides  the 
identical  insurance  on  personal  prop- 
erty as  in  Homeowners  2  (and  3-plus- 
4),  but  you  pay  less  because  there  is 
no  coverage  on  the  structure.  Theft 
and  personal  liability  insurance  are 
also  included  at  about  20  per  cent 
less  total  cost  than  for  separate  poli- 
cies with  the  same  coverage. 

Homeowners  5  (or  C)  is  the  most 
comprehensive  and  expensive  policy; 
it  provides  blue-chip  insurance  for 


families  with  a  lot  of  property  and 
valuables.  Coverage  on  both  house 
and  personal  property  is  "all-risks" 
(again,  with  some  named  exclusions). 
Even  "mysterious  disappearance"  of 
personal  property  is  covered  by  this 
policy,  within  certain  limits. 

What  does  home  insurance  cost? 
A  homeowners  policy  generally  runs 
about  one-third  of  one  per  cent  of 
house  value  per  year  (more  for  the 
best-coverage  Homeowners  5  policy). 
The  exact  cost  depends  on  the  amount 
of  coverage  desired,  plus  such  vari- 
ables as  where  you  live,  distance 
from  the  nearest  fire  hydrant  and  fire 
house,  and  whether  or  not  there  are 
deductible  options.  Here  are  the 
three-year  premiums  charged  by  a 
typical  big  company  for  $20,000 
homeowners  policies  on  a  $20,000 
house  in  one  Chicago  suburb:

This  insurance  would  cost  roughly 
the  same  in  a  suburb  of  Atlanta, 
Georgia;  about  20  per  cent  more  in 
suburbs  of  New  York  and  Los  An- 
geles; and  perhaps  a  little  less  in 
small  towns,  depending  chiefly  on 
the  local  fire  rate.  You  may  pay  for 
your  3-year  policy  all  in  one  lump,  or 
in  three  annual  payments;  the  latter 
method  costs  about  3  per  cent  more. 

The  personal  liability  insurance 
you  get  under  a  homeowners  policy 
pays  when  you  are  responsible  for 
injuries  to  other  people,  or  for  dam- 
age to  property  of  others  caused  by  a 
member  of  your  household.  This  in- 
cludes  injuries   to   others   on    your 
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property,  at  your  vacation  house,  or 
accidentally  caused  by  you  to  an- 
other person  or  his  property  (exclud- 
ing car  accidents)  anywhere  in  the 
world.  The  coverage  is  identical  in  all 
five  homeowners  policies— up  to  a 
limit  of  $25,000  per  accident,  but 
this  can  be  increased  if  you  wish.  The 
company  pays  for  lawyers  to  defend 
you  and  also  pays  up  to  that  limit  if 
you  are  found  liable.  If  not  liable, 
neither  you  nor  the  company  pays. 

You  are  covered  if  your  fish  lure 
strikes  a  person  in  the  eye,  or  if  you 
hurt  someone  while  golfing  at  a  local 
country  club  or  skiing  in  the  Alps. 
You  are  also  covered  if  a  mailman 
breaks  a  leg  on  your  icy  sidewalk,  if  a 
child  falls  off  a  tree  in  your  back  yard, 
if  your  child  injures  a  person  with  his 
bicycle,  and  for  most  other  accidental 
damage  caused  by  you  to  the  property 
of  others.  This  means  the  insurance 
pays  if  you  break  a  borrowed  lawn 
mower,  or  if  sparks  from  your  burn- 
ing leaves  set  fire  to  a  neighbor's 
house,  or  even  if  a  guest's  fur  coat  is 
damaged  in  your  house. 

If  you  rent  or  own  a  vacation 
house  (a  "secondary  location,"  in- 
surance men  say),  or  wherever  you  go 
on  vacation,  personal  property  taken 
with  you  is  covered  under  the  off- 
premises  provisions  of  a  homeowners 
policy  up  to  $1,000  or  10  per  cent  of 
the  policy  coverage,  whichever  is 
more  (50  per  cent  in  Homeowners  5). 
It  is  covered,  however,  only  when 
your  family  is  occupying  a  vacation 
place,  except  with  the  blue-chip 
Homeowners  5  which  gives  limited 
year-round  coverage.  Bedding,  appli- 
ances and  other  possessions  left  at  a 
vacation  house  may  not  be  fully  cov- 
ered in  the  other  homeowners  poli- 
cies unless  requested  as  an  extra. 
The  second  house  itself  is  not  cov- 
ered; however,  it  can  be  added  to 
your  homeowners  policy  unless  it  is 
in  another  state,  and  then  a  separate 
policy  is  needed. 

What  about  those  deductible 
clauses?  Most  are  optional;  you 
may  take  them  or  omit  them.  They 
mean,  of  course,  that  the  insurance 
company  deducts  up  to  $50,  some- 
times $100,  from  a  claim  check.  It's 
best  to  take  them,  for  you  pay  a  stiff 
extra  premium,  (often  30  to  40  per 
cent  more)  if  you  wish  full  payment 
made  on  every  claim. 


A  $50-deductible  clause  ordinarily 
means  that  the  company  deducts 
that  amount  from  every  claim,  as 
with  automobile  insurance.  How- 
ever, this  is  not  so  with  a  homeowners 
policy  which  offers  a  "disappearing 
deductible."  Under  this  clause,  which 
is  available  in  most  states,  the  great- 
er your  loss,  the  less  the  amount  de- 
ducted. On  a  $200  homeowner  insur- 
ance loss,  for  example,  many  com- 
panies deduct  only  $33.50,  and  you 
get  the  rest.  On  a  $490  loss,  they  pay 
$488.40  (only  $1.60  deducted),  and 
generally  on  all  claims  over  $500 
nothing  is  deducted.

Thus  if  your  house  burns  to  the 
ground  and  you  are  paid  the  full  pol- 
icy amount  on  the  dwelling  of,  say, 
$15,000  for  the  home,  you  may  get  as 
much  as  $6,000  more  for  personal 
property  loss. 

•  Damage  to  other  buildings,  such 
as  a  detached  garage  or  tool  shed, 
is  covered  up  to  10  per  cent  of  the 
house  policy. 

•  Damage  to  plants,  trees,  shrubs, 
lawn,  and  such  is  included  up  to  5 
per  cent  of  house  coverage  but  no 
more  than  $250  per  item  (and  not  for 
wind,  frost,  snow,  or  insect  damage). 

•  Personal  liability  coverage  up  to 
$25,000  is  also  provided  by  this  and 
all  other  homeowners  policies.

f)  inherent  structural  defects 

g)  smog   and   smoke   damage   from 
smudge  pots  and  factories. 

h)  landslide 

i)  earthquake  (unless  added  by  spe- 
cial endorsement) 

•  In  Homeowners  3 -plus -4,  person- 
al property  gets  same  coverage  as  in 
Homeowners  2— that  is,  against 
named  perils  1  through  19  only. 

•  Homeowners  4  (the  tenants  poli- 
cy) offers  same  personal  property  in- 
surance as  in  Homeowners  2  but 
without  coverage  on  the  dwelling. 

•  Homeowners  5  provides  the  same 
house  coverage  as  in  3-plus-4  above, 
plus  extensive  personal  property  in- 
surance, up  to  50  per  cent  of  the 
house  policy,  for  all  accidental  losses 
except  for  a  few  exclusions.

PART  TWO 


HOW  TO  GET  THE  BEST  TEACHERS 
FOR  YOUR  SCHOOLS 


Teachers  constitute  a  delicate  subject  for  a 
PTA.  One  of  the  absolutely  essential  bylaws 
of  any  PTA  is  that  it  shall  not  be  involved  in 
the  hiring  and  firing  of  teachers  and  admin- 
istrators. An  equally  essential  bylaw  is  that 
there  shall  be  no  discussion  of  individual 
teachers  at  meetings.  But  the  teachers  are 
the  most  important  part  of  education.  For 
most  children  in  elementary  school,  their 
teacher  is  their  school.  Buildings  are  impor- 
tant only  to  the  extent  that  they  make  teach- 
ing less  difficult.  And  the  curriculum  — the 
"what  is  taught"— can  come  to  life  or  just 
lie  there,  depending  on  the  teacher. 

There's  no  need  to  get  trapped  between 
the  impossibility  of  discussing  your  own 
teachers  at  meetings  and  the  prime  impor- 
tance of  staffing  your  school  with  the  best 
teachers  available.  Teachers  don't  come  to 
your  child's  classroom  out  of  the  void.  The 
school  system's  personnel  policy,  while  it 
doesn't  actually  determine  the  quality  of  the 
teacher  your  child  will  have,  does  establish 
the  odds  that  he  will  have  a  good  one.  And 
personnel  policy  is  a  perfectly  legitimate  sub- 
ject of  concern  for  your  PTA  Committee  on 
School  Education. 

Every  PTA  should  have  such  a  committee 
—and  it  should  not  be  dormant— charged 
with  knowing  the  ins  and  outs  of  the  school 
system's  rules  and  procedures  and  how  they 
affect  your  individual  school.  Like  the  Build- 
ing Committee  discussed  in  last  month's  is- 
sue, this  committee  probably  should  have 
five  to  seven  members  and  should  be  chosen 
at  the  beginning  of  the  new  school  year 
rather  than  at  the  end  of  the  previous  year, 
to  take  advantage  of  any  new  members  who 
have  been  active  in  PTAs  elsewhere,  and  who 
know  how  other  school  systems  handle  these 
matters.  It  will  also  have  close  liaison, 
through  a  PTA  Council,  with  similar  corn-

mittees  at  other  schools  in  the  communi 

This  committee,  too,  should  have  men 
it.  Ideally,  its  membership  would  inclu 
someone  with  experience  on  the  managers 
level  of  a  business,  someone  from  a  lab 
union  background,  and  a  lawyer  or  doctor 
someone  else  who  has  been  active  in  a  pij 
fessional  association.  There  should  also  be 
least  one  teacher,  or  perhaps  a  retired  teac 
er,  who  will  be  able  to  tell  the  eommitt 
what  any  given  example  of  personnel  poli 
looks  like  from  the  inside.

CAN  WE  GET  THE  SICK  DRIVERS 
OFF  THE  ROAD? 


By  Gordon  G.  Greer 

Let  an  epileptic  lose  consciousness  while 
driving  an  automobile  that  subsequently 
jumps  a  curb  and  strikes  down  three  pedes- 
trians, and  the  story  gets  front  page  treat- 
ment. The  same  coverage  follows  when  a 
heart  disease  patient  is  stricken  at  the  wheel 
and  carries  to  the  grave  with  him  two  other 
victims  of  a  head-on  collision— or  when  a 
deaf  driver,  crossing  a  railroad  track,  has  his 
car,  himself,  and  everyone  with  him  sliced 
suddenly  in  half. 

In  the  wake  of  these  stories  come  loud,  in- 
dignant cries  about  the  lunacy  of  sick  people 
driving.  Why  should  the  rest  of  us  be  exposed 
to  this  peril?  Why  don't  the  police  or  doctors 
or  someone  get  the  physically  unfit  off  our 
roads? 

Granted,  such  questions  are  justified— no 
one  with  a  gross  infirmity  that  constitutes  an 
undue  driving  hazard  should  be  allowed  to 
take  the  wheel  of  a  car.  But  these  outbursts 
conceal  a  large  part  of  the  problem  by  assum- 
ing what  isn't  so:  that  the  highway  health 
menace  is  mostly  created  by  invalids  with 
chronic  afflictions.  Evidence  now  suggests 
something  different:  that  physical  failings  of 
"healthy"  drivers  are  afar  more  serious  danger. 
Nearly  50,000  Americans,  The  National 
Safety  Council  informs  us,  will  die  this  year 
on  the  highways  if  the  present  trend  contin- 
ues—our highest  annual  death  toll  by  far. 
For  many  of  the  fatal  accidents,  no  positive 
cause  will  be  found.  Such  is  the  violence  of 
present-day  collisions  that  sometimes  police- 
men lifting  bodies  off  the  road  can't  even  tell 
who  was  driving.  Consequently,  what  led  to 
the  wreck  is  often  a  matter  of  conjecture — 
made  more  so  by  the  fact  that  a  thorough 
search  for  causes  is  the  exception  rather  than 
the  rule. 

Inept  drivers,  mechanical  failures,  alcohol, 
excessive  speed— all  these  well-known  high- 
way dangers  are  undoubtedly  of  first  impor- 
tance. But  expert  opinion  and  available  data 
reveal  a  less  publicized  hazard:  one  out  of 
every  14  drivers  involved  in  fatal  accidents 
will  be  driving  under  physical  handicaps  that 
could  be  one  cause  of  the  crash.  Further, 
these  conditions  are  not  always  chronic ;  often 
they  seem  to  be  temporary  ailments  disas- 
trously overlooked. 

Thus  a  man  with  one  eye  may  be  safer  at 
the  wheel  than  a  hay  fever  victim  in  mid- 
August — his  two  perfect  eyes  filled  with  tears. 
A  diabetic  driver  taking  insulin  injections 
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may  be  less  of  a  hazard  than  a  healthier  per- 
son on  benzedrine  or  antihistamine  pills.  Any- 
one with  two  drinks  under  his  belt  or  awake 
two  hours  later  than  usual  is  at  least  as  great 
a  highway  menace  as  a  recuperated  heart  dis- 
ease patient. 

The  responsibility  for  grounding  "sick" 
drivers  is  commonly  assigned  to  Motor  Ve- 
hicle Departments  or  Departments  of  Public 
Health,  a  few  of  which  have  valiantly  tried. 
But  results  have  been  less  than  ideal— largely 
because  only  chronic  afflictions  lend  them- 
selves to  such  efforts. 

One  of  the  most  ambitious  public  programs 
was  started  in  1960  in  Pennsylvania,  where 
former  Governor  David  L.  Lawrence,  him- 
self the  father  of  two  boys  killed  on  the  high- 
way, endorsed  a  plan  calling  for  periodic 
physical  examinations  of,  eventually,  all 
licensed  drivers.  A  preliminary  study  of  this 
pioneering  project,  reported  last  year  to  the 
state  legislature  by  the  Joint  State  Govern- 
ment Commission,  showed,  for  one  thing,  a 
sizable  price  tag.  Examination  of  the  first 
169,000  licensed  drivers  cost  $1.4  million  and 
resulted  in  an  estimated  savings  of  $198,000 
in  personal  injury  and  property  damage — 
damage  that  those  drivers  whose  licenses 
were  revoked  would  statistically  have  caused 
in  their  lifetimes.  This  outlay  was  more  than 
seven  dollars  for  every  one  dollar  saved. 

The  study  showed,  second,  that  re-exam- 
inations at  eight-year  intervals,  the  schedule 
at  one  time  considered,  would  be  too  infre- 
quent to  detect  new  afflictions  in  time  to  do 
very  much  good.  Yet  if  given  more  often,  the 
re-examinations  might  tend  to  become  super- 
ficial. "In  California,"  reports  Dr.  Julian  A. 
Waller,  Coordinator  of  Accident  Prevention 
for  the  California  Department  of  Public 
Health,  "such  a  program  would  mean  15,000 
medical  examinations  per  day  by  physicians 
who  are  already  vastly  overburdened." 
Even  more  important,  the  Pennsylvania 
report  showed  that  grossly  sick  drivers  who 
lost  their  licenses— epileptics,  diabetics,  heart 
disease  patients,  and  so  on — in  defiance  of 
every  expectation  had  just  half  as  many  pre- 
vious accidents  as  their  healthier  counter- 
parts. "In  other  words,"  the  Joint  State 
Government  Commission  reported,  "the  ac- 
cident record  of  all  Pennsylvania  drivers  is 
double  that  of  those  rejected,  and  the  acci- 
dent record  of  drivers  16-20  is  more  than  five 
times  that  of  those  rejected.  Moreover,  none 
of  the  rejected  drivers  was  involved  in  a  fatal 
accident  in  the  last  decade." 

These  Pennsylvania  findings  do  not  suggest

The  q 
tion  is  how  to  ground  these  drivers  more  efficiently  oi 
.happens  far  more  often  in  Pennsylvania,  to  get  drivers  to 
rect  their  physical  failings  in  order  to  qualify  them  for  kee 
their  licenses. 

To  that,  end,  a  different  approach  is  being  tried  in  ( 
fornia  and  elsewhere.  It  incorporates  fewer  examinations 
adheres  more  closely  to  recommendations  of  the  Amer 
Medical  Association.  Last  winter  the  AMA  adopted  a  st 
ment  favoring  mandatory  medical  examinations  onl; 
these  situations:

4.  When  a  driver  voluntarily  suggests  that  he  "hta 
out"  or  that  medical  problems  contributed  to  an  acciden 
Many  authorities  consider  this  list  a  good  outline  for  d< 
ing  which  persons  need  testing,  perhaps  more  practical 
screening  all  drivers.  But  it  still  leaves  unsettled  the  cri 
matter  of  who  should  then  lose  his  license.  The  AMA's 
cial  goal  is  "to  restrict,  withdraw,  or  deny"  a  license  to 
one  who  represents  an  "unwarranted  risk."  But  what 
such  a  risk  consist  of?  Research  is  still  so  limited  thai 
body  really  knows.  Expert  opinion  and  common  sense  ai 
we  now  have  to  go  by,  and  the  facts  may  not  bear  them 
As  the  AMA  statement  clearly  asserts,  "No  scientific 
are  available  to  indicate  that  drivers  with  any  parti 
disease,  including  diabetes,  epilepsy,  color  blindness,  ca 
vascular  diseases,  or  deafness,  have  higher  accident  rates 
comparable  groups  not  having  the  condition.  The  ident 
tion  of  persons  with  certain  diseases  is  of  little  value  in 
venting  accidents." 
In  Chicago  next  month,  a  conference  sponsored  joint! 
the  AMA,  the  American  Association  of  Motor  Vehicle 
ministrators,  and  the  U.S.  Public  Health  Service  will  atb 
to  repair  this  obvious  lack  of  sound  criteria.  But  no  < 
answers  are  expected.

Before  your  plants  can  develop  beautiful  tops,  strong  roots  must  form.  Here  are 
six  ways  you  can  encourage  sturdy,  healthy  growth.  Start  right  now! 


Water  all  newly  set  trees,  shrubs,  evergreens, 
and  lawns  immediately  after  planting  to  settle 
the  soil  snugly  around  their  roots.  For  the  best 
development  of  new  roots,  it  is  most  important 
to  follow  up  the  first  watering  with  weekly  heavy 
soakings  until  the  ground  freezes  tight. 


Prune  back  to  ^-length  limbs  of  each  newly 
planted  dormant  tree  or  shrub.  This  initial  trim- 
ming will  balance  top  with  roots — a  large  per- 
centage of  roots  are  lost  when  plant  is  dug  at 
nursery.  Makes  cuts  }\  inch  above  outside  buds. 
Remove  weak  and  broken  growth  completely. 


Spray  foliage  of  newly  planted  evergreen  shrubs 
and  limbs  of  deciduous  plants  with  a  plastic  or 
latex  mixture  (available  at  garden  centers)  to 
prevent  winter  burn.  Apply  mixture  with  a  gar- 
den sprayer  immediately  after  planting.  When 
dry,  film  retards  moisture  loss. 


Support  young  evergreen  trees  to  prevent  dam- 
age by  wind  and  heavy  snow.  Run  a  bamboo  pole 
or  stake  down  through  center  of  tree,  close  to  the 
trunk,  tying  it  in  place.  Or,  set  the  stake  beside 
the  plant  as  shown,  taking  the  cords  to  stake 
before  tying  them  around  the  tree. 

Drawings:  Gunal 
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Mulch  several  inches  deep  around  the  base  of 
newly  set  trees,  shrubs,  and  evergreens.  Use 
coarse  material  such  as  ground  corncobs,  oak 
leaves,  or  pine  needles.  Mulches  hold  ground 
warmth  longer  into  winter  to  promote  late  root- 
ing and  give  winter  protection. 
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Mow  newly  started  lawns  as  soon  as  the  seed- 
lings are  2  inches  high.  Repeat  every  time  the 
grass  grows  another  }  £  inch.  Regular  mowing  en- 
courages low,  spreading  growth  of  plants,  dis- 
courages weeds,  and  hardens  off  the  young  grass 
to  help  it  withstand  winter  weather  conditions.

Many  "options"  are  more  than  luxuries— they  are  neces- 
sities for  safer  driving.  With  power  "helpers,"  you  can 
devote  more  energy  and  concentration  to  the  job  at  hand 
and  can  drive  for  longer  stretches  of  time  without  fatigue. 

A  check  of  used-car  prices  shows  that  the  used:car 
buyer  is  just  as  anxious  as  you  to  enjoy  modern  improve- 
ments. And  he's  willing  to  pay  for  them.  You  can  usually 
figure  on  about  50  per  cent  return  on  your  investment 
for  most  options.  For  example,  a  three-year-old  popular- 
make  car  equipped  with  "typical"  options  (V-8  engine, 
automatic  transmission,  radio,  heater,  and  power  steer- 
ing) costs  about  $500  more  new  than  an  identical  six-cylin- 
der model  with  standard  transmission  and  none  of  the 
listed  options.  Today,  it  will  usually  bring  an  average  of 
$235  more  as  a  trade-in. 

The  above  accessories  are  considered  average  or  typ- 
ical. Others  that  provide  comfort,  safety,  and  conven- 
ience—but are  not  accompanied  by  as  favorable  financial 
return— are  power  brakes,  electric  windows,  power  seats, 
automatic  headlight  dimmers,  windshield  washers,  and 
safety  door  locks.  Last  but  not  least  is  air  conditioning, 
which  provides  comfort  and  is  a  definite  safety  factor.  It 
will  usually  return  about  40  per  cent  of  your  investment. 


In  some  areas,  particularly  the  South  or  Southwe 
premium  is  even  higher  at  trade-in  time. 

An  interesting  indication  that  power  options  j 
is  their  growing  inclusion  on  fleet  or  company  c;: 
any  company  car,  every  piece  of  equipment  is  ca 
selected  by  a  fleet  specialist  to  effect  the  greatest  ( 
road  savings,  maintain  company  prestige,  and  g 
highest  resale  value  at  trade-in  time. 

The 
quoted  are  an  average  of  the  latest  available  fr( 
leading  used-car  guide  booklets.

HOW  DO  THE  NEW  CAR  COLORS  GET  THAT  WAY? 


Not  too  many  years  ago,  black  was 
the  standard  color  for  automobiles. 
In  fact,  as  late  as  1955  it  was  a  best- 
seller. But  in  1963,  black  was  down  to 
sixth  in  popularity,  with  a  large  part 
of  the  sales  occurring  in  the  luxury 
and  limousine  market. 

Auto  manufacturers  maintain  huge 
laboratories  and  large  staffs  of  color 
stylists  to  produce  the  colors  you 
like  and,  at  the  same  time,  colors 
that  will  stand  up  well. 

Picking  the  right  colors.  In  most  cases, 
the  colors  offered  on  the  1965  models 
were  selected  at  least  two  years  prior 
to  the  introduction  of  the  new  models. 

Picking  colors  this  far  ahead  is 
tricky — but  necessary.  Obviously 
you  can't  just  mix  up  a  batch  of 
paint,  choose  a  name  for  it,  and  start 
painting  cars  with  it.  There  are  as 
yet  no  "sure-fire"  color  prognostica- 
tors.  Auto  manufacturers  must  rely 
on  exhaustive  research  to  determine 
— or  anticipate  your  color  prefer- 
ences. For  example,  the  amount  of 
each  color  sold  by  major  paint  manu- 
facturers is  checked;  and  colors  in 
clothing,  houses,  interior  paints  and 
interior     furnishings     are     carefully 


studied,  using  quality  magazines  of 
fashion,  housing,  and  decorating  as 
virtual  handbooks  on  color  trends. 

Once  the  colors  are  chosen,  then  an- 
other big  job  starts.  The  actual 
paints  must  be  checked  for  color  re- 
tention, wearability,  coverability, 
and  resistance  to  cracking  and  chip- 
ping. Metal  panels  coated  with  the 
test  paints  are  subjected  to  extreme 
temperature  differentials ;  sprayed 
with    salt   water;   immersed   in   ex-

Even  though  it's  on  the  lower  level,  this  family 
room  (above)  has  plenty  of  daylight.  And  because 
of  the  sloping  lot,  there  is  even  a  sliding  glass  door 
to  the  outside.  Full-height  ceilings  are  another 
factor  that  makes  all  rooms  on  this  level  better 
than  a  basement. 

This  is  the  room  that  carries  the  biggest  share 
of  the  wear  and  tear  from  children  in  the  family. 
And  it  is  located  next  to  the  utility  room  so  that 
sewing  and  ironing  activities  can  expand  in  this 
direction.  The  practical  materials  take  both  work 
and  play  in  stride.  The  parquet  floor  is  oak,  laid 
over  the  concrete  slab.  The  wood  paneling  can  be 
cleaned  in  a  hurry,  whether  it's  a  crayon  mark, 
a  tiny  hand  print,  or  dust. 

Even  a  large  dinner  is  easy  to  serve  in  this  dining 
area  (right).

Lavish  color  around  the  base  of  a  tree 
(as  at  right)  with  the  large-cupped 
Duke  of  Windsor  (foreground)  and 
yellow-trumpet  Spring  Glory  daffodils 
for  breathtaking  effect.  Spring-flowering 
bulbs  grow  well  under  deciduous  trees 
as  the  plants  bloom  and  reach  maturity 
before  the  tree  foliage  casts  heavy 
shade.  For  summer  color,  overplant  the 
bed  with  shade-tolerant  plants  such 
as  tuberous  begonias,  wax  begonias, 
impatiens,  or  coleus.  In  sunny  borders, 
overplant  with  zinnias,  marigolds, 
petunias,  or  salvia.  You  can  group 
bulbs  among  perennials  too  for  good 
effect.

Fortune,  a  large-cupped  daffodil,  is 
one  of  the  best  introductions  in  this 
class  in  recent  years.  Its  deep, 
lemon-yellow  petals  and  bold,  coppery 
orange  flared  cup  announce  spring's 
arrival  with  bright,  cheerful  color  to 
gladden  every  heart. 
May  Wonder,  one  of  the  beautiful 
late-flowering  double  tulips,  presents 
its  large  rosy  pink  blossoms  in  early 
May.  Sturdy  stems  hold  the  bright  flowers 
firmly  erect,  making  them  perfect 
subjects  for  large  beds  or  for  group 
planting  in  the  border  or  among 
evergreens. 

Tresamble,  a  free-flowering  triandrus 
narcissus,  presents  several  sparkling 
white  flowers  on  each  stem.  It  is  a  little 
shorter  (about  14  inches  tall)  than 
most  narcissus,  so  works  nicely  into 
rock  gardens  and  spring  borders. 
Artist,  a  viridiflora  type,  never  fails 
to  attract  attention,  even  in  a  garden 
full  of  tulips.  The  unusual  blending  of 
green  and  terra  cotta  provides  that 
touch  of  "something  different"  which 
sets  it  apart  in  the  tulip  world.

Combine  different  kinds  of 
spring-flowering  bulbs  for  an 
eye-catching  display  as  shown 
at  left.  The  low-growing 
red-and-gold  Kaufmanniana 
'Stresa'  tulip  blooms  early  to 
blend  its  colors  with  these 
Rembrandt  daffodils  and  Delft 
Blue  hyacinths.  The  tulips  at 
right  show  they  have  more 
to  offer  than  their  wide  range 
of  colors.  The  various  shapes 
the  flowers  assume  among 
the  varieties  add  a  great  deal 
of  interest.  Here,  the  double 
white  Tacoma  gives  a  pleasing 
contrast  in  form  to  the  more 
typically  shaped  blossoms  of 
Aristocrat  (Darwin).  The  soft, 
purplish  violet-rose  color 
shades  lighter  along  the 
edges  of  the  petals  for  a 
luminous  effect.  By  grouping 
at  least  a  dozen  bulbs  of  a 
variety  together,  you  get  full 
benefit  of  mass  display 
for  garden  viewing. 
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These  spring  beauties  at  right 
read  top  to  bottom. 
Queen  of  Sheba,  a  lily-flowered 
tulip,  boasts  pointed  petals 
to  give  its  long  blossoms  a 
distinctive  elegance.  These 
yellow-margined,  scarlet-brown 
blossoms  make  their  show 
in  midseason.  Save  a  place 
for  this  truly  outstanding  tulip. 
You'll  be  mighty  pleased 
with  the  effect  this  one  will 
have  on  your  garden. 
Bond  Street,  a  cottage  tulip, 
flowers  a  deep,  buttercup  yellow 
that  flushes  to  deep  orange  as 
it  matures.  Its  bright  blossoms 
set  a  colorful  pace  for  the 
entire  garden.

All  children  are  collectors.  Their  pockets 
bulge  with  rocks,  leaves,  bugs,  or  sunflower 
seeds.  They  bring  home  those  things  which 
have  attracted  their  interests.  And  what 
then?  Too  often,  from  pocket,  to  box,  to 
wastebasket!  And  a  disappointed  child  dis- 
covers his  hoardings  have  been  discarded. 

Besides  the  panels  shown  above,  other  col- 
lections may  be  kept  in  felt-lined  cigar  boxes. 
With  lids  removed,  they  become  shadow 
boxes  for  insects,  shells,  or  rocks.  They  can  be 
attached  to  the  wall  or  room  divider. 

A  panel  of  fiber  board  allows  for  pinning; 
may  be  preferable  for  collections  which  might 
need  to  be  removed  (cocoons  or  chrysalis  that 
will  hatch,  etc.).  By  covering  the  board  with 
colored  fabric,  or  painting  it  in  different  col- 
ors, it  is  easy  to  organize  separate  collections 
on  the  single  board.

We,  the  people  who  proudly 
display  a  firm,  well-expanded 
skin,  are  constantly  maligned.

othing  beats  the  food  freezer  when  it  comes  to  saving  time 

nd  energy.  It's  as  easy  to  pack  and  store  foods  the  right 

y  as  the  wrong  way.  Know-how  saves  storage  space,  time, 

d  money— plus  preserving  valuable  quality  and  flavor. 

From  the  freezer  you  can  serve  tasty,  attractive  meals 

family  and  guests— with  ease.  Prepare  for  parties  and  spe- 

ial  events  in  advance,  too.  Or  keep  foods  frozen  for  new 

eighbors  or  holiday  gifts. 

First,  you  need  a  good  freezer  that  will  maintain  zero  or 
wer  temperatures.  Fluctuating  temperatures  above  zero  will 
amage  the  food  quality.  Keep  a  thermometer  in  your  freezer 
nd  check  it  frequently. 

If  your  refrigerator  has  a  frozen  food  compartment,  check 

ie  temperature  regularly.  To  qualify  as  a  freezer,  it  must 

aintain  zero.  If  not,  store  foods  for  short  periods  only. 

on't  assume  that  because  food  packages  remain  cold  and 

Brd,  the  quality  is  preserved.  Food  will  not  spoil  in  the 

sual  sense,  but  other  changes  take  place  which  make  taste, 

olor,  and  nutritive  value  inferior. 

If  you  do  not  have  zero  degree  storage  for  frozen  foods,  use 
hem  quickly,  i.e.:  A  year  of  storage  at  0°  is  roughly  equiva- 
nt  to  five  months  at  5°;  two  months  at  10°;  one  month  at 
5°;  one  week  at  25°;  only  one  day  at  30°. 
Turnover  saves  money — another  reason  why  you  should 
ot  keep  frozen  foods  too  long.  Operating  cost  is  the  same,  so, 
he  greater  the  turnover,  the  less  the  storage  costs  you  per 


pound.  It's  using,  not  saving  freezer  food  that  pays! 

Incidentally,  keeping  your  freezer  full  can  be  an  advan- 
tage in  the  event  of  a  power  or  mechanical  failure.  A  full 
freezer  (provided  the  door  is  closed)  usually  maintains  a  safe 
temperature  for  about  48  hours  after  the  electricity  goes  off — 
about  twice  as  long  as  a  half-full  freezer. 

Besides  protecting  foods  in  0°  storage,  be  sure  you  use  con- 
tainers and  wrappings  that  keep  moisture  in  and  air  out. 
Cold,  dry  freezer  air  in  its  constant  search  for  moisture,  is  a 
natural  enemy  of  food.  Unless  properly  packaged  and  sealed 
in  moisture-vapor-proof  wrappings  or  containers,  freezing 
draws  moisture  from  food  and  deposits  it  as  useless  frost  in 
freezer  or  air  spaces  in  the  package. 

Use  the  best  packaging  material  and  technique  for  each 
kind  of  food.  The  shape  and  size  of  the  food  will  help  you  de- 
termine which  material  should  be  used.  Keep  a  variety  of 
wrappings  and  containers  on  hand  for  all  your  needs. 

Some  foods  are  extra  sensitive  to  oxidation  (action  of  the 
air),  i.e.:  beef,  pork,  fish,  peaches,  and  strawberries.  Chicken, 
turkey,  and  bread  are  not  as  sensitive,  but  they  still  need 
good  protection.  Fish,  frozen  with  a  glaze  of  ice;  fruits, 
packed  in  sugar  or  sugar  syrup;  and  cooked  foods,  covered 
with  sauce  or  gravy  are  better  protected  from  air  and  stay 
fresh  longer. 

The  best  protective  food  wrappings  include  moisture-proof 
cellophane;  pliofilm;  polyester,  polyethylene,  and  saran 
films;  freezer-weight  aluminum  foil;  and  laminated  wrap.  The 
latter  is  a  moisture-vapor-proof  material  (such  as  poly- 
ethylene) fused  to  paper  for  tear  resistance. 

Waxed  freezer  papers  are  not  very  efficient  protectors  of 
frozen  foods.  If  you  have  this  kind,  use  two  layers  and  don't

Polyethylene  freezer  bags 

Polyethylene  bags,  in  various 
sizes  are  great  for  packaging 
freezer  foods— from  bread  to 
poultry.  They're  easy  to  use, 
but  press  air  out.  Then  seal. 


Look  at  bagged  foods  in  your 
freezer.  Are  they  inflated  or  bil- 
lowy? Better  squeeze  air  out. 
To  seal,  twist  tops;  fold  back 
gooseneck  fashion.  Fasten  with 
rubber  bands  or  covered  wires. 
Special  note:  plastic  bags  can 
be  washed  and  reused,  but  to 
assure  top-quality  frozen  food, 
it's  best  to  use  new  bags. 

Freeze-store  extra  staples  or 
convenience  foods  in  plastic 
bags  or  containers  i.e.,  bread, 
butter,  coffee,  brown  sugar, 
glazed  fruits,  marshmallows, 
nuts,  and  spices. 

Give  handy,  reusable  plastic 
containers  the  air  test.  Fit  lid 
on  container.  While  pressing 
down  on  center,  lift  lid  at  the 


side.  Hear  "poof"  of  air  escape! 
Now  about  those  good  home- 
made soups  and  stews— fra- 
grant and  flavorful  kinds  that 
take  a  long  time  to  prepare. 
These  are  fine  for  freezing  and 
you  can  make  a  lot  at  one  time. 
They're  bulky  for  storing,  so 
freeze  in  concentrated  form  — 
just  use  less  water  in  the  mak- 
ing. Add  liquid;  heat  to  serve. 


Cookies  store-freeze  best  in  tin 
and  plastic  containers  with 
tight  lids.  Or  use  coffee  and 
shortening  cans.  Some,  de- 
signed especially  for  reuse,  look 
like  attractive  canisters.  Or 
cover  with  gay  wrappings  and 
bow  attached  on  top,  for  a 
freezer-ready  gift. 

Place  cookies  gently  in  con- 
tainer, back  to  back,  layered. 
Avoid  marring — separate  with 
small    wads    of    waxed    paper. 


Plan  ahead  foods  for  parties, 
such  as  whipped  cream  topping, 
meat  balls,  extra  ice  cubes,  and 
tiny  cream  puffs. 

Lunch  box  sandwiches  can  be 
made  ahead  of  time,  wrapped 
and  frozen.  Plastic  bags  make 
it  convenient  to  take  from  freez- 
er and  use  in  lunch  box.  Variety 
of  fillings  and  spreads  can  be 
made  ahead  of  time. 
Boil -in -bags  for  freezing 
One  of  the  latest  developments 
in  '  frozen  food  packaging  are 
bags  made  of  polyester  film. 
These  withstand  zero  to  240° 
temperatures.  The  boil-in-bag 
foods  have  been  in  frozen  food 
counters  for  some  time. 

With  cooked  foods,  sealed 
and  frozen  in  the  bags,  you 
can  heat  to  serving  temperature 
by  dropping  them  in  boiling 
water  for  10-15  minutes. 

The  kits  are  now  available  at 
local  department,  hardware, 
appliance  and  variety  stores  so 
you  can  package  boil-in-bag 
foods  at  home. 

Kit  includes  polyester  bags, 
special  heat  sealing  appliance, 
measuring  cup,  labels,  and  an 
instruction  booklet. 

Exact  techniques  must  be  fol- 
lowed when  using  boil-in-bags.

INSULATION:  THE  HIDDEN 
MONEY-SAVER 

When  you're  planning  a  new  house,  an  addition,  or  a  remod- 
eling, the  key  factor  in  saving  money— and  keeping  the  heat 
where  it  belongs— is  good  insulation.  You  could  end  up  pay- 
ing 20  to  50  per  cent  more  than  necessary  for  fuel  bills. 

In  one  case,  a  1,200-square-foot  home  with  basement  had 
an  annual  fuel  bill  of  $127  when  insulated  to  FHA  minimum. 
With  full  insulation,  it's  estimated  that  the  bill  would  have 
been  $93.40,  or  about  30  per  cent  less. 

The  cost  difference  is  even  greater  with  air  conditioning. 
The  same  house  had  a  projected  operating  cost  for  air  con- 
ditioning of  $95.50  annually,  when  insulated  to  minimum 
FHA  requirements;  the  bill  was  only  $60  with  full  insulation. 

What  types  are  available? 

Mineral  wool  insulation  is  a  generic  term  including  in- 
sulation made  from  rock,  slag,  or  fiberglass.  These  raw  ma- 
terials are  formed  into  batts  or  blankets,  blowing  or  pour- 
ing wool,  and  rigid  ceiling  or  perimeter  insulation. 

Batt  or  blanket  products  are  manufactured  in  widths  that 
allow  for  typical  spacing  in  the  structure— 16  or  24  inches 
—so  they  can  be  fitted  between  the  studs. 

Blowing  and  pouring  wool  products  are  actually  mineral- 
wool  pellets  that  can  be  installed  with  a  hose  or  poured  from 
a  bag  into  the  space  being  insulated. 


You  can  apply  pouring  wool  in  unfinished  attic  areaa  \ 
simply  emptying  the  bags  evenly  between  the  ceiling  joisl 
Pay  particular  attention  to  the  manufacturer's  recommi 
dations  as  to  proper  thickness  and  coverage  per  bag. 

Blowing  wool  products  should  be  installed  by  an  exp 
rienced  applicator,  to  insure  proper  density,  coverage,  ai 
thickness. 

What's  an  adequate  vapor  barrier? 

Suitable  vapor  barriers  are  usually  provided  on  batt  ai 
blanket  insulation.  But  if  no  vapor  barrier  is  attached  wi 
the  insulation,  a  separate  one  is  necessary.  Several  produ< 
will  function  adequately:  polyethylene  sheeting;  lamina 
asphalt-coated  paper;  foil-backed  gypsum  board.  The  vapl 
barrier  should  be  placed  on  the  "heated-in-winter"  side 
the  insulation  in  your  walls,  ceilings,  and  floors.  Any  va; 
barrier  damaged  during  installation  should  be  repaired 
replaced. 

How  much  insulation  is  necessary? 

Most  products  now  have  an  "R"  (for  resistance  to  he 
flow)  number  printed  on  the  vapor  barrier  and  carton, 
indicates  the  amount  of  resistance  to  heat  flow  without  ela 
orate  calculations.  The  "R"  number  shows  the  total  instal 
insulating  value,  taking  into  account  all  of  the  influencij 
factors  of  thickness,  density,  and  conductivity.  The  larg 
the  "R"  number,  the  more  insulating  value  a  product  hd 

The  insulation  values  recommended  by  the  National  M| 
eral  Wool  Association  for  full  insulation,  are:  ceilings  R- 
walls  R-ll,  and  floors  R-13.  In  terms  of  fiberglass  insulatic 
this  is  the  equivalent  of  six  inches  in  ceilings,  three  inches) 
side  walls,  and  four  inches  in  unheated  crawl  spaces.

FAMILY  MONEY  MANAGEMENT 


WHAT'S  THE  BEST  WAY 

TO  PRE-ARRANGE  LIFE  INSURANCE 

PAYMENTS  TO  YOUR  FAMILY? 


For  all  but  the  largest  policies,  it  is  generally  best  to  have 
death  benefits  paid  in  a  lump  sum,  the  method  of  settlement 
that  most  life  insurance  contracts  provide  for  automatically. 
That  way  your  family  can  cope  with  the  many  heavy  expens- 
es usual  at  such  a  time  and  is  relieved  of  money  worries  in  this 
most  difficult  period.  Often,  too,  the  ready  insurance  cash 
helps  to  pay  estate  taxes,  making  it  unnecessary  to  sell 
property  that  your  family  may  want  to  keep  intact. 

The  lump  sum  payment  is  made  to  your  beneficiary  (or 
beneficiaries)  as  soon  as  the  company  has  proof  of  your  death. 
The  amount  of  the  benefits  is  the  face  value  of  your  policy 
less  any  indebtedness,  such  as  policy  loans.  In  case  of  par- 
ticipating policies,  the  amount  may  be  increased  by  dividend 
accumulations,  paid-up  additions,  and  interest.  Unused  por- 
tions of  premiums  that  were  paid  in  advance  are  refunded  at 
the  same  time  by  some  companies. 

Most  of  the  other  settlement  options  that  you,  as  the  pol- 
icy owner,  may  elect  when  you  buy  the  policy  (or  change  to 
at  any  time  while  it  is  in  force)  provide  for  specific  install- 
ment payments  and  tie  up  the  bulk  of  the  policy  proceeds 
for  a  number  of  years.  Since  your  family's  circumstances 
could  change  considerably  over  such  a  prolonged  period,  the 
installment  options  are  usually  advisable  only  under  special 
conditions — for  instance,  when  you  have  reasons  to  feel  that 
your  beneficiary  would  be  better  off  with  a  fixed,  steady  in- 
come than  in  sudden  possession  of  a  large  sum  of  cash. 

At  the  same  time,  your  decision  to  maintain  the  policy 
without  a  settlement  option  does  not  necessarily  prevent 
your  beneficiary  from  taking  the  benefits  in  installments  if 
she  wants  to.  Generally,  she  has  the  right  to  elect  an  option 
within  a  specified  period  of  time,  usually  90  days,  provided 
she  has  not  first  accepted  the  lump  sum  payment. 

Here  are  the  payment  options  provided  by  most  policies: 

Deposit  at  Interest.  This  arrangement  can  be  an  excellent 
choice  if  there  is  no  immediate  need  for  extra  cash.  The  total 
proceeds  of  the  policy— the  same  amount  that  would  be  paid 
otherwise  as  a  lump  sum — are  left  on  deposit  with  the  com- 
pany. Your  policy  specifies  a  guaranteed  minimum  rate  of 
interest — usually  2}  ■>  to  3  per  cent.  But  most  companies  pay 
above  the  guarantee,  often  up  to  3.75  per  cent. 

Your  beneficiary  can  draw  on  the  principal  of  this  deposit 
at  any  time.  Since  a  letter  to  the  company  is  necessary  for 
each  withdrawal,  this  option  can  act  as  a  psychological  safe- 
guard against  impulse  spending  and  rash  investments. 

If  your  widow  elects  to  receive  payments  according  to  a 
specific,  pre-arranged  schedule  under  this  or  any  of  the  other 
installment  options,  she  can  take  advantage  of  a  provision  in 
the  tax  law  that  exempts  up  to  $1,000  a  year  in  interest 
earned  by  the  unpaid  principal  from  a  surviving  spouse's 
taxable  income. 

Fixed  Period  Installments.  Here  your  beneficiary  receives 
equal  monthly  installment  payments,  comprised  of  princi- 
pal and  interest  at  a  guaranteed  minimum  rate,  usually  2 ]  ■> 
to  3  per  cent,  until  all  the  proceeds  have  been  paid  out.  Again, 
most  companies  today  pay  extra  interest  above  the  guaran- 
teed amount.  The  payment  period  may  range  anywhere 
from  1  year  to  as  much  as  30  years.  For  instance,  a  typical 
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$15,000  policy  earning  2X  ■>  per  cent  annual  interest  would 
guarantee  your  beneficiary  minimum  monthly  payments  of 
$79  for  20  years.  If  the  first  beneficiary  dies,  the  same  pay- 
ments can  be  continued  to  the  second  (or  contingent)  bene- 
ficiary Until  the  end  of  the  specified  period.  If  no  contingent 
beneficiary  is  named,  the  balance  of  the  proceeds  is  paid  to 
the  first  beneficiary's  estate  in  a  lump  sum. 

"Certain"  Annuity  and  Life  Thereafter.  This  is  one  of  the 
most  useful  installment  options  if  you  have  a  growing  family, 
since  it  guarantees  payments  to  your  wife  for  life  and  at  the 
same  time  protects  your  children  if  she  should  also  die  before 
the  end  of  a  certain  fixed  period. 

Under  this  plan,  the  proceeds  of  the  policy  are  converted 
into  two  parts.  The  first,  a  "period  certain"  annuity, 
guarantees  monthly  payments  for  a  specified  number  of 
years— usually  10  or  20,  depending  on  your  choice  when  you 
elect  the  option.  If  your  wife  should  die  before  the  end  of  that 
guaranteed  period,  the  payments  are  continued  to  your  chil- 
dren for  the  remainder  of  that  time.  The  second  part  involved 
is  a  life  annuity:  if  your  wife  survives  the  certain  period,  her 
monthly  income  will  continue  for  the  rest  of  her  life. 

The  amount  of  the  monthly  payments  depends  on  the  val- 
ue of  your  policy,  on  your  wife's  age  at  the  time  of  your  death, 
and  on  the  number  of  years  specified  for  the  "period  certain" 
annuity.  The  older  your  wife  and  the  shorter  the  certain 
period  elected,  the  larger  the  payment  will  be.  However,  the 
difference  due  to  the  length  of  the  certain  period  is  relatively 
small,  and  if  you  have  young  children  it  is  wisest  to  elect  a 
certain  period  that  covers  them  until  they  are  through  school. 
For  instance,  if  your  wife  is  45  years  old  when  the  annuity 
goes  into  effect,  a  typical  guaranteed  monthly  payment  based 
on  $15,000  of  insurance  is  about  $55.50  on  a  10-year-certain 
as  against  about  $54  on  a  20-year-certain.  The  difference  of 
$1.50  a  month  is  a  small  price  to  pay  for  the  extended  secur- 
ity for  your  children. 

Life  Annuity.  This  plan  guarantees  your  wife  slightly 
larger  monthly  payments  for  life  than  the  certain  annuity 
settlement,  but  all  payments  stop  when  she  dies.  Typical 
monthly  payments  on  a  $15,000  policy  to  a  woman  widowed 
at  age  45  are  about  $56. 

Refund  Annuity.  This  option  guarantees  a  life  income  to 
your  widow  while  at  the  same  time  offering  some  protection 
to  your  children.  If  she  should  die  before  all  the  proceeds  have 
been  paid  out,  the  remaining  balance  is  refunded  to  your  chil- 
dren. Typical  monthly  payments  under  this  option  to  a  wom- 
an widowed  at  age  45  are  about  $53  on  a  $15,000  policy. 

Interest  Income.  This  generally  is  useful  only  where  a  siz- 
able estate  is  involved.  The  company  holds  the  proceeds  of 
the  policy  just  like  money  left  in  trust  and  pays  the  first  bene- 
ficiary a  guaranteed  monthly  interest  income,  based  on  2 \  % 
or  3  percent  per  year — which,  with  today's  common  excess 
interest  earnings,  may  in  practice  be  up  to  3.75  per  cent. 

While  it  is  often  possible  under  this  option  to  maintain  the 
interest  arrangement  through  the  life  of  the  second  bene- 
ficiary, leaving  the  untouched  principal  to  a  third— a  grand- 
child, say— many  companies  limit  the  interest  paying  period 
to  30  years  after  the  insured's  death.

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written  policies,  and  of  these  probably  only 
one-fourth  are  up-to-date.  Moreover,  it's 
much  too  easy  for  any  school  system  just 
to  keep  doing  what  it  is  simply  used  to  do- 
ing. While  you  don't  have  the  right  to  in- 
sist that  your  school  system  come  up  with 
your  answer  to  the  big  questions  on  per- 
sonnel, you  can— and  should  — make  sure 
through  your  committee  that  the  Board 
members  and  the  superintendent  are  think- 
about  these  questions,  and  have  strong  an- 
swers of  their  own. 

Here  are  the  key  questions  your  com- 
mittee should  be  asking,  and  your  school 
leaders  should  be  thinking  about: 

How  many  teachers  do  we  need? 

The  official  position  of  the  National  Ed- 
ucation Association  is  that  no  class  should 


be  larger  than  25  students.  That  figure  has 
been  the  recommendation  for  a  long,  long 
time.  But  actually,  in  these  days  01  team 
teaching,  large-group  instruction,  and  sem- 
inars, the  "class  size"  figure  may  be  mean- 
ingless. The  more  significant  ratio  is  "num- 
ber of  professional  positions  per  thousand 
students."  A  minimum  figure  for  an  ade- 
quate school  is  40  professionals  actually 
working  in  the  school  for  every  thousand  ele- 
mentary pupils,  and  50  professionals  ac- 
tually working  in  the  school  for  every  thou- 
sand junior-high  and  high  school  students. 
Among  the  big  cities,  only  New  York 
reaches  these  figures;  most  small  towns  are 
considerably  below  them,  and  most  sub- 
urbs are  above,  as  they  should  be. 

Buying  school  services  is  a  little  like  buy- 
ing a  house — the  delightful  features  come 
only  when  you  can  spend  more  than  the 
minimum.  Special  programs  in  academic 
and  technical  subjects,  remedial  help  for 
slower  children,  and  gee-whiz  stuff  for 
quicker  children,  guidance  and  other  psy- 
chological services— what  you  can  buy 
along  these  lines  rises  rapidly  once  you  pass

What  skills  should  our  new 
teachers  have? 

It  seems  fairly  obvious  that 
all  teachers  these  days  should 
be  college  graduates,  but  in 
many  states  they  aren't.  Four- 
fifths  of  all  the  new  elementary 
teachers  hired  in  South  Dakota 
last  year,  more  than  a  third  of 
those  in  Iowa,  and  30%  of 
those  in  Ohio  were  not  college 
graduates.  Indeed,  despite  the 
five  huge  state  universities 
functioning  in  Ohio,  nearly  a 
tenth  of  the  new  elementary 
teachers  hired  last  year  in  that 
state  hadn't  even  completed 
two  years  of  college. 

Every  high-school  teacher 
should  have  at  least  a  college 
major  in  the  subject  he  is  to 
teach.  If  possible,  the  same 
person  should  not  teach  both 
physics  and  chemistry,  or  both 
history  and  social  studies.  (Eng- 
lish and  history  may  be  a  more 
plausible  combination,  provid- 
ed a  teacher  has  the  same  class 
for  both  and  an  effort  is  made 
to  relate  the  two;  math  and 
physics  can  also  be  worked  to- 
gether by  the  right  teacher.)  It 


is  absolutely  intolerable  to  have 
the  physical  education  teacher 
with  no  serious  background  in 
the  subject  teaching  one  of  the 
academic  courses,  but  if  you 
look  at  your  high  school,  that's 
just  what  you  may  find. 

Sometimes,  a  school  is  com- 
pelled to  have  a  few  teachers 
working  "out  of  license"  — 
teaching  courses  for  which  they 
are  not  prepared.  Licensed 
math,  science,  and  foreign  lan- 
guage teachers,  particularly,  are 
in  short  supply.  If  your  school 
is  faced  with  this  uncomfortable 
necessity,  the  least  that  can  be 
done  is  to  send  the  teacher  in 
question  back  to  a  university 
for  a  summer  session  to  get  bet- 
ter prepared  in  the  subject  area. 

Most  future  teachers  in  ele- 
mentary schools  take  a  college 
major  in  "elementary  educa- 
tion," and  it  is  widely  agreed 
that  they  shouldn't.  Dr.  Con- 
ant  feels  their  programs  should 
guarantee  a  well-rounded  gen- 
eral education;  others  feel  that 
they  should  be  required,  like 
other  college  students,  to  ma- 
jor in  a  recognized  academic 
discipline,  with  their  education 
courses  either  on  the  side  or  in 
a  fifth  year  "Master  of  Arts  in 
Teaching"  program.  As  more 
and  more  specialized  material 
in  math,  science,  and  social  sci- 
ence—and in  foreign  languages 
— pokes  down  into  the  elemen- 
tary school,  teachers  are  going 
to    need    much    greater    back- 


ground in  individual  subjects. 
The  question  for  your  school 
system  is  whether  it  gives  pref- 
erence to  applicants  who  have 
a  solid  background  in  a  sub- 
ject, and  if  not,  why  not? 

How  much  should  we  pay 
our  teachers? 

In  1963-64,  according  to  the 
National  Education  Associa- 
tion, the  average  annual  salary 
for  instructional  staff  ranged 
from  a  low  of  $3,975  in  Missis- 
sippi to  a  high  of  $8,233  in 
Alaska.  Unquestionably,  salary 
differences  from  state  to  state 
make  it  easy  for  some  school 
systems  to  recruit  teachers  from 
far  away,  and  hard  for  others 
to  hold  the  graduating  class 
from  the  universities  within  • 
their  own  state.  Pennsylvania 
($6,060)  loses  to  New  Jersey 
($6,711),  which  in  turn  loses  to 
New  York  ($7,400) ;  California 
($7,800)  has  its  pick  of  Utah 
($5,650)  and  even  Oregon 
($6,420). 

Averages,  of  course,  do  not 
tell  the  whole  story.  Some  new 
teachers  are  attracted  by  start- 
ing salary,  others  by  the  top 
salary  which  they  hope  to  stay 
and  earn.  One  of  the  advan- 
tages the  suburbs  have  had 
over  the  cities  is  that  most  of 
the  suburban  teachers  are  rela- 
tively young,  at  the  lower  levels 
of  the  salary  schedule,  while 
many  more  city  teachers  are

older.  Advertising  that  your 
schools  pay  a  $12,500  top  is 
easy  when  there  is  only  a  hand- 
ful of  teachers  who  have  been 
working  for  you  long  enough  to 
earn  it— but  hard  when  a  third 
or  more  of  your  staff  is  on  the 
highest  level. 

The  extreme  importance  of 
keeping  capable,  experienced 
teachers  in  the  classroom  has  in 
recent  years  led  more  and  more 
school  systems  to  raise  the  top 
and  leave  the  starting  salary 
more  or  less  alone.  Starting  sal- 
aries for  teachers  run  a  little 
over  $5,000  in  the  northeast 
quadrant  of  the  nation  and  in 
California;  $4,000  in  the  west- 
ern Midwest  and  the  Mountain 
States,  down  to  as  low  as 
$3,000  in  the  South.  Your  state 
Education  Association  will  be 
glad  to  give  you  a  run-down  on 
how  communities  like  yours 
pay  teachers  in  your  area.  Ob- 
viously, a  salary  schedule  a  lit- 
tle higher  than  your  neighbors' 
is  an  excellent  way  to  recruit. 

Usually,  teachers  advance 
automatically  on  a  schedule, 
acquiring  tenure  in  their  posi- 
tions after  two  or  three  years  of 
service.  (One  of  the  most  im- 
portant aspects  of  personnel 
policy  is  the  procedure  followed 
in  deciding  whether  or  not  to 
keep  a  teacher  on  the  staff  for 
the  year  in  which  she  acquires 
tenure.  The  PTA  Committee 
should  know  about  these  pro- 
cedures, and  make  sure  they 
are  defensible.)  Raises  run  from 
$100  to  $400  a  year  for  10  to 
15  years,  at  which  time  the 
teacher's  salary  is  frozen  ex- 
cept for  general  increases  given 
to  the  entire  staff.  Most  school 
systems  also  pay  something  ex- 
tra (up  to  $1,000  a  year  in  some 
communities)  for  a  master's 
and  then  a  doctor's  degree. 

A  question  that  must  arise  is 
Merit  Pay,  extra  money  for  the 
better  teachers.  All  teacher  or- 
ganizations are  rigidly  opposed 
to  Merit  Pay,  and  most  school 
administrators  hate  to  talk 
about  it.  "Most  of  my  col- 
leagues feel  that  this  subject  is 
just  too  complicated  for  lay 
people,"  says  Paul  Misner, 
superintendent  of  schools  at 
Glencoe,  Illinois,  and  head  of 
the  NEA-National  PTA  joint 
committee.  "I  disagree.  It's  go- 
ing to  affect  the  children,  and 
I  think  parents  have  to  be 
consulted." 

The  major  objection  to  Mer- 
it Pay  is  that  there  is  no  accu- 
rate way  to  measure  the  quality 
of  teaching.  Awards  must  be 
made  almost  entirely  on  the 
judgment  of  supervisors,  which 
leaves  a  wide  field  for  politick- 
ing (particularly  in  towns  where 
the  school  board  member's 
niece  is  among  the  teachers). 
Also,  parents  are  often  unco- 
operative—if a   teacher  is  re-

GOING  BAD

ist  roofs  are  complicated  by  the  intersection  of  other  roofs, 
oining  walls,  or  other  projections  such  as  chimneys  or 
t  stacks.  To  prevent  leakage  at  these  intersections,  the 
tallation  of  flashing  is  necessary.  And  here's  where  the 
blems  often  start,  for  flashing  is  the  weakest  point  of  any 
f  and  one  of  the  most  common  sources  of  leaks. 
There  are  many  materials  used  for  flashing:  tin-coated  met- 
galvanized  metal,  copper,  lead,  aluminum,  graveled  coat- 
s,  asphalt  shingles,  and  roll  roofing. 

.,00k  for  dull  spots  on  smooth  asphalt  coatings;  loss  of 
nules  on  asphalt,  roll  roofing,  or  graveled  coatings;  whitish 
Dosits  on  aluminum;  black  streaks  or  spots  on  copper  or 
;  or  rust  on  galvanized  metal.  In  the  case  of  aluminum,  in- 
tigate  the  trouble  spot  for  possible  contact  with  copper, 
,  lead,  or  a  preservative-treated  wood.  Any  of  these  can 
off  an  electrolytic  action  that  will  eventually  destroy 
minum.  If  necessary  to  re-nail  aluminum  or  copper  flash- 
r,  use  nails  of  the  same  material, 
-loles  in  the  metal  flashing  are  the  most  positive  evidence, 
ey  may  be  small  slits  less  than  %  inch  long,  yet  the  rainfall 
a  six-month  period  can  seep  in  and  gradually  soak  the  attic 
or  and  the  ceiling  below.  The  most  common  location  fo- 
es is  along  an  inside  or  outside  corner  of  the  flashing.  Rup- 
ees also  occur  at  installed  bends  or  along  creases  in  the 
shing.  These  are  brought  about  by  the  prolonged  contrac- 
•n  and  expansion  due  to  temperature  changes. 
You  can  repair  small  holes  with  a  daub  of  asphaltic  roofing 
mpound,  but  at  best  this  is  only  temporary.  Your  best  bet 
to  get  a  re-flashing  job. 


ie  chimney  is  usually  built  on  a  separate  foundation  from 
e  house  and  is  normally  subject  to  some  settling.  Flashing 
the  point  where  the  chimney  projects  through  the  roof 
ust  allow  for  such  movement  without  damage  to  the  water 
al.  It  is  necessary  to  have  a  base  flashing  secured  to  roof 
«k,  and  counter  or  cap  flashing  secured  to  masonry. 
This  is  one  of  the  hardest  areas  in  which  to  locate  the 
»urce  of  leaking.  You  will  do  well  to  enlist  the  aid  of  a  pro- 
ssional  if  you  suspect  leakage  around  the  chimney.

I  brought  a  beautiful  rubber  plant  a  few  weeks  ago,  but  the 
lea  res  are  falling  off  in  spite  of  our  keeping  it  moist  at  all  times 
and  feeding  with  fish  fertilizers.  What  is  wrong? 

E.D.,  Port  Orchard,  Washington 
It  sounds  to  me  as  though  you  are  killing  your  plant  with 
too  much  kindness!  Cut  back  on  the  water  immediately. 
Light  waterings  about  three  times  a  week  should  be  enough — 
rather  than  keeping  the  soil  moist  at  all  times.  Ideally,  the 
soil  should  have  a  chance  to  dry  out  slightly  between  water- 
ings. Too  much  water  injures  the  feeding  roots.  A  plant  fresh 
from  a  greenhouse  should  be  in  good  growing  condition,  so  no 
additional  fertilizer  is  needed  for  probably  six  months. 

Our  navel  orange  tree  is  loaded  with  fruit,  but  the  skins  on  most 
of  them  are  splitting  open.  What  causes  this? 

F.W.,  North  Hollywood,  California 

The  cause  of  this  goes  back  to  some  sort  of  shock  that 
checked  the  development  of  the  fruit  in  its  early  stages  of 
growth.  Sunburn  is  one  of  the  commonest  examples.  Over- 
fertilization  is  another.  Not  enough  water,  and  sometimes 
too  much,  also  interferes  with  growth.  What  really  happens 
is  that  the  peel  on  the  young  fruit  hardens  on  one  side,  and 
when  growth  resumes,  the  peel  splits. 

Citrus  of  all  kinds  benefit  from  a  program  of  moderate 
growth,  and  this  calls  for  slow,  steady  irrigation  and  feeding. 
There  are  various  brands  of  citrus  fertilizer  on  the  market 
with  just  the  right  formula.  A  chemical  type  of  food  should 
be  applied  in  March  or  April.  In  early  winter,  after  rains 
have  started,  apply  a  2-inch-deep  mulch  of  steer  manure. 

What  is  your  opinion  of  the  use  of  ladybugs  to  control  aphids  in 
the  garden?  M.M.L.,  Reno,  Nevada 

A  commercial  rose  grower  near  San  Jose,  for  an  experi- 
ment, turned  approximately  a  million  ladybugs  loose  on  a  12- 
acre  field.  For  a  few  days  the  ladybugs  settled  down  to  work. 
They  weren't  able  to  clean  up  all  the  aphids  by  a  long  shot. 
Then,  while  in  the  middle  of  their  work,  they  took  off  for 
parts  unknown.  This  is  why  I  think  sprays  and  dusts  are 
more  effective.  You  can  count  on  chemicals  to  do  the  job. 

Would  you  please  give  me  some  information  on  growing  night- 
blooming  cacti?  W.P.S.,  Phoenix,  Arizona 
Most  of  the  dependable  night-blooming  cacti  for  Arizona 
gardens  are  natives  of  South  American  countries.  You  can 
buy  them  at  your  local  nurseries.  These  cacti  require  protec- 
tion from  the  hot  summer  sun  in  Arizona,  however.  They 
thrive  under  the  filtered  shade  of  mesquite  and  Palo  Verde 
trees.  The  climbing  varieties,  usually  lumped  together  under 
the  common  name  of  queen-of-the-night,  require  support 
of  a  trellis  or  fence.  Incidentally,  handle  cactus  plants 
with  tongs  and  a  trowel,  never  with  fingers  or  thin  gloves. 
These  plants  want  to  be  grown  in  sandy  soil  with  good  drain- 
age. Water  plants  only  when  the  soil  is  definitely  dry.

The  easiest  way  to  prevent  fruit  set  on  trees  is  to  sprl 
them  with  a  strong  solution  of  one  of  the  hormones  thatj 
used  to  encourage  trees  to  set  more  fruit.  This  same  hormoil 
when  used  double  strength,  gives  just  the  opposite  effect " 
preventing  fruit  from  forming— a  2-ounce  container  of  t 
will-  be  more  than  enough  for  your  trees.  This  same  treatmt 
is  used  by  many  Californians  to  keep  olive  trees  from  drc 
ping  fruit  on  sidewalks  and  in  the  garden. 

When  is  the  ideal  time  to  plant  climbing  roses  and  which  o 
give  the  greatest  number  of  blooms  for  the  longest  period? 

S.D.C.,  Oakley,  Calif ory 

The  ideal  time  to  plant  dormant  roses  is  January— 
though  planting  can  actually  be  carried  on  safely  until  t 
end  of  March.  The  earlier  they  are  planted,  the  better  th 
are  established  by  the  time  hot  weather  arrives.  Blaze  is  o 
of  the  finest  red  climbers  of  all.  An  improved  type,  call 
New  Blaze,  outperforms  the  original  by  blooming  on  throu 
July,  August,  and  September. 

Here  are  other  good  reds  I've  enjoyed  through  the  yea 
Paul's  Scarlet,  grows  vigorously  and  will  usually  rep* 
bloom  if  cut  back  after  flowering;  Climbing  Crimson  Gloi 
especially  good  in  warm  areas  such  as  yours  for  well-form 
blooms  over  a  long  period;  Climbing  Christopher  Stoi 
large  vivid  scarlet  blooms  on  moderately  long  canes 

Would  you  please  recommend  a  fast-groiving,  tall  tree  that 
quires  a  minimum  of  water?  I  need  a  row  of  them  to  give  I 
patio  some  privacy.

You'll  find  evergreens,  rather  than  deciduous  trees,  vl 
be   more   satisfactory   for  year-round   privacy.  Trees  til. 
drop  their  leaves  are  bare  close  to  five  months  of  the  ye| 
Some  good  evergreens  you  could  use  are  Aleppo  pine,  Cans| 
Island  pine,  and  Japanese  loquat.  I  personally  prefer 
Canary  Island  pine.  It  has  a  beautiful  growth  habit, 
roots  go  deep  into  the  soil,  and  it  is  a  tree  you  won't  tirel 
easily.  Among  the  deciduous  trees,  probably  one  of  the  fa  J 
est  growing  of  them  all  is  the  thin,  willowy,  and  grace  I 
Australian  beef  wood  tree,  casuarina.  Other  good  bets  woil 
be  either  of  two  forms  of  eucalyptus — the  red  gum  or  t| 
desert  gum.  Any  of  these  will  suit  your  purpose.

They  will  grow  outdc 
wherever  freesias  thrive  and  naturalize  very  easily.  Give  th, 
a  spot  in  the  garden  where  they  can  go  dormant  during  t| 
hot  summer  months.  They  will  start  growing  again  in  lis 
September  or  October.  Plant  the  corms  about  3  inches  del 
and  4  to  6  inches  apart.  It  helps  to  give  them  plant  food/ 
half  strength  during  the  growing  period,  too.

}heck  the  roof  for  broken,  damaged,  or  loose  shingles,  small 

joles,  and  loose  nails.  Take  a  look  at  the  flashings,  especially 

[hose  around  the  chimney,  flue,  and  vent  pipe.  These  areas 

isually  are  warm  enough  to  melt  accumulated  snow— and 

iho  wants  to  look  for  a  leak  during  a  blizzard?  Check  the 

TV  antenna  guy  wires  and  also  the  saddle  where  the  antenna 

lounts  on  the  roof.  Loose  guy  wires  let  the  wind  whip  the 

lintenna  around  to  loosen  the  saddle  and  cause  a  leak. 

Sound  calking  and  putty  will  reduce  your  heat  bills  by 
preventing  air  leaks  around  windows,  doors,  and  other  areas, 
lever  putty  or  calk  over  bare 
jvood.  Prime  the  wood  first, 
[hen  putty  or  calk  after  the 
primer  is  dry.  If  you  have  a 
irge  space  to  fill  (between 
foundation  and  siding)  first  fill 
[he  area  to  within  one-fourth 
Inch  of  the  surface  with  oakum, 
[hen  finish  up  with  calking. 

Jo  over  the  entire  exterior  paint  job  carefully.  This  is  a 
tood  time  of  year  to  paint.  If  your  house  isn't  due  for  a  com- 
plete paint  job,  check  carefully  for  paint  failure,  loose  putty, 
tracked  or  loose  calking,  and  checks  or  imperfections  in  the 
paint  film.  At  least  spot-repair  any  defective  areas  to  prevent 
iamage  from  the  entry  of  water  and  the  freeze-thaw  cycle. 

Before  putting  up  storm  windows,  replace  any  broken  glass 
|)r  putty,  and  paint  if  needed.  As  you  take  screens  down, 
'heck  for  needed  repairs — set  those  needing  repair  to  one  side 
"or  a  repair  job  this  winter. 

oncrete  driveways  and  sidewalks  can  be  ruined  by  a  se- 
'ere  winter.  All  cracks,  fissures,  and  joints  should  be  cleaned 
md  repaired.  After  repairs  have  been  completed,  seal  con- 
•rete  with  a  coat  of  anti-spalling  liquid  to  prevent  erosion 
i*nd  damage  from  winter  weather  extremes  and  from  chem- 
icals used  for  melting  ice  and  snow.  Use  anti-spalling  liquid 
)n  new  drives,  too. 

Fill  any  cracks  between  the  house  and  walks,  drives,  and 
steps.  If  the  crack  is  small  (less  than  1  inch  wide),  use  calk- 
ng,  hot  tar,  or  expansion  compound.

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FALL 
MAINTENANCE

Winter  is  an  ordeal  for  a  house!  Wood, 
metal,  and  masonry,  as  well  as  gardening 
and  maintenance  equipment,  suffer  if  you 
don't  take  steps  to  get  them  ready  for  the 
cold  months  ahead.  Now  is  an  excellent 
time.  The  following  jobs  are  easy,  and  ac- 
tually aren't  too  time-consuming  if  you 
work  out  a  plan  and  follow  it. 


fill  with  concrete.  Be  sure  to  clean  cracks  thoroughly,  and  if 
calking  or  asphalt  is  used,  dry  thoroughly  before  applying. 

Gravel  drives  should  be  upgraded— a  good  time  to  add 
more  gravel  or  rock  to  the  roadbed.  Asphalt  drives  should 
have  all  cracks  or  fissures  repaired  to  prevent  the  entry  of 
water.  A  coat  of  asphalt  topcoating  is  a  good  investment  to 
minimize  winter  damage. 

Proper  weather  stripping  in  good  condition  can  make  your 
home  more  comfortable.  Check  all  rubber  or  felt  stripping 
for  signs  of  deterioration  and  replace  where  needed.  Metal 
stripping  should  be  checked  for  dents,  bends,  breaks,  and 
loss  of  tension.  Always  replace  weather  stripping  when  in 
doubt.  If  exterior  doors  have  sweeps  on  the  bottom,  they 
may  be  worn.  To  fix,  loosen  screws  and  adjust  sweep  down- 
ward to  assure  airtight  seal.  There  is  a  weather  stripping  for 
about  every  need  or  application— discuss  your  needs  with 
your  hardware  or  lumber  dealer. 

Clean  gutters  and  downspouts  of  all  leaves,  dirt,  and  de- 
bris. Clogged  gutters  and  downspouts  will  fill  with  water 
which  can  freeze  to  ruin  downspouts  and  cause  the  gutters 
to  overflow.  If  the  gutters  are 
rusty    inside,    they    should    be 
cleaned  thoroughly  and  painted. 
This   is   also   a   good   time   to 
check  for  low  spots,  improper 
pitch,  and  loose  nails.  If  snow 
damming  is  a  problem  in  your 
locality,  install  heat  tape  along 
the  edge  of  the  roof  and  inside 
the    downspouts    (right).    This 
simple  precaution  can  save  un- 
told damage  to  insulation  and  exterior  paint  job  due  to  water 
backing  up  under  shingles  and  flowing  into  the  side  walls.  It's 
also  a  good  idea  to  check  downspout  splash  blocks  and  tiles 
to  prevent  water  damage  in  the  basement. 

If  your  window  air  conditioner  must  be  left  in  the  window, 
install  a  weatherproof  cover,  preferably  tailor-made  for  your 
conditioner,  to  eliminate  air  leakage  and  to  protect  the  unit. 
It's  also  advisable  to  seal  the  space  above  the  conditioner.

Install  a  plywood  "saddle"  as  shown,  then 
install  a  special-made  storm  window  above 
the  plywood.  To  get  a  tight  seal,  you  may 
have  to  stuff  some  insulation  in  the  space  un- 
der the  conditioner.  If  the  conditioner  is  re- 
moved  for   winter   storage,   use   a   vacuum 


cleaner  or  compressed  air  to  clean  bugs,  dirt, 
and  lint  from  evaporator  and  condenser  coils. 
Oil  motors  if  they  do  not  have  sealed  bear- 
ings. If  rusting  has  occurred,  remove  rust  and 
paint  with  rust-sealing  primer  and  enamel. 
Replace  or  clean  the  filter  and  cover  the 
whole  unit  with  a  dust-proof  cover.  It's  now 
ready  for  a  quick  installation  the  first  hot 
day  next  summer. 

Electric  fans  usually  accumulate  winter  lint 
and  dirt.  Give  them  a  good  cleaning  and  a 
few  drops  of  oil  as  needed,  then  store  in  the 
original  carton  or  a  plastic  dry-cleaning  bag. 

Loose  or  cracked  masonry  plus  moisture 
plus  freezing  and  thawing  equals  costly  re- 
pairs. Defective  mortar  joints  should  have 


loose  mortar  removed,  be  cleaned  carefully, 
and  tuck-pointed  with  new  mortar.  Any 
cracks  in  masonry  walls  should  be  cleaned 
out,  prepared,  and  patched.  If  the  ground 
next  to  foundations  is  lower  than  surround- 
ing area,  fill  to  above  grade  to  prevent  base- 
ment damage  during  spring  thaws  and  rains. 

Proper  humidity  is  always  a  problem  in  the 
home.  Unless  you  plan  to  use  your  dehumidi- 
fier  in  the  basement  during  the  winter,  it 
should  be  drained,  dried  thoroughly,  and 
rusted  areas  treated.  Clean  and  oil  if  needed, 
and  store  in  a  carton  or  box.  If  you  have  a 
portable  humidifier,  get  it  ready.  If  it  was 
properly  stored  last  spring,  good.  If  not,  lu- 
bricate if  necessary,  clean  or  replace  the 
evaporative  belt  or  filter,  and  clean  and  paint 
any  rusted  areas.

OUR  COMPLETE  GUIDE  TO  HEALTH  INSURANCE 


Few  family  purchases  are  as  puz- 
;ling  as  health  insurance.  One  reason 
s  the  technical  language  character- 
stic  of  most  policies.  Another  is  the 

wildering  variety  of  plans  avail- 
ble— from  private  insurance  com- 
anies  as  well  as  organizations  like 

lue  Cross  and  Blue  Shield.  Plans 
,hat  appear  similar  often  differ  wide- 
y  in  cost  and  in  coverage  and  pay- 

ent  limits. 

Actually,  there  are  just  two  basic 
inds  of  health  insurance.  Some  poli- 
ies  protect  you  against  the  medical 
■expenses  of  an  illness  or  accident; 
ther  policies  guard  against  your  loss 
)/  income  during  disability. 

Group  health  insurance  poli- 
cies generally  cost  you  less  because  of 
ower    selling    and     administrative 

sts,  or  because  your  employer  may 
ay  all  or  part  of  the  premium.  Be- 
sides employers,  many  unions,  pro- 
essional  and  fraternal  societies,  trade 

ociations,  rural  cooperatives,  and 
ommunity  organizations  offer  group 
ealth  insurance  plans. 

One  big  advantage  of  group  plans 

that  physical  condition  or  age  is 

Idom  a  factor  of  eligibility.  The 
t  individual  policies,  on  the  other 
and,  go  to  people  who  can  prove 
hey  are  in  good  health. 

But  don't  sell  individual  policies 
hort.  Besides  providing  benefits  for 
those  who  cannot  get  group  protec- 
tion, they  can  meet  individual  or 
family  needs  not  fully  covered  by 
any  other  insurance. 

Hospital  expense  insurance, 
the  most  popular  kind  of  health  in- 
surance, helps  pay  room  and  board  in 
addition  to  other  hospital  services 
listed  in  the  policy.  Most  such  plans 
cover  you  only  if  you  are  hospitalized 
for  the  treatment  of  an  injury  or  ill- 
ness, but  not  if  you  are  in  primarily 
for  diagnosis  and  observation  or  for 
physiotherapy.  Some  plans  also  ex- 


clude or  limit  benefits  for  certain  dis- 
eases such  as  tuberculosis. 

The  nonprofit  "service"  plans  pay 
all,  or  virtually  all,  of  your  hospital 
charges  for  a  given  number  of  days. 
However,  the  full  service  of  such 
plans  is  generally  available  only  in 
hospitals  that  belong  to  the  plan.  If 
you  are  hospitalized  elsewhere,  the 
allowances  rarely  pay  all  your  bills. 

Rates  for  service  plans  vary  wide- 
ly, according  to  your  locality  and  the 
benefits  provided.  In  New  York  City, 
a  120-day  service  contract  for  an  in- 
dividually enrolled  family  costs  about 
$200  a  year.  (Nongroup  enrollments 
are  accepted  periodically). 

Premiums  of  the  insurance-com- 
pany policies  depend  on  the  number 
of  family  members,  the  age  and  sex  of 
the  applicant,  and  the  coverage  de- 
sired. A  typical  policy  for  a  man  and 
wife  (both  age  40)  and  two  children 
provides  $25  to  $30  daily  for  room 
and  board,  plus  miscellaneous  hos- 
pital expenses  up  to  $300;  premiums 
run  from  $250  to  $300  annually. 
Other  policies  in  the  same  price  range 
provide  that  the  family  pays  the  first 
$100  in  hospital  bills;  the  company 
pays  80  per  cent  of  the  rest  up  to 
$1,000  per  hospitalization.  Benefit 
periods  for  these  policies  range  from 
100  to  500  days. 

Surgical  and  doctor's  expense 
insurance  is  usually  available  only 
in  combination  with  a  hospital-ex- 
pense policy;  it  helps  pay  the  sur- 
geon's fee  and,  with  some  exceptions 
and  limitations,  for  related  doctors' 
visits.  In  many  cases,  this  insurance 
does  not  pay  the  full  fees  actually 
charged— so  you  pay  the  difference 
out  of  your  own  pocket.  Family  pre- 
mium rates  vary  widely  but  average 
from  $50  to  $80  a  year. 

Major-medical  insurance,  the 
fastest-growing  type  in  the  health 
field,  covers  virtually  every  kind  of 


medical  treatment  both  in  and  out  of 
a  hospital.  "Major  medical"  is  not 
designed  to  cover  minor,  routine  ill- 
nesses. Its  purpose  is  to  protect  your 
family  against  really  big  expenses  re- 
sulting from  a  prolonged  serious  ill- 
ness or  accident.  It  pays  only  a  cer- 
tain percentage  of  your  bill  above  the 
so-called  "deductible"  amount.  You 
(or  other  policies)  pay  the  rest. 

A  typical  major-medical  policy — 
with  a  $300  deductible  and  75  to  80 
per  cent  payment  beyond  that 
amount  up  to  a  maximum  of  $5,000 — 
costs  a  40-year-old  couple  with  two 
children  $170  tc  $220  a  year.  With  a 
$500  deductible  but  a  maximum  of 
$10,000,  the  range  is  $114  to  $180. 

"Panel"  or  prepaid  group  prac  - 
tice  plans  provide  virtually  un- 
limited medical,  surgical,  and  special- 
ist treatment,  in  or  out  of  a  hospital, 
for  anything  from  a  cold  to  cancer 
surgery.  These  plans— available  pri- 
marily in  big  metropolitan  areas- 
encourage  preventive  care,  and 
therefore  cover  diagnosis  and  obser- 
vation. The  only  limitation  is  that 
you  must  choose  doctors  from  a  spe- 
cial panel  of  family  physicians  and 
qualified  specialists.  Typical  cost  for 
a  family  (with  any  number  of  chil- 
dren) is  from  $180  to  $350  a  year. 

Loss -of -income  (disability)  in- 
surance—often overlooked  in  fam- 
ily health  insurance  programs— is  de- 
signed for  families  whose  income 
would  be  cut  off  or  greatly  reduced  if 
the  head-of-family  were  sick  or  dis- 
abled. The  insurance  provides  weekly 
or  monthly  cash  benefits  equal  to  as 
much  as  75  per  cent  of  earnings,  but 
generally  not  more  than  $800  a 
month  on  noncancellable  policies. 
These  benefits  are  also  tax-free. 

Some  policies  pay  off  from  the  first 
day  you  are  unable  to  work.  Others 
have  waiting  periods  (to  eliminate 
claims  for  minor  ailments)  ranging 
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from  a  week  to  90  days  or  more  be- 
fore you  start  collecting.  The  benefits 
are  payable  for  whatever  maximum 
period  you  choose  when  you  buy  the 
policy — from  as  little  as  three  months 
all  the  way  to  lifetime.  Naturally,  the 
longer  the  waiting  period  and  the 
shorter  the  pay-off  period,  the  lower 
the  cost  of  the  policy.  If  bought  at 
age  40,  a  policy  paying  $200  a  month 
for  up  to  two  years  after  a  14-day 
waiting  period  costs  $74  to  $89  a 
year;  for  a  benefit  period  up  to  five 
years,  premiums  range  from  $118  to 
$140.  The  lower-priced  policies,  how- 
ever, may  be  cancellable  by  the  com- 
pany, and  sometimes  pay  only  if 
you're  confined  to  hospital  or  home 
or  can't  work  at  any  job. 

What  kind  of  health  insurance 
is  best  for  you?  Most  families 
should  have  some  good  hospital  and 
surgical  insurance.  Then,  to  guard 
against  the  financial  catastrophe  of  a 
serious  illness  or  accident,  you  should 
consider  supplementing  that  basic 
coverage  with  a  major  medical  policy. 

However,  if  you  feel  you  can  ab- 
sorb the  first  $300  or  $500  of  any 
medical  expense,  a  high-deductible 
major-medical  policy  may  be  the 
only  coverage  you  need.  Remember 
that  the  deductible  applies  separate- 
ly to  each  member,  not  to  your  family 
as  a  whole. 

To  decide  about  loss-of-income 
protection,  balance  your  family  liv- 
ing expenses  against  any  workmen's 
compensation  and  company  or  union 
benefits  to  which  you  may  be  en- 
titled if  disabled.  Remember,  too, 
that  even  if  under  65  you  may  be 
eligible  for  up  to  $254  in  monthly 
tax-free  Social  Security  benefits — 
provided  you  are  disabled  for  six 
months  and  it  is  unlikely  you  will 
ever  be  able  to  work  again.  Then  you 
can  estimate  how  much  insurance  is 
needed  to  close  the  gap  between  your 
possible  loss  of  income  and  your 
future  needs. 

A  key  point  to  check  with  any  pol- 
icy is  its  renewability.  Generally  with 
the  nonprofit  plans,  your  coverage 
continues  year  after  year  as  long  as 
you  pay  your  premiums.  Moreover, 
your  premiums  remain  the  same  un- 
less they  are  raised  for  everyone 
getting  the  same  type  of  coverage. 

Most  group  policies  offered  by 
private  insurance  companies  also  re- 


main in  effect  as  long  as  you  remain 
with  the  group,  no  matter  how  bad 
your  health  becomes.  But  be  sure  you 
know  what  will  happen  to  your  in- 
surance if  you  leave  the  group.  In 
many  cases,  you  can  then  get  similar 
individual  coverage  (but  at  a  higher 
premium]  from  the  insurance  com- 
pany, regardless  of  your  state  of 
health.  This  is  indicated  by  a  conver- 
sion privilege  in  the  policy. 

If  you  buy  an  individual  policy 
from  an  insurance  company,  make 
sure  it  is  guaranteed  renewable  to  at 
least  age  65  or  (preferably)  for  life. 
Naturally,  such  policies  cost  more 
than  those  which  are  cancellable,  but 
their  premiums  can  be  raised  only 
for  an  entire  class  of  policyholders, 
not  for  any  one  person. 

Whatever  the  policy,  be  sure  you 
know  what  it  covers  and  what  it  ex- 
cludes. (Maternity  benefits  are  a  good 
example.)  Certain  diseases  or  condi- 
tions may  not  be  covered  at  all,  and 
only  limited  benefits  may  be  paid  on 
others.  Pre-existing  conditions  are 
generally  not  covered,  but  coverage 
often  is  available  with  payment  of 
an  added  premium. 

Special  medical -expense  poli- 
cies are  offered  to  cover  specific  dis- 
eases (such  as  cancer  or  polio ) ,  special 
hazards  (hunting,  football,  skiing, 
travel  in  general),  and  congenital  con- 
ditions (the  latter  insures  a  mother 
and  unborn  child  against  the  expense 
of  treating  a  congenital  condition 
found  in  the  child).  These  policies 
are  sold  separately  or  as  endorse- 
ments to  policies  already  described. 

While  many  of  these  eventualities 
may  already  be  covered  in  full  or  in 
part,  you  may  want  the  extra  policy 
to  supplement  the  maximum  benefits 
allowed.  For  example,  you  may  feel 
you  are  susceptible  to  a  specific  dis- 
ease such  as  cancer  because  of  your 
heredity  or  smoking  habits. 

Dental  insurance  is  generally 
available  today  only  through  com- 
pany and  union  group  programs,  al- 
though some  companies  now  offer 
dental  coverage  as  an  endorsement 
on  individual  policies.  Covered  is 
practically  any  dental  treatment,  in- 
cluding routine  examinations,  clean- 
ings, fillings,  oral  surgery,  dentures, 
bridgework,  treatment  of  gum  dis- 
eases, inlays  and  crowns,  root  canal 
therapy,  and  orthodontics.  Pre-exist- 


ing conditions  are  covered,  too. 

Premiums  vary  greatly  according 
to  the  insurer,  the  composition  and 
size  of  the  insured  group  (in  some 
places,  as  few  as  ten  or  twenty  per- 
sons can  be  covered  ,  and  the  bene- 
fits provided.  Costs  range  from  $18  to 
$50  a  year  for  single  persons  and 
from  $80  to  $190  for  families.  Part 
or  all  of  the  cost  is  often  paid  by  the 
employer  or  union.  I 

Health  insurance  for  older 
persons  is  often  more  expensive 
and  benefits  more  limited  than  for 
younger  people.  The  best  policies, 
naturally,  are  available  to  applicants 
in  good  health.  (This  is  one  good  rea- 
son for  getting  a  guaranteed-renew- 
able-for-life  policy  at  an  early  age.) 

The  nonprofit  plans  now  accept  a 
limited  number  of  older  persons  in 
some  localities  during  specified  enroll- 
ment periods.  A  medical  exam  is  not 
required,  but  a  questionnaire  has  to 
be  filled  out  indicating  the  appli- 
cant's medical  history.  Pre-existing 
conditions  are  not  eligible  for  bene- 
fits during  a  specified  waiting  period. 
A  typical  combination  hospital-sur- 
gical policy  in  New  York  City  costs  a 
senior  citizen  about  $170  a  year  and 
covers,  among  other  things,  the  ex- 
penses of  a  21-day  hospital  stay. 

Private  (insurance  company)  hos- 
pital-surgical plans,  almost  non- 
existent for  older  persons  a  few  years 
ago,  are  now  rather  widely  available. 
One  of  the  most  popular,  with  no 
health  requirement,  pays  up  to  $10  a 
day  for  31  days  on  any  one  disability, 
plus  up  to  $100  for  miscellaneous 
hospital  expenses,  and  a  maximum  of 
$200  in  surgical  benefits.  The  pre- 
miums come  to  $96  a  year  for  anyone 
over  65.  Other  such  plans,  some  pro- 
viding for  a  limited  number  of  doctor 
calls  and  nursing  home  benefits, 
range  from  $78  to  $108  annually. 

Older  persons  who  prove  they  are 
in  good  health  can  get  a  policy  pay- 
ing up  to  $30  daily  toward  room  and 
board  for  90  days  on  any  one  disabili- 
ty, plus  up  to  $1,000  in  miscellaneous 
hospital  bills  and  $600  surgical  ex- 
pense. Annual  premium  at  age  65 
averages  about  $165. 

Also  advisable  for  senior  citizens 
are  major-medical  "extended  cover- 
ages" that  provide  up  to  $10,000  for 
lifetime  medical  expenses,  with  an- 
nual premiums  averaging  $133.

IS  JOINT   OWNERSHIP  ADVISAB 
FOR  YOUR  HOME  AND  CAR? 

Joint  ownership  of  a  home  is  usually  advantageous,  b 
your  car  it  may  not  be.  There  are  at  least  two  ad  van 
joint  ownership  of  a  home.  If  the  husband  or  wife  sho 
the  survivor  gets  more  or  less  automatic  ownership  of 
tire  property.  This  avoids  any  costly  or  drawn-out 
arguments  over  the  question  of  ownership. 

Also,  if  the  husband  runs  into  severe  financial  setback 
even  bankruptcy  in  his  business,  his  creditors  can't  take 
his  home  to  satisfy  judgments.  That's  because  the  hoi 
not  his  alone,  but  belongs  jointly  to  his  wife  and  hi 

One  warning:  Joint  ownership  is  no  substitute  for  pr 
estate-planning.  In  particular,  it  should  not  lead  a  husl 
and  wife  to  put  off  making  out  professionally  drawn 

Here's  the  kind  of  trouble  you  can  get  into.  Say  a  h 
and  wife  own  their  home  jointly.  They  have  no  children 
the  husband  has  an  aged  mother,  and  the  wife  has  twc 
ters  living.  The  husband  dies  unexpectedly,  and  a  short 
later  the  wife  dies  without  having  made  out  a  will.  Sine* 
joint  property  was  entirely  the  wife's  at  death,  under  i 
state  laws  it  would  go  to  her  sisters.  More  than  likely, 
husband  and  wife  would  have  wanted  to  care  for  the 
band's  mother,  but  she  is  left  out. 

As  for  the  family  car,  many  lawyers  recommend  owner 
should  be  in  the  name  of  the  person  with  the  fewest  asse 
usually  the  wife.  If  the  car  is  involved  in  an  accident 
owner  may  be  held  liable  for  any  excess  damages  not  cov 
by  auto  insurance.  If  the  wife  is  sole  owner  and  she  has 
other  assets,  little  could  be  collected  in  such  a  suit.  Or 
other  hand,  if  the  car  is  jointly  owned  by  husband  and 
the  assets  of  both  would  be  subject  to  such  claims.

•  Never  run  the  risk  of  signing  a  blank  check;  if  you  lojj 
anyone  who  found  it  could  fill  it  in  and  cash  it. 

•  Make  checks  out  to  "order,"  "cash,"  or  "bearer" 
when  necessary,  because  here  again,  if  such  a  check  wenl 
or  got  into  the  wrong  hands,  the  holder  would  hav| 
trouble  cashing  it. 

•  Remember  to  endorse  all  checks  you  deposit  or  cash.l 

•  Always  use  the  same  check  signature  you  furnishecf 
bank  when  opening  your  account. 

•  Make  certain  that  the  amount  in  words  is  the  same  al 
amount  in  figures;  when  they're  different,  the  spelle<l 
amount  is  considered  correct.  Also,  to  guard  against  al| 
tions,  put  the  figure  right  next  to  the  dollar  sign;  and 
the  written  amount  as  close  as  possible  to  the  left  ma|i 
filling  the  unused  space  with  a  line.

You  get  undercover  storage  for  portable  electric 
tools,  a  board  for  hand  tools,  and  some  wood  scrap 
storage— right  where  you  need  it. 


Top  left:  Here's  a  bench-toolboard  arrangement 
that  really  works.  The  sturdy  bench  is  ready  for 
anything.  Drawers  under  the  bench  top  store 
smaller  hand  tools  while  the  toolboard  with  its 
cabinet  takes  charge  of  other  hand  and  power  tools 
and  keeps  them  right  at  eye  level. 

The  wood  grid  under  the  bench  holds  lots  of 
scrap  wood,  ready  to  use,  but  out  of  the  way.

Bottom  left:  With  a  lumber  rack  like  this,  you  can 
keep  all  your  building  materials  ready  at  hand, 
sorted,  and  easy  to  get  at.  Long  dimension  lumber 
goes  on  the  upper  racks,  plywood  and  other  sheet 
material  stands  in  the  lower  section.  All  the  little 
scrap  has  a  place,  too. 

And,  everything  is  up  off  the  damp  floor,  ar- 
ranged so  you  needn't  even  bend  over  to  get  it!

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HOW  TO 

GET  THE  MOST 

HEAT  FOR 

YOUR  MONEY 

Before  the  first  frigid  day  of  winter  arrives, 
your  heating  system  should  be  in  its  best  form. 
Besides  giving  you  a  more  comfortable  house, 
an  efficient  heating  system  cuts  down  on  fuel 
expenses— and  on  unnecessary  repair  calls. 

To  get  this  efficiency,  you  should  follow 
three  basic  steps  to  better  heating:  winterizing 
the  house  and  its  heating  system;  inspecting 
and  adjusting  the  burner  and  controls;  setting 
up  heat-saving  habits  for  your  family.  You'll 
find  you  can  do  many  of  these  jobs  yourself; 
others  will  require  a  competent  serviceman. 
Even  if  you  don't  have  the  time  to  do  any  of 
these  jobs,  you  still  should  know  what  to  ex- 
pect from  the  professional  you  call. 

JOBS  YOU  CAN  DO 

Winterizing  the  house.  In  cold  weather,  air  leak- 
age means  higher  fuel  bills— without  much  comfort 
either.  To  prevent  this,  follow  these  steps: 

•  Remove  your  window  air  conditioner  if  possible. 
Even  with  a  winter  cover  on  it,  the  air  conditioner 
will  conduct  the  cold  through  its  metal  case,  chilling 
the  room  inside. 

Install  tight-fitting  storm  sash  and  storm  doors. 
This  will  save  you  many  dollars.  More  heat  is  lost 
through  the  doors  and  windows  than  through  any 
other  part  of  your  house,  and  well-fitted  storm  sash 
will  cut  that  heat  loss  up  to  50  per  cent.  Tightening 
loose  sash  will  save  up  to  33  per  cent,  and  just  weath- 
erstripping  windows  without  storm  sash  will  reduce 
the  heat  loss  by  about  one  third. 

•  Check  the  depth  of  insulation  between  ceiling 
joists  in  the  attic.  You'll  need  at  least  a  6-inch  layer 
to  stop  heat  from  escaping  upwards. 

•  Calk  all  outside  openings  and  cracks,  especially 
around  the  doors  and  windows. 

•  Install  an  electric  snow-melting  cable  along  the 
roof  eaves.  This  will  keep  water  from  backing  up  un- 
der the  shingles  when  the  gutters  are  frozen  over. 
Winterizing  the  heating  system 

•  You  should  never  attempt  to  clean  or  adjust  the 
controls  on  the  furnace  or  boiler.  However,  you  can 
clean  the  contacts  on  an  open-contact  thermostat. 
Get  a  piece  of  thin  hard-surfaced  cardboard  (like  a 
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calling  card)  and  insert  it  between  the  contacts  with 
the  indicator  set  at  the  top  of  the  scale.  Then  gently 
move  the  cardboard  back  and  forth  a  few  times. 
Glass-enclosed  contacts  require  no  cleaning. 

•  See  if  the  burner  will  start  promptly  by  raising  the 
thermostat  setting.  If  a  gas  burner  does  not  start 
right  off,  remove  the  access  panel  from  the  furnace 
front  so  you  can  see  the  pilot  light  through  the  burner 
opening.  If  it  is  out,  you  can  light  it  yourself  only  if 
lighting  instructions  are  permanently  mounted  on  the 
furnace.  Follow  the  instructions  closely  and  keep 
your  hands  away  from  the  burner  by  using  a  taper 
or  matchholder— never  a  match — to  light  it.  If  you 
can't  get  the  pilot  light  going,  let  a  serviceman  do  it. 

For  a  balky  oil  burner,  first  check  your  oil  supply. 
If  your  oil  tank  has  no  gauge,  measure  the  oil  with  a 
weighted  string  or  a  long,  thin  strip  of  wood.  Then 
see  that  the  burner  fuse  (in  the  electric  fuse  center)  is 
good;  it  should  be  screwed  in  tightly,  and  the  electric 
switch  for  the  burner  (either  on  the  furnace  or  at  the 
head  of  the  cellar  stairs)  should  be  turned  on.  Finally, 
if  your  burner  has  a  "recycle  button"  on  the  control 
box— located  either  on  the  burner  or  on  the  smoke 
pipe— press  the  button  once.  Then  if  the  burner 
doesn't  start,  call  a  serviceman. 
Warm-air  systems  only 

First  turn  off  the  electric  switch  to  the  furnace. 
Remove  the  blower  compartment  access  panel  and: 

•  After  testing  the  burner,  lubricate  the  motor  and 
blower  bearings.  Check  your  instructions  to  find  out 
whether  your  unit  uses  oil  or  grease,  and  add  only 
high-grade  lubricants.  If  you're  adding  oil,  just  place 
a  few  drops  in  the  recommended  spots— don't  flood 
the  motor  or  bearings  with  oil. 

•  Check  the  belt  connecting  motor  and  blower.  If  it 
is  frayed,  cracked,  or  even  worn-looking,  replace  it. 

•  Look  over  the  furnace  filters.  Replaceable  filters 
that  are  clogged  should  be  replaced ;  permanent  filters 
can  be  removed  and  cleaned  with  a  stream  of  hot 
water.  Install  new  or  cleaned  filters  with  the  arrows 
on  the  frames  pointing  in  the  direction  of  the  air  flow. 

•  If  your  unit  includes  an  electronic  air  cleaner, 
clean  the  cell  component. 

•  Check  and  clean  the  humidifier.  The  plates  of  a 
plate-type  evaporator  humidifier  should  be  replaced. 
Any  evaporator  pans  should  be  cleaned  of  lime. 
Other  types  of  humidifiers  should  be  cleaned  and  ad- 
justed as  shown  in  the  manufacturer's  instructions. 
Hydronic  and  steam  systems  only 

•  Open  the  drain  valve  on  the  base  of  the  boiler  and

let  water  run  through  until  it  is  clean;  this 
will  remove  any  sludge.  Then  refill  boiler  to 
the  mark  on  the  water  scale  (steam)  or  alti- 
tude gauge  (hot  water). 

•  Vent  the  air  from  hot  water  radiators  by 
opening  the  vent  valve  on  each  radiator  unit 
until  water  begins  to  run  out;  then  close  each 
of  the  valves  firmly. 

•  Lubricate  the  bearing  on  the  water-circu- 
lating pump. 

•  Remove  soot  and  scale  from  the  walls  of 
the  boiler  firebox  and  flue  outlets.  For  this 
job,  use  a  stiff-bristle  or  wire  brush,  prefer- 
ably with  a  long  handle.  This  simple  step 
can  save  you  as  much  as  ten  per  cent  on  your 
fuel  consumption. 

JOBS  FOR  THE  SERVICEMAN 

Once  you  have  checked  your  heating  unit  for 
major  flaws  and  finished  up  your  mainte- 
nance, have  a  furnace  serviceman  stop  by. 
He'll  make  the  technical  adjustments  needed 
to  put  your  heating  system  in  top  form.  And 
even  though  you  won't  be  doing  the  work 
yourself,  you  should  know  exactly  what  to 
expect  from  him,  since  his  adjustments  can 
cut  many  dollars  from  your  fuel  bill. 
Gas  burner  adjustments  and  checks. 
Your  serviceman  should: 

•  Check  and  adjust  the  pilot  flame  and  the 
related  safety  controls. 

•  Check  all  other  burner  controls  for  proper 
functioning. 

•  Test  for  carbon  monoxide  in  the  flue  gases. 
It  should  not  exceed  .04  per  cent. 

Oil  burner  adjustments  and  checks. 
Your  serviceman  should: 

•  Check  the  ignition  electrodes. 

•  Inspect  the  oil  pump,  and  clean  or  replace 
the  filter  and  strainer  in  the  soil  supply  line. 

•  Clean  or  replace  the  oil  nozzle. 

•  Check  the  burner  efficiency.  This  includes 
measuring  the  temperature  of  the  flue  pipe 
gases  and  testing  for  the  percentage  of  carbon 
dioxide  present.  These  two  tests  will  tell  the 
repairman  what  percentage  of  the  heating  oil 
is  not  being  burned  completely.  Generally,  a 
flue  pipe  temperature  of  600  degrees  and  a 
carbon  dioxide  rating  of  between  10  to  14  per 
cent  indicate  your  furnace  is  doing  its  job 
well.  A  correctly  adjusted  burner  can  mean  a 
10  to  15  per  cent  increase  in  heat  from  the 
same  amount  of  fuel. 

Boiler  adjustments  (steam  or  hydron- 
ic).  The  serviceman  should: 

•  Check  the  air  cushion  in  the  expansion 
tank  of  hot  water  systems.  If  filled  with  wa- 
ter, the  air  cushion  won't  control  the  expan- 
sion of  the  heated  water. 
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•  Check  the  safety  valve  on  steam  boilers 
and  the  pressure  relief  valve  on  a  hydronic 
boiler  system. 

•  Blow  down  a  steam  boiler  to  remove  stub- 
born sludge  deposits. 

•  Adjust  thermostat  to  operate  burner  four 
to  six  times  an  hour  in  cold  weather.  This 
will  create  a  continuous  heat  flow,  rather 
than  an  off-on  type  of  heat. 

HEAT-SAVING  HABITS 

Even  the  finest  heating  system  can't  do  its 
best  without  a  little  help  from  you  and  your 
family.  Below  are  some  tips  that  will  make 
your  house  more  comfortable — and  help  save 
fuel  dollars  at  the  same  time. 

•  Avoid  using  the  fireplace  in  very  cold 
weather.  Along  with  the  smoke,  much  warm 
air  rushes  up  the  chimney— and  the  air  that 
replaces  it  must  be  heated. 

•  Keep  the  fireplace  damper  closed  firmly 
when  it  isn't  being  used. 

•  Don't  block  warm-air  registers  or  radiators 
with  furniture.  This  keeps  the  heated  air 
from  circulating  properly. 

•  On  extremely  cold  nights,  close  window 
shades.  This  keeps  cold  glass  areas  from  chill- 
ing the  room  air;  check  periodically  to  see 
that  heavy  frost  doesn't  form  on  the  glass. 

•  If  you  like  to  sleep  with  a  window  open, 
save  fuel  by  closing  the  hot-air  vent,  and 
placing  a  rug  over  the  return-air  register. 
This  keeps  the  cold  outdoor  air  from  chilling 
the  whole  house. 

•  Don't  expect  to  save  much  by  turning 
down  the  thermostat  at  night;  often  your 
furnace  works  much  harder  the  next  morning 
trying  to  boost  the  temperature  to  normal. 

•  Indoor  humidity  is  important  to  comfort, 
but  the  house— not  you— will  decide  how 
high  it  can  be.  When  frost  and  water  collect 
on  the  window  panes,  the  limit  has  been 
reached— the  humidity  should  be  no  higher. 

•  Operate  the  furnace  blower  continuously 
during  the  coldest  heating  months.  This  costs 
just  slightly  more  than  the  usual  on-off  op- 
eration, but  it  distributes  your  heat  evenly 
throughout  the  whole  house. 

•  Be  sure  your  furnace  or  boiler  gets  ade- 
quate outdoor  air  to  burn  the  fuel.  If  you 
notice  a  "burning"  smell  around  the  furnace, 
open  one  of  the  basement  windows  slightly 
to  see  if  the  odor  disappears.  If  it  does,  keep 
the  window  open  a  crack. 

•  Don't  adjust  the  controls  more  than  abso- 
lutely necessary.  Find  the  setting  that  satis- 
fies most  of  your  family  and  leave  it  there. 
When  you  change  the  setting  often,  you  put 
an  unnecessary  work  load  on  the  furnace.

These  car-starting  difficulties  oc- 
curred most  frequently  during  the  winter  months.  You 
can  greatly  reduce  your  chance  of  becoming  a  starting- 
failure  statistic  this  year  by  having  the  following  parts  of 
your  car  properly  prepared  for  winter— NOW. 


1.  Electrical 

2.  Cooling  system 

3.  Lubrication 

4.  Brakes  and  tires 


5.  Exhaust 

6.  Fuel  system 

7.  Heater  system 

8.  Chassis 


Electrical.  Of  the  33  million  car-starting  failures,  46 
per  cent  were  due  to  battery,  starter,  ignition,  or  other 
electrical  malfunctions. 

Have  the  battery  checked  to  see  if  it  can  take— and 
hold— a  full  charge.  If  not,  replace  it.  Check  all  battery 
and  ignition  wires  and  replace  any  that  are  cracked, 
rotted,  frayed,  or  corroded.  All  battery  connections 
should  be  clean  and  tight.  A  battery-saving  tip;  in  freez- 
ing weather,  don't  add  water  to  the  battery  unless  you 
plan  to  drive  several  miles  before  letting  the  car  set. 
Freshly  added  water,  unless  thoroughly  mixed  with  elec- 
trolyte in  the  battery,  will  freeze  and  ruin  the  battery. 

Replace  distributor  points  if  needed;  and  for  maximum 
life,  replace  the  condenser  at  the  same  time.  The  spark 
plugs  should  be  cleaned,  adjusted,  tested,  and  checked 
for  cracked  insulators. 

If  you  have  trouble  keeping  the  battery  charged,  it 
could  be  a  faulty  voltage  regulator  or  worn  generator 
brushes.  A  slipping  or  worn  fan  belt  can  also  cause  im- 
proper charging  so  check  carefully  for  defects  and  if 
okay,  adjust  for  proper  tension. 

If  the  car  is  over  two  years  old,  have  the  starter  tested 
to  be  sure  it's  not  overdrawing  current  from  the  battery. 
Usually  all  that  is  needed  is  a  cleaned  armature  commu- 
tator or  new  brushes. 

Cooling  system.  Have  it  cleaned,  hoses  inspected, 
and  anti-freeze  put  in.  You'll  have  to  get  anti-freeze 
sometime— why  not  get  it  in  early  to  avoid  the  service 
station  jam  the  first  cold  day  and  the  possibility  of  serious 
damage  from  a  freeze-up?  Be  sure  the  anti-freeze  you  buy 
contains  a  rust  inhibitor.  Have  the  thermostats  checked 
and  if  low-temperature  or  defective,  replace  with  a  high- 
temperature  unit  for  maximum  heater  function.  (Use 
low-temperature  if  you  plan  to  use  alcohol  base  anti- 
freeze.) It  is  a  wise  idea  to  have  the  cylinder  head  bolts 
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checked  for  torque  every  two  or  three  years.  T 
vents  loss  of  anti-freeze  and  leakage  into  the  com 
chamber  which  can  cause  extensive  damage. 

Lubrication.  Change  to  the  weight  lubricants 
ommended  for  your  locality  (check  your  owner's  manui 
These  may  include  not  only  the  engine  oil,  but  also  tra 
mission  and  differential  lubricants.  Heavy,  warm-weal] 
lubricants,  which  have  a  honey-like  consistency 
cold,  put  an  extra  load  on  the  starter  and  cause 
essary  wear  on  vital  moving  parts. 

Change  oil  regularly.  If  all  or  most  of  your  dri 
short-haul,  motor  oil  should  be  changed  more  frequei 
Follow  the  recommendations  in  your  owner's  man 

Brakes.  Have  the  entire  brake  system  checked.  S 
mer  driving  can  leave  brakes  in  poor  condition  for  wii 
use.  It's  very  important  that  the  adjustment  be  chec 
carefully  so  that  all  four  wheels  take  hold  at  the  & 
time.  If  not,  the  first  brake  application  on  a  slick  surt 
could  be  an  exciting  one. 

Tires.  Proper  tire  inflation  is  as  important  in  the  \ 
ter  as  summer.  Under-inflated  tires  will  not  incn 
braking  traction  on  a  slick  surface.  Tests  have  sh» 
that  a  low  tire  has  a  tendency  to  "float"  on  a  slick  surf 
and  affords  less  traction  than  a  properly  inflated  tin 
you  plan  to  use  snow  tires  this  winter,  have  them  pu 
before  the  first  snow  to  avoid  the  usual  line-up  at 
service  station  the  day  of  the  first  storm.  You'll  usu 
make  a  better  buy  on  snow  tires  by  buying  early  at 
season  sale  prices.  If  you  plan  to  use  chains,  dig  them 
now  and  make  any  needed  repairs. 

Exhaust  system.  Winter  driving  means  a  great 
centage  of  driving  in  a  closed  car.  Insist  on  a  thon 
search  for  exhaust  leaks  and  replace  any  part  that  If 
or  shows  any  indications  of  giving  out  soon.  Carbon  n 
oxide  can't  be  tasted,  smelled,  or  seen.  It  doesn't  i 
much— only  8  parts  to  10,000  parts  of  air  can  be  fats) 

Fuel  system.  Moisture  in  the  gas  tank  can  freeze 
shut  off  the  gas  flow.  You  can  lessen  the  possibili 
using  quality  gas,  adding  a  deicer  to  the  fuel  system 
casionally,  and  keeping  the  tank  as  full  as  possible  to 
sen  chance  for  condensation.  Have  the  carburetor 
automatic  choke  checked  and  adjusted.  The  mani 
heater  valve  should  be  serviced— if  rusted  tight,  it 
cause  improper  fuel-air  mixture. 

Heater  system.  Turn  on  heater  and  check  all  f 
tions  for  proper  operation.  Be  sure  all  fuses  or  cii 
breakers  work,  and  thermostat  valves  and  air  dam 
function.  And  by  all  means  check  the  defroster— p 
ably  one  of  the  most  important  single  items  in  wi 
preparation.  If  it  doesn't  work,  you  don't  see. 

Chassis.  Have  chassis  lubrication  taken  care  c 
outlined  in  the  owner's  manual.

First,  assume  that  he  will  never  do  the  right  thing, 
predictable  thing.

Obviously,  you  can't  be  a  mind  reader.  But  you  canl 
smart  by  knowing  certain  signs  to  watch  for  and  traffic 
tions  to  anticipate.

If  you  will  learn  to  recognize  the  following  situatio 
act  accordingly,  you  may  one  day  find  you've  gained 
life-saving  seconds  when  that  driver  ahead  does  the  | 
or  unexpected  thing.

—The  car  has  just  pulled  up  to  the  curb.  Will  the

Here's  what  to  do  about  any  of  these  situation^ 
down,  honk  the  horn,  pull  slightly  to  the  left  if  traffic  j 
then  pass  warily. 

The  cars  ahead.  Notice  we  said  "cars."  If  you're 
tomed  to  watching  only  the  car  ahead,  then  you  hav< 
habit.  You  should  do  as  policemen  do — watch  all  traffi 
ahead  as  you  can  see,  and  react  immediately  to

—The  car  that  is  following  an  unsteady  course, 
driver  drunk,  sleepy,  preoccupied,  sick?  Or  is  it  an 
with  steering  problems?  No  matter— don't  try  to  psl 
stead,  slow  down,  tap  the  horn  a  couple  of  times,  and  (!

'pbrtant  consideration  for  a  family  with  young  children 
the  rear  seat(s)  upright,  the  wagon  will  seat  up  to  nine 
sengers,  depending  upon  the  make  and  series.  With  the 
seat(s)  dropped  to  create  a  flat  floor,  a  play  pen  can 
stalled;  air  mattresses  or  blankets  can  be  used  to  pn 
beds  for  children  (or  adults)  on  weekend  trips  or  outin; 

The  price  of  the  station  wagon  is  slightly  higher  than 
of  the  four-door  sedan  in  the  same  series.  The  differeno 
range  from  $260  to  $727  depending  upon  the  series 
equipment.  However,  the  wagon  retains  a  proportio: 
higher  resale  or  trade-in  value  than  does  the  sedan 

The   higher  prices  are  easily  explained.   Manufac 
know  that  motorists  are  bound  to  carry  heavier  loads 
wagon;  thus,  larger  (and  more  expensive)  tires  are  stan 
equipment.  The  installation  of  more  sheet  metal  and 
shoves  labor  and  materials  costs  upward  and  accounts  f(| 
additional  122  to  395  pounds  of  weight.  Second  and 
seat  fold-down  mechanisms  are  more  expensive  to  proj 
and  install.  The  wragon's  tailgate  construction  is  more  c> 
than  the  trunk  lid  of  a  sedan  and  more  devices  are  avail 
such  as  the  electric  rear  window  regulator.  More  intj 
paneling,  carpeting,  and  upholstery  are  used,  and  a  1 
headliner  (ceiling  cover)  is  needed. 

Because  of  its  heavier  weight,  the  wagon  inevitably 
sumes  more  fuel— thus  operating  expenses  will  be  slij 
higher.  And  because  of  more  intricate  construction,  a  w 
may  develop  rattles  sooner  than  the  sedan. 

A  disadvantage  claimed  by  some  users  is  that  muc 
one's  traveling  paraphernalia  in  a  wagon  is  exposed  to  p 
view,  and  is  an  open  invitation  to  theft. 

A  station  wagon  may  not  handle  quite  as  well  as  a  sed 
the  same  class  and  series.  The  larger  side  surfaces  and  he 
weight  have  a  tendency  to  create  more  sway  in  crossv 
and  on  curves. 

The  wagon  costs  more  to  buy  and  operate  than  a  s 
does.

WHEN  SHOULD  YOU  HAVE 
ANOTHER  DOCTOR'S  OPINION? 


By  Gordon  G.  Greer 

Each  of  the  following  situations  calls  for  a 
second  physician: 

►  For  some  reason — and  the  fault  may  be 
yours  or  his  or  a  combination  of  both — you 
have  come  to  dislike  your  present  doctor  or 
you've  lost  your  confidence  in  him.  Both  of 
you  will  be  happier  if  you  replace  him  with 
someone  else.  Make  the  parting  polite  but 
complete.  Explain  to  both  doctors  the  reasons 
for  your  change.  Then  request  the  transfer 
of  your  medical  records  from  the  first  phy- 
sician to  the  second. 

►  Your  doctor  feels  the  need  of  discussing 
your  case  with  one  or  more  of  his  colleagues, 
usually  as  a  means  of  testing  his  conclusions 
about  diagnosis  or  treatment.  Never  should 
a  doctor's  request  for  consultation  be  re- 
garded as  a  sign  of  weakness;  rather,  he  is 
making  an  additional  effort  to  minimize  the 
chance  of  error.  Indeed,  when  serious  sur- 
gery is  scheduled— the  amputation  of  a  limb, 
for  example,  or  the  removal  of  an  eye— some 
hospital  rules  demand  a  consultation  with  ap- 
propriate specialists.  At  no  time  during  this 
type  of  procedure  are  you  out  of  your  own 
doctor's  care;  he  retains  full  command  of  your 
case.  The  consultant  is  only  his  advisor. 

►  You  yourself  have  distressing  doubts  about 
some  particular  aspect  of  your  case  and  would 
like  another  doctor's  opinion.  Your  own 
physician  may  be  rightly  convinced  that  a 
consultation  is  unnecessary,  but  he  also  real- 
izes it  can  give  you  reassurance,  so  he  usually 
goes  along  with  your  wishes.  Typically,  he'll 
draw  up  a  list  of  consultants,  discuss  the 
qualifications  of  each,  then  secure  one  on 
your  behalf —again  to  give  counsel,  not  treat- 
ment. Even  if  your  doctor  attempts  to  dis- 
suade you  from  calling  in  another  physician 
—  perhaps  for  reasons  of  economy,  since 
health  insurance  rarely  pays  consultants — 
he  is  bound  to  abide  by  your  verdict.  It  is 
your  health,  your  money,  and  therefore  your 
choice.  Nor  will  any  good  doctor  resent  your 
decision  if  you  overrule  his  advice. 

►  Your  own  doctor  lacks  some  specialized 
training  required  for  the  treatment  of  your 
illness.  Let's  assume,  to  take  an  obvious  ex- 
ample, that  he  finds  a  dangerous  cardiac 
condition  that  calls  for  surgical  correction. 
He  is  not  a  heart  surgeon  himself.  He  there- 
fore "refers"  you  to  a  cardiac  surgeon,  se- 
lected with  your  approval,  and  gives  this 
specialist  full  authority  over  the  surgical  as- 
pects  of   your   case.    Otherwise,    your   first 
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doctor— the  "attending  physician"- 
in  full  command  of  your  treatment,  both 
fore  and  after  surgery.  Referrals  are  covt 
by  health  insurance  issued  by  a  numbei 
companies. 

Regardless  of  what  your  reason  may  be 
approaching  a  second  doctor,  you  should 
low  these  basic  rules: 
Avoid  all  secrecy.  Going  behind  the  b 
of  one  doctor  to  ask  the  opinion  of  a  secon 
not  just  discourteous  and  insulting  to  b 
but  dangerous  as  well.  The  second  physic 
can  misjudge  your  case,  perhaps  with  v 
grave  consequences,  if  he  lacks  a  good  1 
of  it— a  thoroughly  detailed,  technical 
tory  that  only  your  first  doctor  can  sup] 
Such  "independent"  medical  appraisals 
frequently  worse  than  useless. 
Don't  skip  around  among  doctors. 
longer  one  physician  is  acquainted  with  y 
case,  the  better  your  odds  for  proper  c 
You  should  never  replace  a  competent  r 
simply  because  you're  impatient.  There 
ailments  no  doctor  can  presently  cure.  Tl 
are  others  that  require  a  long  course  of  tn 
ment  and  the  full  cooperation  of  the  patii 
Any  doctor  deserves  a  fair  chance.  If  yoi 
decide  to  change  your  physician,  do  not 
any  consultant  on  your  case  to  accept 
as  a  regular  patient;  medical  ethics  disal 
this  practice,  even  if  he'd  appreciate 
business. 

Find  out  who's  responsible  for 
When  your  doctor  sends  you  off  to  see  a 
ond  physician,  get  a  firm,  clear  answer  to 
question:  Are  you  being  referred  to  the  sec 
doctor,  or  is  he  serving  as  a  consultant?  ' 
difference  is  critical.

With  the  two-  and  three-car  family  becoming 

common,  getting  cars  off  the  street 

poses  a  serious  problem.  Many  families  are 

forced  to  go  through  the  antics  of  a  parking 

lot  attendant— forever  rearranging  cars 

on  the  driveway  and  in  the  garage.  The 

editors  of  Better  Homes  and  Gardens 

are  dismayed  by  the  lack  of  planning  that  has 

been  put  into  this  important  area  of  daily 

life.  Starting  with  this  issue,  our 

landscaping  and  architectural  staffs  will 

regularly  devote  their  best  thinking  to 

solving  this  widespread  problem.  Here  are  four 

pages  of  ways  to  provide  additional  parking 

space  on  average-size  lots— plus  landscape 

ideas  to  make  the  parking  area  attractive. 

Where  backing  or  turning  is  involved, 

the  colored  arrows  show  how  the  cars  are 

driven  into  and  from  their  places.  Choose  the 

plan  that  best  fits  your  situation  and 

enjoy  the  convenience  of  off-street  parking. 

Before  starting  construction,  check  with 

a  local  building  inspector  for  zoning  clearance.

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Above  left.  This  parking  arrangement 
adapts  readily  to  the  lot  with  20  feet  be- 
tween the  garage  and  property  line. 
Spaces  around  parking  pads  are  covered 
with  a  6-inch-deep  layer  of  gravel  in 
which  boulders  and  plants  are  set. 


Above.  Circular  roadway  offers  drive- 
through  convenience,  facilitating  both 
entering  and  exiting — and  not  interfer- 
ing with  garage  traffic. 

Shade  trees  cut  down  reflected  heat, 
benefiting  house  and  cars. 


Far  left.  Parking  in  the  area  directly  in 
front  of  the  house  is  accomplished  beau- 
tifully with  proper  landscaping. 

The  high  privacy  fence  forms  an  en- 
trance court  and  gives  a  softening  back- 
ground for  the  parking  area. 


Left.  Neighbors  can  cooperate  to  make 
this  parking  spot  if  their  garages  are  at 
least  32  feet  apart.  For  easy  car  maneu- 
vering, the  single  driveways  shown  must 
be  at  least  10  feet  wide.  Planting  pock- 
ets enhance  the  large  paved  area.

Costs  vary  widely  among  the  three  most  commonly  used 
surfacing  materials  the  per-square-foot  prices  given  here 
include  all  labor  and  materials:  4  inches  crushed  rock— 5  to 
10c;  4  inches  reinforced  concrete— 45  to  60c;  2-inch  com- 
pacted asphalt  on  gravel  base— 20  to  35c. 

Eliminate  labor  costs  for  gravel  and  concrete  areas  by 
doing  your  own.  Keep  gravel  in  place  with  2x4  framing. 


Right.  For  the  property  with  the  garage  at  the  back  of  the 
lot,  this  plan  provides  parking  space  for  two  cars  plus  a 
turnaround  arrangement  that  eliminates  backing  down  the 
long  driveway.  Paint  basketball  and  badminton  courts  on 
paved  areas  to  give  them  double  duty. 

The  small   terrace  expands  to  include  the  adjoining 
parking  spaces  for  outdoor  entertaining. 


Below.  This  adaptation  of  the  circular  drive  works  well  on 
a  corner  lot.  The  gracefully  curved  drive  gives  a  dramatic 
approach  to  the  front  door  and  an  "escape  route"  from  a 
garage  that  fronts  on  a  busy  street. 

To  keep  curved  drive  clear  of  parked  cars,  three  parking 
spaces  can  be  placed  between  drive  and  street.

Above.  The  corner  lot  with  the  garage  facing  the  rear  of  the 
property  permits  this  parking  plan  for  three  extra  cars. 
The  parking  spaces  and  garage  stalls  are  easy  to  enter  and 
vacate  with  a  minimum  of  maneuvering. 

To  make  the  area  attractive,  as  well  as  useful,  plant  red- 
bud  or  dwarf  fruit  trees  in  triangular  beds  with  flowers  un- 
der them  and  along  base  of  privacy  screen.  Match  design 
and  color  of  screen  to  that  of  the  house  and  blend  floral 
colors  carefully  for  the  most  pleasing  effect. 


Above  left.  If  there  is  a  12-foot  width  available  beside  the 
garage,  you  have  one  extra  parking  space.  A  5-foot-high 
privacy  screen  helps  conceal  car  and  enhances  the  area, 
particularly  when  ornamented  with  flowering  vines. 

For  sight  clearance,  large-trunked  trees  growing  near 
driveway  entrance  should  be  high-branched  and  set  back 
a  minimum  of  12  feet  from  the  street — narrow-trunked 
trees  can  be  within  8  feet  of  street.  Shrubs  within  15  feet 
of  entrance  must  be  kept  under  2  feet  in  height. 


Left.  An  entrance-court  parking  and  turnaround  area  fits 
nicely  in  front  of  a  house  that  has  the  garage  facing  the 
inside  of  the  lot.  The  extension  of  the  surfacing  beside  the 
house  permits  backing  or  heading  into  the  garage  or  park- 
ing spaces  for  easy  exiting. 

Low  rail  fencing  on  three  sides  defines  the  area  as  a 
court,  aided  by  the  geometric  placement  of  three  orna- 
mental trees  and  two  large  shade  trees.  Pockets  of  quick- 
growing  annuals  add  bright  areas  of  color.

If  you're  hunting  big-family  space  built  to  stand 
up  to  heavy  wear  and  tear,  you  won't  find  a 
sounder  solution  than  this  two-level,  2,800- 
square-foot  house.

There  are  four  children's  rooms,  two  up  and  two 
down;  close  by  them  are  the  kitchen,  two  baths, 
and  the  recreation  room.  This  grouping  concen- 
trates most  activities  at  this  end  of  the  house, 
leaving  the  living,  dining,  and  master  bedroom 
areas  out  of  the  main  traffic  flow.

The  smart  zoning  that  makes  this  house  so 
successful  inside  extends  outside  too.  Each 
major  area  has  a  closely  related  outdoor 
area.  The  living-dining  room  (right,  obore)  is 
tranquil  all  day  because  of  its  location.  And 
the  deck  through  the  big  sliding  glass  doors 
offers  a  peaceful,  no-traffic  outdoor  seating 
area  for  adults. 

The  kitchen-family  room  (right,  center) 
works  the  same  way.  The  inside  area  is  a 
trim,  efficient  work  center  and  headquarters 
for  everyone  in  the  family.  Small  children 
can  play  here — or  outside  on  the  screened 
patio  in  front — under  easy  surveillance. 

There's  space  here  for  a  quick  lunch  at  the 
counter — or  an  informal  all-family  breakfast 
at  the  table.  A  whole  wall  of  closets  (see  plan) 
stores  everything  from  toddlers'  toys  to 
special-occasions-only  china. 

The  lower-level  patio  (right,  bottom)  blends 
with  the  big  recreation  room— and  either 
teen-age  or  adult  get-togethers  there  can  ex- 
pand outside  without  causing  a  ripple  in  the 
activities  in  the  other  parts  of  the  house,  in- 
side or  out.  The  patio  floor  is  concrete  with 
an  exposed-aggregate  finish.  Redwood  2x4s, 
placed  on  edge,  surround  the  concrete  and 
break  up  the  large  expanse. 

From  the  back  (below),  you  can  see  another 
example  of  good  indoor  zoning  moved  out- 
side. It's  the  private  deck  off  the  master  bed- 
room at  the  right  end  of  the  house.  The  car- 
port just  beneath  is  partially  open  on  one 
side;  it  could  be  enclosed. 

Here,  too,  you  get  a  good  view  of  the  ex- 
cellent use  of  long-lasting  exterior  materials. 
The  concrete  masonry  is  applied  in  rectan- 
gular areas,  without  the  time-consuming 
labor  required  for  window  and  door  openings. 
Trim  and  siding  around  the  glass  areas  are 
easily  installed.  Construction  is  fast  and 
simple— and  maintenance  is  confined  to  only 
a  few  small  areas.

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This  desk  and  storage  unit  uses 
the  richness  of  hardwood  con- 
trasted with  clean,  contempo- 
rary lines.  Neatness  typifies  the 
whole  unit.  Everything  has  a 
place,  and  careful  planning  has 
eliminated  any  possibility  of  a 
cluttered  look.  Even  the  shelf 
for  the  typewriter  glides  out  at 
just  the  right  height  when  you 
need  it.  There  are  deep  shelves 
in  the  triangular  corner  section 
and  adjustable  shelves  behind 
the  cane-front  doors.  Besides 
the  desk  drawers,  the  end  sec- 
tion has  three  wide  drawers.

PLASTIC  DECORATIONS 
YOU  CAN  MAKE 
IN  YOUR  OVEN

Be   creative  for  Christmas!  "Cook"  up  a  houseful 
of  ornaments  from  brilliant  plastic  pellets.  You  can  form 
your  own  molds  of  heavy  aluminum  foil  or  use  flat 
cooky  sheets,  muffin  tins,  or  salad  molds. 


them  to  cool.  Heat  an  ice  pick  over  the 
burner  and  pierce  a  hole.  Insert  nylon 
fishing  line  to  hang  ornament. 


Colored  pellets  are  now  available  in 
sparkling  Christmas  colors.  Embed 
them  with  colored  foils,  glass  nug- 
gets, cabochons,  marbles,  shells, 
sheets  of  gelatin  in  colors,  for  count- 
less interesting  designs. 

Plastic  is  flammable.  Do  not  expose 
to  direct  heat,  such  as  under  a  broiler. 


After  pellets  have  been  baked  at  375° 
for  twenty  to  thirty   minutes,   allow

Cut  snowtlakes  out  of  ribbon.  Place  a 
small  amount  of  clear  pellets  onto  a 
flat,  smooth  pan  or  cooky  sheet;  lay 
ribbon  on  pellets. 

Cover  with  more  clear  crystals. 
Shape  into  a  cross  by  hand  or  with  a 
spatula  before  baking. 


Most  medallions  are  made  by  prefab- 
ricating smaller  pieces  in  muffin 
tins.  Then  they  are  fused  into  an  over- 
all larger  pattern.  To  start:  Cover  bot- 
tom of  tins  completely.  If  thicker  or- 
naments a  re  desired,  use  more  pel  lets. 


Above,  red  pellets  are  fused  to  clear 
ones.  Arrange  both  red  and  clear  cir- 
cles on  a  flat  pan  into  an  over-all  pat- 
tern. With  more  pellets,  fill  in  around 
circles  taken  from  muffin  tins. 


A  second  baking  fuses  them  together 
into  the  desired  pattern.  Colored  crys- 
tals can  be  sprinkled  at  random  onto 
clear  ones,  then  baked  for  five  to  ten 
minutes  to  add  texture. 

The  longer  you  bake  the  pellets,  the 
more  transparent  they  become.  Twen- 
ty minutes  is  the  average  baking  time 
at  375°.  If  the  resin  is  baked  too  long, 
it  develops  large  bubbles.  To  save 
cleaning,  cover  oven  floor  with  foil. 


For  a  variation,  make  a  fruit  or  crack- 
er bowl.  Place  the  flat  object  over  a 
heavy  glass  or  metal  container  to 
shape  into  a  bowl. 

For  ease  in  removing  from  oven, 
place  bowl  and  ornament  on  a  flat  tin. 
Bake  at  375=.  Sometimes  ittakes  only 
three  or  four  minutes  to  reach  the  pli- 
able stage.  Work  with  knife  to  get  de- 
sired shape.  If  plastic  becomes  stiff, 
reheat;  if  too  sticky,  allow  to  cool.

Pour  1  cup  of  the 
gelatin  mixture  into  a  5-cup  melon  mold;  chill  both  portions 
till  partially  set.  Cut  half  of  one  apple  (unpared)  in  thin 
wedges.  Following  the  lines  of  the  mold,  arrange  apple  wedges 
in  the  gelatin.  Chill  till  almost  firm.  Meanwhile  pare  and  dice 
remaining  apples;  fold  diced  apple,  celery,  and  walnuts  into 
remaining  gelatin.  Spoon  over  the  gelatin  in  mold.  Chill  till 
firm.  Unmold  on  crisp  greens;  garnish  with  apple  wedges  and 
green  grapes.  Makes  8  to  10  servings. 

Cider  Snap

6  dried  prunes,  pitted 
12  dried  apricot  halves 
2  tablespoons  cornstarch 
2  tablespoons  water 
Trim  fat  from  chops;  heat  trimmings  in  skillet.  When  you 
have  about  2  tablespoons  melted  fat,  remove  trimmings. 
Slowly  brown  pork  chops  on  both  sides  in  hot  fat.  Combine 
apple  cider  with  sugar,  salt,  and  curry  powder;  pour  over 
chops.  Place  dried  fruits  on  top  of  chops.  Cover;  cook  over 
low  heat  about  1  hour  or  till  chops  are  thoroughly  cooked  and 
fork-tender.  Remove  meat  and  fruit  to  a  warm  serving  plat- 
ter. Blend  cornstarch  with  water;  stir  into  pan  juices.  Cook 
and  stir  till  mixture  has  thickened.  Serve  with  pork  chops  and 
fruit.

A  PARENT'S  THOUGHTS 
ON  GOOD  MANNERS 


By  Arthur  Gordon 

About  a  year  ago,  a  quiet 
revolution  took  place  at  our 
house.  It  began  at  suppertime. 
At  first  it  seemed  just  an  ordi- 
nary family  meal,  but  suddenly 
I  knew  something  was  wrong. 
There  was  a  dissonance  some- 
where, an  undercurrent  of  irri- 
tability around  the  table. 

Twice  in  the  past  five  min- 
utes, our  twelve-year-old  had 
contradicted  one  of  his  sisters. 
The  ten-year-old  had  just  in-' 
terrupted  her  mother  in  mid- 
sentence.  The  eight-year-old, 
unable  to  capture  an  elusive 
morsel  with  her  fork,  was  dili- 
gently pursuing  it  with  her  fore- 
finger, and  the  five-year-old  was 
kicking  the  table  leg — again. 
Suddenly  he  decided  he  had 
eaten  enough  and  bounced  out 
of  his  chair. 

His  mother  called  him  back. 
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"You  haven't  been  excused," 
she  said  wearily.  And  as  she 
said  it,  I  knew  where  the  trou- 
ble lay.  Manners — or  the  lack 
thereof. 

It  wasn't  just  the  children's 
manners,  either.  What  about 
your  own,  I  asked  myself  a  bit 
grimly?  Do  you  treat  your  wife 
with  the  courtesy  you  show 
other  men's  wives?  Do  you  give 
the  children  the  consideration 
you  demand  from  them? 

That  night  my  wife  and  I  had 
one  of  those  thrash-it-out  dis- 
cussions. "I'm  not  saying  our 
manners  are  worse  than  aver- 
age," I  told  my  wife.  "I'm  just 
saying  they  aren't  good  enough. 
And  the  main  reason  is  that  we 
haven't  been  giving  them  top 
priority.  We  hope  the  kids  will 
have  good  manners,  but  actual- 
ly we  rate  them  behind— well, 


behind  good  grades  at  school." 

"But  we  have  been  trying," 
my  wife  said. 

"Not  hard  enough,"  I  per- 
sisted. "Somehow  we've  got  to 
make  the  children  see  that  good 
manners  aren't  just  arbitrary 
rules  laid  down  by  grown-ups  to 
annoy  them." 

The  lady  of  the  house  looked 
dubious.  "Where  do  we  begin?" 

"Tomorrow  night  at  supper," 
I  said.  "When  you're  ready  to 
sit  down,  I'll  hold  your  chair 
for  you,  and— if  you  don't  faint 
— we'll  go  on  from  there." 

So  we  started.  We  read  the 
experts  and  found  that  the 
"permissive"  school  of  child- 
rearing  was  even  deader  than 
we  had  thought.  Psychologists 
now  say  good  manners  are  a 
sign  of— and  contribute  to- 
emotional  stability  in  young- 
sters. A  child  who  has  been 
taught  good  manners  knows 
what's  expected  of  him.  As  a  re- 
sult, he  tends  to  be  confident 
and  serene.  But  a  child  with  no 
manners  makes  mistakes,  and 
the  mistakes  make  him  feel  un- 
popular and  rejected.  Such  chil- 
dren may  grow  up  to  be  inse- 
cure, self-centered  adults. 


The  experts  were  not  as  en 
lightening  on  actual  techniques 
for  implanting  good  manners. 
We  found  no  ready-made  blue- 
prints; we  had  to  invent  rules. 
For  what  they  are  worth  tc 
other  parents,  here  they  are: 

1.  Set  a  good  example.  This 
may  seem  obvious,  but  it's  th« 
key  to  everything.  The  first 
evening,  when  I  held  my  wife's 
chair,  the  five-year-old  starec 
in  amazement  and  demandec 
an  explanation.  "We  men  an 
stronger  than  women,"  I  tolc 
him.  "So  we  have  to  protec 
them  and  help  them.  Hole 
chairs  for  them.  Open  doors  fo: 
them.  Why  don't  you  try  it?' 
He  was  so  impressed,  he's  beer 
doing  it  (when  he  remembers! 
ever  since. 

2.  Respect  children's  feel 
ings.  Don't  always  make  then 
interrupt  what  they're  doing  t< 
conform  with  some  adult  con 
venience.  If  you  habitually 
treat  a  child  as  an  inferior  be) 
ing,  you  make  it  very  difficu! 
for  him  to  treat  others  witl 
consideration  and  respect.  A 
child's  emotions  are  just  a 
sensitive  as  an  adult's.  An  oc 
casional    "please"    or    "thank 
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rou"  from  his  parents  will  help 
liim  realize  that  good  manners 
lire  a  two-way  street. 

Encourage  them  to  like 

eople.  Babies  seem  to  prefer 

howing  love  rather  than  hos- 

ility.  At  three  months,  an  in- 

ant  smiles  at  anyone.  To  pro- 

ct  this  friendliness  through- 

ut  his  development  isn't  easy, 

ut  it  certainly  helps  if  the  par- 

nt  avoids  passing   on   preju- 

ices  or  frustrations  of  his  own. 

Put  them  at  ease  with 

trangers.     This    is    another 

ommon-sense  rule.  During  his 

rst  few  years  of  life,  a  child 

imply  isn't  equipped  to  com- 

unicate    readily    with    unfa- 

iliar  adults.  To  force  him  into 

uch  contacts  is  to  force  him 

ack    into    himself— and    self- 

enteredness  is  the  deadly  ene- 

y  of  good  manners. 

Emphasize   things   that 
all  for  true  consideration. 
ou  can  teach  a  child — or  a 
arrot— to  say   "How-do-you- 
o?"  or  "Thank-you-for-a-nice- 
ime."  But  if  a  child  can  learn 
to  keep  quiet  because  someone 
is  ill  or  sleeping,  or  to  run  an  er- 
nd   to   save   another   person 
time  or  trouble,  these  voluntary 


acts  of  selflessness  are  much 
more  meaningful  than  mechan- 
ical responses  would  be. 

6.  Make  use  of  their  sense 
of  fair  play.  Most  children 
have  strong  feelings  about  jus- 
tice. Instead  of  scolding  if  they 
always  clamor  to  be  first,  calm- 
ly ask  if  such  an  arrangement 
would  be  as  fair  as  taking  turns. 
If  they  talk  or  giggle  in  the 
movies,  ask  them  if  it's  fair  to 
people  who  have  paid  money  to 
enjoy  the  show.  This  seems  like 
a  mild  device— but  it  usually 
gets  results. 

7.  Don't  let  them  pull  you 
down  to  their  level.  It  would 
take  a  saint  to  abide  constantly 
by  this  rule.  But  remember  that 
a  rude  child  really  wants  you  to 
make  him  behave.  The  last 
thing  he  needs  is  for  you  to  be 
ruder  than  he  is. 

8.  Don't  expect  too  much 
too  soon.  This  is  perhaps  the 
most  common  parental  mistake 
of  all.  The  capacity  for  selfless- 
ness grows  as  the  child  grows; 
you  can't  hurry  it.  Each  age 
has  its  capacities  and  its  limita- 
tions. Too-great  expectations 
on  the  part  of  parents  just 
make  everyone  miserable. 


9.  Don't  be  afraid  to  en- 
force. It's  no  longer  held  that 
all  a  growing  child  needs  is  love, 
or  that  whenever  things  go 
wrong  it  must  somehow  be  the 
parents'  fault.  Most  psycholo- 
gists now  agree  that  rudeness  in 
a  child  is  often  a  cry  for  help. 

Children  are  not  going  to 
civilize  themselves:  the  process 
is  too  difficult  and  too  painful. 
There  must  be  rules  and  au- 
thority to  enforce  the  rules. 
Even  so,  there  will  also  be  rebel- 
lion. A  child,  if  he  has  any  spirit 
at  all,  is  going  to  resist  you  at 
times.  But  if  he  can  be  helped 
to  see  that  good  manners  are  of 
value  to  him,  then  he  will  react 
with  less  antagonism. 

10.  Give  praise  as  well  as 
blame.  Remember,  you  can 
still  catch  more  flies  with  honey 
than  with  vinegar.  Most  chil- 
dren crave  their  parents'  ap- 
proval and,  in  a  large  family, 
are  competing  for  it  constantly. 
If  they  hear  a  brother  or  sister 
lauded  for  some  act  of  polite- 
ness, they  are  likely  to  start 
competing  in  this  area  too.  (As 
an  incentive,  we  invented  a 
manners  "bank"  into  which 
fines   had   to   be   dropped    for 


breaches  of  good  manners  and 
from  which  rewards  were  ex- 
tracted for  unusual  courtesy. 
Guilt  or  reward  was  decided  by 
a  vote.) 

Such  was  the  over-all  blue- 
print we  worked  out  during  the 
year.  As  a  result  there  were  cer- 
tain improvements  in  our  fam- 
ily atmosphere. 

First,  the  effort  gave  consis- 
tency to  our  performance  as 
parents.  Before  the  Great  Ex- 
periment, we  were  too  permis- 
sive one  minute  and  too  de- 
manding the  next.  We  still  are. 
But  tempering  discipline  with 
courtesy  has  smoothed  out 
some  of  the  hills  and  valleys., 

Second,  trying  to  see  the 
problem  from  the  child's  point 
of  view  made  us  much  less  rigid. 
We  learned  not  to  expect  the 
same  performance  from  a  tired 
child  as  from  a  rested  one.  We 
also  learned  to  expect  different 
performances  under  tlifferent 
circumstances. 

Finally,  the  children  them- 
selves seem  to  have  more  sereni- 
ity  and  security.  Good  manners 
are  a  form  of  self-discipline, 
which  is  a  reassuring  thing  for  a 
child— or  for  anyone.         END

They  are 
placeable,  but  for  that  very  reason  the  whole  family  ti 
them  with  special  care.  Our  16-year-old  thinks  our  soup  n 
are  the  best  and,  I  hope,  will  never  forget  them. 

If  you  have  special  ramekins,  serve  individual  meat 
and  casseroles  often.  Baking  shells  can  be  used  not  onb 
halibut  au  gratin  and  deviled  crab,  but  also  for  sea 
cocktails  and  individual  tuna  salads. 

Finally,  if  there  is  special  cooking  equipment  handed  c 
in  your  family,  learn  how  to  use  it — make  appelskifvc 
Swedish  rosettes  or  sand  bakkels  or  noodles,  or  steam  pud 
in  fancy  molds.

Meeting  at  Grandmother's  for  Thanksgiving  with  al 
aunts  and  uncles  and  cousins— and  feasting  on  plum  pud 
and  pumpkin  pie— to  say  nothing  of  roast  turkey  and 
stuffing,  mustard  pickles  and  cranberry  jelly,  fluffy 
potatoes  and  candied  yams,  and  of  course  creamed  onio 
who  could  ever  forget  such  treats  and  such  occasions?

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knobs  are  covered  with  collec- 
tions of  seeds.  One  is  centered 
with  a  nut;  the  other  a  pebble. 
Use  any  white  glue. 

(Center)  Nuts  are  glued  di- 
rectly to  wood  with  white  glue. 

(Upper)  Wood  disks,  cut  from 
a  log,  then  sanded  smooth  and 
shellacked,  are  cemented  to  con- 
cave metal  pulls  with  white  glue. 
Wood  disk  curtain  pulls: 
Slices  are  cut  crosswise  from 
small  wooden  log  (not  green 
wood).  These  are  sanded 
smooth.  Pressed  dried  flowers 
are  attached  with  white  glue. 
Liquid  plastic,  shellac,  or  var- 
nish goes  over  all  to  protect  the 
flowers  and  to  keep  wood  from 
soiling  when  it  is  handled. 

Drill  hole  in  wood  edge,  then 
insert  curtain  cord  or  ribbon. 
It  should  be  glued  into  the  hole 
and  then  ribbon  compressed  in- 
to it.  A  dot  of  glue  at  the  edges 
will  help  hold  it. 
Drapery  holder:  Disks  of 
wood  are  made  the  same  as  cur- 
tain pulls  above.  The  disk  is 
then  attached  to  a  long  screw  or 
to  a  ready-made  drapery  hold- 
er. A  hole  was  drilled  in  the  back 
of  this  one  and  the  screw  head 
was  epoxied  into  the  hole. 
Gourd  scoops:  To  dry,  gourds 
must  be  left  on  the  vine  until 
they  are  fully  ripened.  Then, 
in  picking,  be  sure  to  leave  a 
portion  of  the  stem  on  the 
gourd.  It  takes  one  or  two 
months  to  dry  thoroughly. 

Cut  an  opening  in  the  dry 
gourd  with  a  coping  saw  or 
sharp  knife.  Sand  edges  smooth. 
Sand  lightly  on  inside  and  paint 
with  enamel  or  latex  if  a  color 
is  desired  on  the  inside.  Bowl, 
left,  is  scalloped  by  using  half- 
round  file.  Holes  are  drilled  at 
ends  of  scallops,  as  shown.

NATURE 
CRAFT 

By  Jean  Laury  and  Joyce  Aiken 

Just  look  at  what  you  and 
Mother  Nature  can  turn  out 
together.  And  children  go  for 
these  crafts  in  a  big  way! 

Gourds  shown  already  nat- 
urally resemble  a  bowl  or  dip- 
per. The  drawer  pulls  can  be 
made  from  nuts  or  seeds;  hot 
dish  holders  make  use  of  sever- 
al pockets  full  of  stones.  Fern 
in  place  mat  was  thoroughly 
dried  before  mounting  it  onto 
hardboard.  Flowers  and  foliage, 
embedded  in  casting  resin,  make 
handsome  paperweights.  Disks 
for  drapery  holders  and  curtain 
pulls  are  sliced  from  small  logs. 


Fern  place  mat:  Place  mat 
is  cut  from  one-eighth-inch 
hardboard  (measures  13  by  30 
inches).  Edges  are  rounded. 
Ferns  and  leaves  are  pressed 
between  the  pages  of  a  large 
book.  When  thoroughly  dried 
(this  may  take  several  days  or 
weeks),  they  are  ready  for 
mounting.  Undercoat  and  paint 
the  mat  a  desired  color.  Or,  as 
this  one  is  done,  paint  white  and 
then  adhere  a  layer  of  colored 
tissue.  Attach  ferns  and  leaves 
by  using  a  water-base  plastic 
glue  (any  white  glue  wi'l  do). 
Use  the  glue  generously  to  fill 
in  the  spaces  around  stems. 

When  dry,  spray  or  paint 
with  liquid  plastic.  Two  or  three 
coats  of  plastic  may  be  required 
to  make  place  mat  washable. 
Paperweights:  New  casting 
resins  make  it  simple  to  embed 
bugs,  seeds,  or  flowers  into 
forms  for  paperweights.  Use 
Christmas  balls  as  molds.  Re- 
move metal  hangers;  break 
larger  opening  in  balls.  Rest 
them  open  side  up  in  an  egg 
carton  for  support. 

Plastic  embedding  resin  is 
mixed  according  to  directions 
and  poured  into  the  mold.  When 
first  layer  is  still  tacky,  place 
tiny  sprig  of  evergreen  or  flower 
petals  in  ball.  When  resin  dries, 
add  a  second  layer  to  comple- 
tely cover  the  trims  used. 

When  this  dries,  peel  away 
the  ball.  If  you  use  a  silver- 
lined  ball,  some  of  the  silver- 
ing may  stick.  Remove  with  a 
cloth  dipped  in  acetone. 

Colored  fabric  or  paper  may 
be  placed  under  any  of  these, 
allowing  color  to  show  through 
the  resin.  Or  the  bottom  edge 
may  be  sanded  smooth  for 
frosted  effect.

HOW  TO  IMPROVE  YOUR 
SCHOOL'S  CURRICULUM  ByM^m^ 


Curriculum— what  the  schools  teach— is  the 
really  mysterious  part  of  education,  partly 
because  we  don't  really  know  what  children 
should  learn  in  order  to  live  in  a  world  that 
will  be  very  different  from  the  world  of  their 
parents  and  teachers. 

Nobody  can  design  a  curriculum  without 
some  notion,  too,  of  who's  going  to  teach  it, 
and  who's  going  to  try  to  learn  it.  What  you 
can  do  in  your  schools  depends  on  your  teach- 
ers and  your  children — on  what  you  are,  and 
what  sort  of  community  you  have  made. 
Couple  this  limitation  with  the  almost  un- 
limited scope  of  what  there  is  to  learn  in  the 
modern  world,  and  you  can  see  that  curric- 
ulum construction  is  no  job  for  amateurs. 

But  just  because  curriculum  is  such  a  dif- 
ficult problem,  it  can't  be  left  to  school  staffs 
working  alone.  There  are  three  groups  of 
people  who  have  to  work  together:  scholars 
from  the  universities,  who  are  closest  to  the 
question  of  what  there  is  to  learn;  educators 
in  the  schools,  who  can  help  translate  scholar- 
ship into  teaching;  and  parents. 

The  School  Education  Chairman  should 
select  several  other  PTA  members  for  a  spe- 
cial PTA  Education  Committee,  with  a  first 
concern  for  curriculum— and  service  on  this 
Committee  should  be  hard  work.  It  isn't 
enough  for  the  members  of  this  Committee, 
or  of  the  PTA  generally,  to  hear  presenta- 
tions from  principals  or  "curriculum  coordi- 
nators" on  what  your  schools  are  doing.  The 
people  who  serve  on  the  Committee  must 
know  enough  to  ask  why  the  schools  are  doing 
this  rather  than  that,  to  inquire  about  specific 
alternative  courses  of  study.  And  for  this 
purpose,  there  is  no  substitute  for  reading. 

Good  introductions  to  the  problem  can  be 
found  in  two  pamphlets — Innovation  and  Ex- 
periment in  Education,  a  report  by  the  Presi- 
dent's Panel  on  Educational  Research  and 


Development  (U.  S.  Government  Printii 
Office,  Washington,  D.C.  20402,  35c);  « 
Organizing  Neiv  York  State  for  Education 
Change,  a  publication  of  the  New  York  Sta 
Department  of  Education.  The  Nation 
PTA  publication,  Looking  In  On  Yo 
School,  has  a  guideline  to  help  in  evaluati 
curriculums.  To  keep  up  with  current  devel 
opments,  the  Committee  should  read  carefi 
ly  the  features  "What's  Happening  in  Ed 
cation"  in  the  PTA  magazine  as  well  as  i 
frequent  articles  on  curriculum.  At  least  01 
member  should  read  the  education  section 
Saturday  Review  or  the  education  page  of  tl 
News  of  the  Week  section  in  the  Sunday  Nej 
York  Times.  More  ambitious  Educatic 
Committees  will  wish  to  keep  in  touch  wit 
professional  publications,  too.  On  an  over-£ 
basis  Nation's  Schools,  School  Managemer 
and  Phi  Delta  Kappan  are  most  likely  to  pr 
vide  leads  (and  occasional  detailed  storie 
about  what  is  going  on.  In  the  subject-matt« 
areas,  The  Arithmetic  Teacher  and  The  Mat 
ematics  Teacher,  The  English  Teacher,  Soci 
Education,  and  The  Science  Teacher  can  all  I 
useful. 

For  clarity  and  effectiveness,  each  meetir 
of  your  Education  Committee  should  foci 
on  a  single  subject-matter  area,  and  thei 
should  be  a  minimum  of  five  such  meetings 
year,  one  for  each  of  the  basic  academic  sul 
jects  English,  mathematics,  social  studie 
science,  foreign  languages.  Some  Committet 
may  also  wish  to  hold  meetings  on  health  an 
physical  education,  on  vocational  educatio; 
and  in  the  music-art-drama  area. 

Each  academic  subject  should  first  be  pr< 
sented  to  the  Committee  by  a  teacher  ( 
other  member  of  the  school  staff,  to  explai 
broadly  what  your  school's  program  is.  Th 
•presentation  should  take  up  no  more  than 
third  of  the  meeting,  [  Continued  on  page  IS

WHAT  TO  CONSIDER 

WHEN  BUYING 

A  TRANSISTOR  RADIO 


Cost.  In  transistor  radios,  as  in  most  other  things,  yoil 
what  you  pay  for!  There  are  great  variations  in  quali 
any  price  level  and  the  consumer  should  try  to  compare  j 
excellence  of  different  radios  before  making  a  decision, 
is  difficult  to  determine,  but  in  general,  you  should  be 
of  quality  if  the  cost  is  under  ten  dollars. 

Size.  You  should  have  some  general  idea  about  how  you  wij 
the  radio.  For  instance,  if  you  definitely  want  a  pocket 
radio,  this  automatically  limits  the  choice.  However,  sir 
because  transistor  radios  are  more  compact  than  tube  rq 
is  no  reason  to  automatically  seek   the  smallest  poa 
radio.  There  are  many  advantages  to  buying  larger 
pocket-size  radios.  Larger  radios  usually  have  larger  sf 
ers  and  therefore  sound  much  better.  They  have  longeil 
tennas  and  are  more  sensitive.  The  antennas  in  bigger  r;l 
can  be  located  away  from  the  circuitry  of  the  set— this! 
provides  more  sensitivity.  They're  almost  always  easi« 
tune,  because  of  larger  dials  and  vernier  tuning, 
radios  usually  use  bigger  batteries  and  this  in  turn 
longer  battery  life  and  greater  operating  economy.  Marl 
the  larger  transistor  radios  have  special  features  such  as  [ 
control  switches,  or  multi-band  performance  like  FM,  s\ 
wave,  marine  communications,  and  navigation. 

Battery  Life.  This  is  very  important  for  three  major  reaJ 
First,  Cost.  On  a  cost-per-playing-hour  basis,  batteries  [ 
less  as  they  get  bigger.  And  it's  a  lot  less  trouble  to  repl 
batteries  once  every  three  months  or  six  months  than  el 
few  weeks.  Third,  longer  battery  life  assures  you  that[ 
will  have  the  use  of  the  radio  when  you  want  it. 

Performance.  This  is  a  subjective  thing  and  includes 
items  as  tonal  quality,  sensitivity,  volume,  and  distort 
There  are  some  simple. tests  that  can  be  performed  to  (| 
pare  the  sensitivity  of  different  sets.  For  example,  turnl 
set  on  to  full  volume,  put  it  in  a  refrigerator,  and  shut  th[ 
frigerator  door.  This  is  a  stern  test,  because  the  refrigerl 
does  an  excellent  shielding  job.  A  sensitive  radio  will  cont] 
to  play  well,  while  a  poorer  radio  won't.  A  similar  test  cal 
conducted  in  an  automobile.  Take  a  few  radios  out  ill 
automobile,  and  try  playing  them  one  at  a  time.  You'll 
surprised  to  note  the  great  variation  in  performance  betv| 
different  sets.  This  again  is  an  indication  of  sensitivity, 
always  a  good  idea  to  consider  future  uses  of  the  radio  vl 
making  a  selection.  Do  a  lot  of  listening  before  you  buj 

Number  of  Transistors.   Generally   speaking,   true   high 
formance  in  a  transistor  radio  starts  with  a  set  that  has  5 1 
transistors.  Anything  less,  simply  cannot  have  the  sensitij 
and  other  qualities  necessary  for  good  performance.  As  a 
of  thumb,  it's  safe  to  say  that  the  more  transistors  a  set 
the  better  the  performance  will  be.  There  are  exceptij 
however.  For  example,  a  large-size  6  transistor  set  can 
better  performance  than  a  miniature  7  transistor.

Please  tell  me  how  to  keep  chickweed  out  of  my  perennials? 
Would  a  mulch  of  sawdust  help?  J.B.,  Lynden,  Washington 
A  Michigan  pharmaceutical  house  brought  out  a  diphena- 
mid  weed-control  product  (available  under  trade  names)  in 
1963.  It  can  be  applied  to  flower  borders  without  harming 
perennials.  In  addition  to  controlling  common  chickweed,  it 
is  said  to  control  crabgrass,  red  sorrel,  Bermuda,  pigweed, 
foxtail,  and  a  host  of  others.  Apply  41  -,  level  tablespoonfuls  of 
this  chemical  to  1  gallon  of  water.  This  is  enough  to  treat  100 
square  feet.  Sawdust  has  a  tendency  to  help  smother  weeds, 
although  the  persistent  ones  could  penetrate  and  come 
through  it.  At  least,  the  weeds  are  easier  to  pull  out. 

Would  you  please  give  me  some  information  about  the  care  of 
the  Christmas  cactus?  A.A.T.,  San  Francisco,  California 

The  main  thing  to  remember  is  that  this  member  of  the 
cactus  family  is  not  a  desert  lover.  Think  of  it  instead  as  a 
plant  from  subtropical  lands  that  likes  conditions  suitable  to 
orchids.  Rather  than  a  bare,  sandy  soil  mix,  give  these  plants 
a  mixture  that  runs  heavily  to  leaf  mold  or  one  of  the  other 
popular  forms  of  humus.  Indoors,  grow  the  plants  near  a 
window  out  of  direct  sunlight,  but  where  there  is  good  bright 
light.  Temperatures  ranging  anywhere  from  70  to  80  degrees 
keep  the  plants  happy. 

Could  you  please  tell  me  hoiv  to  eradicate  toadstools?  In  spite 
of  my  cutting  them  off  every  week,  they  keep  coming  back. 

E.D.,  Los  Angeles,  California 
Try  one  of  the  mercuric  turf  fungicides  (sold  under  trade 
names)  and  remember  this:  it  takes  three  applications  at  in- 
tervals of  one  week  to  get  rid  of  toadstools.  These  mercuric 
compounds  are  strong.  Use  2  tablespoonfuls  per  gallon  of 
water  to  treat  1,000  square  feet  of  area.  It  will  probably  be 
necessary  to  repeat  this  treatment  once  a  year. 

My  maidenhair  fern  is  lacking  in  vigor  and  many  of  the  new 
fronds  die  shortly  after  they  open.  What  is  the  proper  culture 
for  this  fern?  B.L.,  Fresno,  California 

Maidenhair  ferns  are  a  little  tricky  to  handle.  They  re- 
quire a  lot  of  bright,  indirect  light— no  direct  sun — and  temp- 
eratures in  the  70-degree  range.  The  main  thing  to  prevent 
is  overwatering.  This  is  why  commercial  growers  handle  them 
in  a  soil  composed  almost  entirely  of  rotted  oak-leaf  mold, 
broken  twigs,  and  coarse  sand.  Some  specialists  are  now 
growing  them  in  U.C.  Soil  Mix  (basically  rotted  shavings 
and  coarse  sand).  Plants  in  these  two  mixtures  must  be  fed 
religiously  every  two  weeks  with  a  10-4-4  fertilizer  to  main- 
tain a  proper  nutrient  balance. 

Eventually,  there  comes  a  time  when  the  plants  need  to 
be  divided— and  I  suspect  this  to  be  true  in  your  case.  Repot 
the  fresh,  young,  outside  divisions  in  a  soil  mix  as  recom- 
mended above.  You  can  grow  your  plants  successfully  out- 
side during  summer  months  in  a  partially  shaded  area. 


Most  of  my  azaleas  are  beautiful,  but  there  is  one  that  is  li,si\ 
its  leaves  and  apparently  is  beginning  to  die.  Can  you  hit 
Why?  F.J.K.,  San  Francisco,   Ca 

Nine  times  out  of  ten  when  azaleas  begin  to  sulk  and  c\ 
tually  die,  the  trouble  is  due  to  drainage.  They  won't  toler 
an  oversoaked  soil  for  long.  One  of  the  largest  whok 
growers  of  azaleas  in  Southern  California  declares  that  mo 
azaleas  are  killed  from  overwatering  than  from  any  oth| 
cause.  In  his  opinion,  they  can  go  7  to  10  days— almost 
the  dry  point— between  waterings.  Is  the  weak  one  a  rece 
gift  plant?  Plants  forced  in  hothouses  and  sold  by  floris 
generally  are  not  too  happy  when  first  set  outside. 

/  would  like  some  information  on  growing  begonias  in  our  Ad 
dry  climate.  Which  kinds  would  do  well  on  my  covered  pat\ 
on  the  east  side  of  my  house?  R.Y.,  Phoenix,  Arizon 

The  more  commonly  grown  begonias  are  divided  into  thrj 
groups:  tuberous  kinds — not  too  sucessful  in  hot,  dry  are 
such  as  yours;  fibrous-rooted  types;  and  rhizomatous  on| 
grown  mainly  for  their  handsome  foliage.  I've  seen  fine  cc 
lections  of  the  latter  in  many  Arizona  gardens.  These  wouj 
be  just  great  on  your  patio  during  the  summer.  They  can 
brought  indoors  in  the  fall  when  cold  weather  threatens. 

Last  spring  I  planted  half  a  dozen  ivy  geraniums  in  a  plantl 
on  the  east  side  of  my  house.  The  plants  are  nice  and  health] 
but  no  blooms  have  appeared.  What  could  be  wrong? 

A.R.,  Stockton,  Calif orn\ 
Ivy  geraniums  want  all  the  sun  possible  and  they  simply  aj 
not  getting  enough  where  they  are.  That's  why  they're  run 
ning  heavily  to  leaf  instead  of  bloom.  However,  leave  plan 
where  they  are  until  April  before  transplanting  to  a  warmtl 
spot  in  full  sun.  Cut  back  halfway  at  transplanting  timl 
Your  planter  box  sounds  ideal  for  fibrous  begonias.  The| 
will  give  continuous  color  from  late  spring  to  late  fall. 

/  have  a  rose  bush  with  true  green  flowers.  I'd  like  to  know  mo\ 
about  it — especially  its  name.  M.H.,  Salt  Lake  City,  Utc 

Your  rose  is  the  famous  old  Chinese  rose  and  its  botanic 
name  is  Rosa  chinensis  'viridiflora.'  It  has  been  known  ar 
grown  in  California  since  1856.  It's  considered  one  of  tr 
interesting  novelties  in  the  rose  world,  but  I  doubt  if  it  woulj 
win  any  prizes  at  flower  shows  for  real  beauty!  Will  Tillof 
son,  the  late  and  great  specialist  in  old  roses,  often  said,  "\\ 
flowers  are  no  flowers  at  all,  but  a  strange  and  quite  une:| 
plained  freak  of  foliage;  the  green  buds  open  to  double,  le 
green  'flowers'  edged  with  bronze." 

I  have  heard  wood  ashes  are  good  for  soil.  If  it  is  true,  l'\ 
found  a  solution  to  my  problem  of  what  to  do  with  the  ash 
from  my  fireplace!

While  there  is  no  real,  honest-to-goodness  fertilizer  vali 
(usually  it's  quite  minute)  to  be  found  in  wood  ashes,  it  stil 
has  its  beneficial  aspects.  Any  organic  matter— living  anl 
dead  roots,  decayed  leaves,  manure,  wood  ashes,  and  thl 
like — improves  soil  two  ways:  it  helps  separate  soil  minen| 
particles  and  increase  the  tilth  for  better  workability.

YOUR 

ATTIC  AND  SAVE 


Invest  5c  a  square  foot  to  beef  up  your  attic  floor  insulation 
and  in  seven  years  you'll  probably  win  back  double  your 
money  in  heat  savings.  Here's  a  case: 

An  engineer  in  Forest  Hills,  New  York,  is  a  bug  on  keep- 
ing house  records.  He  spent  an  average  of  $183  a  year  for 
heat  during  the  years  he  had  a  minimum  (about  1]/^")  of  in- 
sulation in  his  attic.  In  1955,  when  his  home  was  four  years 
old,  he  added  enough  insulation  to  bring  up  the  depth  to 
6".  He  paid  $48.35  for  material  and  did  the  work  himself. 
His  average  heat  bill  from  1956  to  1964  was  $165,  an  $18 
saving  each  year.  It  took  just  2^  years  to  "pay"  for  his 
insulation. 

Make  the  same  investment  of  5c  a  square  foot  for  added 
insulation  before  you  install  air  conditioning,  and  you  could 
lower  the  cooling  load  by  12,000  B.T.U.s.  This  represents  a 
saving  of  between  $150  and  $250  for  the  cooling  unit  and  its 
installation.  Note:  If  you  already  have  central  air  conditioning, 
adding  insulation  may  not  be  sensible.  It's  likely  you  will  be 
less  comfortable  because  the  conditioner  was  planned  for  the 
existing  heat  gain  in  your  home.  Thicker  insulation  throws  off 
these  calculations  and  makes  the  system  operate  more  often. 
This  in  turn,  tosses  a  monkey  wrench  into  the  humidity  balance. 
Result:  Your  home  is  cool,  but  clammy. 

Checking  the  insulation  in  your  attic  is  easy  if  you  have 
batts  (four-foot-long  sections),  blankets  (continuous  rolls 
of  insulation),  or  loose  fibers  (blown  in  or  poured  from  bags). 
Just  get  up  there  and  measure  the  thickness.  If  the  joist  space 
is  filled  to  a  depth  of  two  inches  or  less,  you  need  more.  A 
depth  of  slightly  less  than  four  inches  indicates  a  reasonably 
effective  insulation  job.  Yet,  push  this  up  to  six  inches  and 
you'll  save  a  few  dollars  each  heating  season. 

If  your  attic  floor  is  now  insulated  with  multiple-layer 
aluminum  foil,  don't  measure  anything.  Just  add  full-thick- 
ness fiber  insulation.  Foil  turns  back  radiant  summer  heat, 
but  does  next  to  nothing  in  warding  off  cold  weather. 

In  the  rare  case  of  an  attic  filled  with  perlite  or  vermic- 
ulite  pellets,  the  depth  should  be  six  inches.  When  you're 
looking  at  the  insulation,  examine  all  the  hard-to-get-to 
places.  Be  sure  you  check  the  spaces  near  the  eaves  or  be- 
hind the    himney. 

If  you've  been  told  your  new  house  has  "full  insulation," 
you  still  should  check  it  as  carefully  as  an  older  home.  In 
general,  the  phrase  "full  insulation"  means  a  house  is  insu- 
lated on  all  walls  and  in  the  attic ;  it  does  not  guarantee  that 
the  insulation  is  the  recommended  thickness. 

You  can  insulate  your  attic  with  batts,  blankets,  or  loose 
fibers  of  insulation,  no  matter  what  you  have  in  there  now. 
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Here's  how  the  three  stack  up  on  the  basis  of  economy: 

Blankets  or  batts  of  mineral  wool  will  generally  provid 
the  greatest  insulation  for  the  least  money  per  square  foot 
For  example,  you  could  fill  out  the  insulation  in  a  1,201 
square  foot  attic  for  somewhere  between  $50  and  $70,  i 
you  do  the  work  yourself.  Expect  a  $15  to  $20  labor  eharg 
if  you  hire  a  workman. 

Pouring  wool  is,  dollar  for  dollar,  the  most  inexpensiv 
way  to  fill  up  the  joist  space.  One  leading  mail-order  ho 
offers  it  at  $1.17  a  bag— about  $40  for  a  1,200  square  foo 
attic.  However,  a  slightly  greater  thickness  of  pouring  w 
is  usually  required  to  equal  the  insulating  value  of  blanke 
or  batts.  Check  with  your  dealer  to  get  exactly  the  righ 
thickness.  Then  buy  an  extra  bag  or  two  in  order  to  havi 
enough  in  case  you  get  it  too  thick  in  some  spots. 

Machine-blown  fibers  are  the  most  expensive  way  to  in 
sulate  an  attic  floor— but  quite  possibly  the  best.  In  thi 
case,  you  can't  do  it  yourself.  An  insulating  contractor 
the  right  equipment,  and  he'll  usually  charge  from  $100 
$125  to  fill  up  a  minimum-insulated  attic  space  of  l,2i 
square  feet.  Of  course,  if  your  attic  space  is  inaccessibl 
this  is  the  only  way  you  can  insulate  it. 

One  potential  snag:  a  few  contractors  refuse  to  send  ou 
their  equipment  for  so  small  a  job.  Just  ask  around  unti 
you  find  one  who  will.  Make  sure  you  check  the  contractor' 
references.  Unfortunately,  there  are  still  some  insulatin; 
applicators  who  are  not  entirely  reputable. 

If  you  decide  to  do  the  work,  here  are  some  pointers: 

Haul  up  a  couple  of  eight  foot  long  1x12s  to  use  as  a  work 
ing  platform  over  the  joists.  They'll  spread  your  weigh 
over  several  joists  at  one  time. 

Pull  up  all  the  insulation  before  beginning.  No  point  i; 
making  extra  trips  in  mid-job;  and  if  you  do  not  finish  th< 
work,  your  material  is  out  of  the  way. 

When  you  begin  putting  down  the  insulation,  be  sure  anc 
start  at  the  eaves.  If  you  start  in  the  center  with  batts  oi 
blankets,  you'll  be  forced  to  trim  them  at  the  eaves,  an  awk 
ward  job  at  best. 

Don't  bother  stapling  or  nailing.  Just  lay  in  the  batts  oi 
blankets.  They'll  fit  snugly  enough. 

When  applying  wrapped  batts  or  blankets  over  existing 
insulation  of  any  kind,  destroy  the  vapor  barrier  on  th( 
down  side  of  the  top  layer.  Puncture  it  every  six  inches  oi 
so  with  a  nail.  A  vapor  barrier  between  layers  of  insulatior 
could  in  time  turn  the  fibers  into  a  soggy,  useless  mess. 

Finally,  check  on  ventilation.  Gable-roof  houses  need  al 
least  3  or  4  square  feet  of  vent  openings  for  each  300  squarc 
feet  of  attic  floor  space.  For  a  flat-roof  house,  these  vent  size 
ventilate  150  square  feet  of  space.  Openings  need  fine  mesh 
and  louvers  for  bug  and  rain  protection. 

If  the  attic  joists  are  offset  at  one  point— over  a  beam, 
for  example — cut  the  material  and  start  again  between  tht 
next  set  of  joists.  Make  sure  you  butt  the  two  ends  of  ar 
insulation  blanket  or  batt;  always  cut  and  butt  the  insula- 
tion against  solid  bridging. 

Insulate  under  a  catwalk  by  pulling  the  insulation  through 
with  a  fish  line.  If  you  can't  pull  insulation  under  cross 
bridging,  just  lay  it  over  the  bridging. 

To  level  pouring  wool,  make  a  long-handled  "rake"  with 
either  notches  or  runners  to  ride  across  the  ceiling  joist' 
and  spread  the  insulation  at  the  proper  depth.

If  your  house  suffers  from  the  chills  even  though  your  heating 
plant  is  running  at  fever  pitch,  the  reason  is  not  hard  to  find. 
Either  too  much  heat  is  getting  out,  or  too  much  cold  air  is  get- 
ting in.  In  either  case,  the  result  is  an  uncomfortable  house  and 
a  high  heating  bill.  The  remedy  for  your  particular  problem 
depends  on  what  you  have  or  haven't  already  done.  Here  are 
some  things  to  check  before  cold  weather  sets  in : 

Insulation — This  is  the  biggest  single  factor,  of  course,  in  keep- 
ing  your  home  weather-tight.  You  want  to  make  sure  that  you 
have  adequate  insulation  in  all  the  places  it's  needed,  not  just 
in  the  walls.  If  your  house  has  a  basement  or  a  crawl  space,  the 
underside  of  the  floor  above  should  be  insulated.  Crawl  spaces 
should  also  be  closed  off  by  covering  the  ventilation  hatches 
with  solid  covers,  cut  to  size.  A  vapor  barrier  such  as  plastic 
film  should  be  used  to  cover  the  ground.  If  you  use  your  attic 
for  living  space,  the  roof  of  the  house  should  be  insulated  to 
prevent  heat  loss.  In  unheated  attics  you  don't  have  to  insulate 
the  roof,  but  you  should  insulate  the  floor,  make  sure  the  attic 
is  adequately  vented  to  prevent  condensation  of  moisture,  and 
close  it  off  for  the  season.  Your  building-materials  dealer  can 
help  you  determine  whether  loose  fill,  flexible  blankets,  rigid 
board  or  reflective  insulation  is  best  suited  to  your  needs.  He 
will  consider  both  the  insulating  job  to  be  done  and  the  ease 
of  installation  in  your  particular  situation. 


Storm  sash — While  this  is  almost  standard  equipment  for  ex- 
terior doors  and  windows  in  many  parts  of  the  country,  its  ef- 
fectiveness is  minimal  unless  it  is  fitted  properly.  Especially  if 
you  have  wooden  storm  sash,  check  and  fit  it  carefully,  adding 
weather  strip  to  edges  if  necessary  to  insure  a  tight  seal. 

Calking — If  you've  seen  to  all  of  these  points  but  your  house 
still  is  drafty,  it  probably  needs  calking.  This  should  be  an  an- 
nual job  anyway,  because  the  same  cracks  that  admit  drafts 
also  let  in  moisture,  insects,  dust  and  dirt.  Calk  comes  in  several 
forms,  including  bulk,  cartridge,  tube,  and  rope.  Directions  for 
use  are  furnished  with  all  of  them.  When  you  begin  to  calk, 
check  these  spots  especially:  places  such  as  window  frames, 
where  wood  meets  masonry;  joints  which  are  pulling  apart; 
cracks  between  foundation  and  siding;  outside  edges  of  com- 
bination sash;  around  ducts  or  pipes  which  penetrate  walls; 
any  cracks  in  masonry,  especially  in  mortar  between  bricks; 
around  inside  frames  of  basement  doors  and  windows.

Weather  stripping — Another  major  factor 
but  simple  to  take  care  of,  proper  weather- 
stripping  can  save  you  up  to  20  per  cent  in 
heating  costs.  Most  people  weather-strip 
windows  as  a  matter  of  course,  but  here  are 
some  other  places  that  need  treatment,  too. 
Exterior  doors  should  be  made  weather- 
tight  at  sides,  top  and  bottom.  The  latter 
can  be  sealed  by  a  number  of  devices  which 
attach  to  either  the  threshold  or  the  door 
bottom.  If  your  house  has  a  door  leading  to 
an  attached  unheated  garage,  this  too 
should  be  weather-stripped.  And  don't  for- 
get to  seal  the  bottoms  of  bedroom  doors,  so 
that  when  you  air-out  these  areas,  you 
don't  accidentally  cool  the  rest  of  the 
house,  too !  There  are  so  many  kinds  of 
weatherstripping  available  today  that  you 
should  consult  carefully  with  a  hardware 
or  building-supplies  dealer  before  deciding  which  to  use.  A 
little  money  well-spent  here  will  save  a  lot  more  in  fuel  bills! 
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Dampers — Air  leaking  through  a  faulty,  ill-fitting  fireplace 
damper  can  cause  drafts.  Check  yrour  damper  by  closing  it, 
then  lighting  a  small  piece  of  paper  to  see  if  the  fire  is  drawn 
upward.  Or  light  a  small  piece  of  wood,  blow  out  the  fire, 
then  watch  to  see  if  smoke  rises  straight  up.  If  either  happens, 
the  damper  is  defective.  While  you  can  usually  replace  the 
damper  with  a  new  one,  sometimes  older  dampers  cannot  be 
replaced  with  exact  enough  substitutes.  In  this  case,  if  you 
don't  want  to  seal  off  the  fireplace  completely,  you  can  buy  a 
tempered-glass  fireplace  enclosure  which  prevents  air  leaks 
from  occurring  when  the  fireplace  isn't  being  used.

Continuous  air  flow — Adjustment  of  warm-air  heating  systems 
to  continuous  flow  operation  (a  simple  switchover  your  service- 
man can  tell  you  about)  helps  save  fuel  and  stop  drafts.  Blower 
operates  continuously,  not  intermittently,  balances  heat  load 
by  mixing  warm  and  cold  air  constantly  so  the  warm  can't  rise 
to  ceiling  and  be  wasted.  Contrary  to  what  you'd  expect,  heat- 
ing costs  are  usually  decreased  by  this  continuous  operation.

HOW  TO  IMPROVE  YOUR 
SCHOOL'S  CURRICULUM  *. 


and  at  least  as  much  time 
should  then  be  given  to  ques- 
tions about  what  the  program 
isn't,  and  why;  what  changes 
are  projected  for  the  future; 
what  alternatives  are  under  ac- 
tive consideration. 

It  must  be  kept  constantly  in 
mind  that  the  purpose  of  a 
PTA  is  not  to  order  the  schools 
around.  Just  because  some 
member  of  the  Education  Com- 
mittee has  read  a  magazine  ar- 
ticle on  the  Initial  Teaching 
Alphabet  or  the  New  Math 
does  not  qualify  him  or  her  as 
an  expert  on  what  the  schools 
should  teach.  These  are  profes- 
sional questions,  and  difficult 
ones.  Indeed,  one  of  the  central 
functions  of  the  PTA  Educa- 
tion Committee  should  be  to 
protect  the  schools  from  non- 
sensical fads  in  education,  from 
book-burners  and  viewers-with- 
alarm  who  insist  that  the 
schools  must  do  what  they 
think  is  right. 

When  major  changes  are 
made,  the  Education  Commit- 
tee has  a  basic  responsibility  to 
explain  them  to  parents  and 
make  sure  they  are  understood 
and  supported.  Such  meetings 
can  and  should  be  held  at  all 
PTA  levels,  from  the  local  to 
the  state.  The  Maryland  Con- 
gress of  Parents  and  Teachers, 
for  example,  recently  devoted 
its  entire  convention  to  work- 
shops explaining  the  meaning 
and  importance  of  new  math 
courses  in  Maryland  schools. 

Some  of  the  questions  Educa- 
tion Committees  should  ask 
their  school  systems  are  general ; 
others  deal  with  specific  sub- 
jects. General  questions  first. 

Who  decides  what  your 
schools  teach? 

Most  school  systems  have 
some  sort  of  professional  com- 
mittee which  develops  "guides" 
for  classroom  teachers.  When 
textbooks  are  to  be  adopted, 
larger  professional  committees 
are  sometimes  formed  for  the 
purpose. 

Ultimately,  in  nearly  all 
school  systems,  these  decisions 
are  legally  vested  in  the  lay 
Board  of  Education,  not  in  the 
professional  staff— though  the 
Board  almost  always  follows 
staff  recommendations.  The 
PTA  Education  Committees 
should  work  with  the  profes- 
sional staff  (not  independently) 
in  making  recommendations  to 
the  Board.  Their  main  concern 
should  be  to  see  that  the  school 
system  takes  the  entire  process 
very  seriously,  consults  as  wide- 
ly as  possible  on  the  outside, 
and  examines  even  drastic 
changes  with  an  open  mind. 

How  much  freedom  do  our 
teachers  have? 

Very  few  American  teachers 
are  allowed  to  choose  their  own 
textbooks.  In  most  places,  the 
choice  is  limited   to   an    "ap- 
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proved    list"    of   five   or 
three;  and  there  are  still  s 
cities    (like    Dallas  i    and 
states    (like    North    ('aro 
where  only  one  textbook  s 
is    officially    approved.

Then  add  palm-fringed  beaches, 

towering  volcanoes,  primitive  villages, 

and  a  magnificent  international  capital-city.  .  .  . 
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One  mistake  often  made  by  American  automobile 
tourists  in  Mexico  is  to  dash  pell-mell  down  to  the 
capital  city  in  the  shortest  possible  time.  Such  visi- 
tors miss  the  true  flavor  of  this  remarkable  neighbor 
nation.  That's  why  our  Better  Homes  &  Gardens 
routing  is  more  leisurely:  you  sense  the  scenic  variety 
and  cultural  richness  of  Mexico  during  your  first  few 
days,  and  are  all  the  more  dazzled  by  magnificent 
Mexico  City  when  you  do  arrive. 

Our  simplified  road  map  (left)  resembles  a  large 
triangle,  point  down,  balancing  atop  Mexico  City. 
(An  additional  crook  of  land,  Yucatan,  curves  on 
eastward  around  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  but  sheer  dis- 
tance considerations  rule  it  out  for  an  average  two-  or 
three-week  vacation.)  The  U.S. -Mexican  border  par- 
allels the  long,  top  side  of  the  triangle;  through  all 
this  rugged  desert  and  mountain  country,  four  high- 
ways funnel  all  traffic  to  the  capital. 

Of  these  four  north-south  roads,  we  recommend 
two:  the  westernmost,  Mex.  15,  known  for  its  trop- 
ical color,  and  the  newest,  Mex.  57,  a  fast  and  well- 
paved  return  route  to  the  United  States.  Joining 
these  two  highways  across  the  roof  of  Mexico  is 
Mex.  40,  which  includes  one  of  the  most  spectacular 
mountain  drives  in  North  America. 

You'll  probably  enter  Mexico  from  Texas  or  Ari- 
zona (see  last  page  of  this  article  for  entry  require- 
ments). Proceed  south  until  you  intersect  Mex.  40, 
then  turn  west  toward  the  Pacific  Ocean.  Depending 
on  where  you're  coming  from,  your  first  stop  may 
well  be  Monterrey  or  Saltillo. 

Monterrey— despite  the  romance  surrounding  its 
name — is  Mexico's  industrial  giant,  with  plants  pro- 
ducing steel,  glass,  cement,  machinery,  shoes,  and 
furniture.  More  noted  by  visitors  is  the  world-fa- 
mous Cuauhtemoc  Brewery  (Carta  Blanca  and  Bo- 
hemia beers),  which  offers  free  tours  9-3  weekdays. 
If  you  stay  in  Monterrey  overnight,  a  pleasant  in- 
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troduction  to  the  patio-style  architecture  of  Mexico's  finer 
residential  areas  is  a  twilight  horse-drawn  carriage  ride 
starting  at  the  Plaza  Hidalgo. 

Just  o  uige  of  hills  lies  Saltillo,  known  for  its 

brightly  colored  serapes.  You  can  watch  them  being  hand- 
loomed  in  several  factory-shops  in  the  central  district 
along  Victoria  street.  Nearby  are  other  shops  where  silver 
jewelry  and  papier-mache  art  objects  are  made. 

Three  medium-sized  cities,  strung  like  beads  across 
Mexico's  northern  plateau,  will  bid  you  welcome  to  the 
friendly,  very  "social"  way  of  life  typical  of  Latin  nations. 
In  addition  to  Saltillo,  you'll  find  Torreon  and  Durango 
to  be  sunny,  cheerful  cities,  scrupulously  clean  downtown, 
and  bright  with  buildings  of  pastel  green  or  pink  (clearly 
Mexico's  favorite  architectural  colors).  People  are  every- 
where, on  foot,  on  bicycles,  riding  countless  antique  buses, 
and  an  increasing  number  driving  automobiles  along 
streets  designed  for  much  different  traffic.  Be  sure  to  walk 
thi'ough  one  of  the  downtown  areas  after  dark,  when  ac- 
tivity is  at  its  height  and  many  of  the  stores  are  still  open 
to  a  wide  variety  of  customers. 

Outside  these  cities,  the  Mexican  economy  drops  to 
quite  another  level.  The  land  is  mostly  arid,  the  farming 
methods  primitive.  You  pass  through  occasional  small 
towns  of  pueblo  construction,  with  unpaved  streets  and 
marginal  sanitation.  Some  of  the  townspeople  walk  be- 
hind burrow-drawn  plows;  some  bake  adobe  bricks  in  the 
sun;  others  stand  idly  watching  the  world  (and  you)  go  by. 
However,  your  friendly  smile  and  wave  can  bridge  the  lan- 
guage and  cultural  gap  here  as  everywhere  else  in  Mexico. 

It's  a  good  idea  to  plan  an  overnight  stop  at  Durango, 
because  the  next  200  miles  of  Mex.  40  to  Mazatlan  are  all 
you'll  want  to  tackle  in  one  day.  This  twisting  road  over 
the  Sierra  Madre  range,  completed  only  in  1960,  has  be- 
come one  of  the  memorable  days  of  automobile  traveling 
in  Mexico.  The  scenery  is  magvifico,  but  to  enjoy  it  you 
should  drive  at  a  leisurely  pace  and  rest  often.  Remember 
that  big  trucks  and  buses  breeze  through  here  every  day 
without  difficulty;  you  can  do  the  same. 


To  Texas 
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Reaching  the  Pacific  near  Mazatlan,  you  abrupl 
enter  another,  more  tropic  world.  Sunsets  are  awe-insji 
ing,  beaches  wide  and  inviting,  surf  dazzling  white.  PM 
trees  and  thatched  huts  dot  the  shore  line  along  "mci 
row"  north  of  town.  The  sunning  and  swimming  are  grm 
-but  don't  get  burned  by  this  torrid  sun,  and  check  « 
undertow  conditions  daily  at  your  hotel  or  motel. 

Mazatlan  is  popular  for  its  deep-sea  fishing;  the  doJ 
(complete  with  fresh-caught  marlin  on  display i  are  j'c 
south  of  the  central  district.  Nearby  is  a  high  promonui 
offering  a  splendid  view  of  the  Pacific  at  sunset. 

Now  turn  south  on  Mex.  15.  Twenty  miles  before  \ 
reach  the  town  of  Tepic  is  a  posted  turnod  to  the  coas 
village  of  San  Bias.  You  may  wish  to  make  this  scenic 
mile  (each  way)  side  trip  down  through  lush  green  ban; 
country.  Beyond  Tepic,  your  drive  is  mountainous  ui 
you  reach  Tequila,  with  its  fields  of  spiky  maguey  pla 
from  which  Mexico's  most  distinctive  (and  powerful)  b< 
erage  is  distilled.  Here,  too,  you  begin  to  see  pineapples 
sugar  cane  fields,  coffee  trees,  and  vast  stretches  of  cat 
grazing  country.  At  the  summit  of  this  rich  agricultural 
gion  is  Guadalajara,  second-largest  city  in  Mexico. 

Guadalajara  might  well  be  called  "Flower  City," 
cause  miles  of  blossoms  line  the  avenues  and  crowd 
public  and  private  gardens.  Purple  jacaranda,  bou 
villea,  and  royal  poinciana  are  vivid  during  the  spr 
months,  and  the  thousands  of  roses  are  nothing  short 
civic  triumph.  Where  major  boulevards  intersect,  th 
are  glorietas  (traffic  circles)   with  magnificent  fountai 
The  downtown  district  has  been  completely  rebuilt  v 
big  plazas,  modern  stores,  and  wide  thoroughfares 
downtown  is  one  of  Mexico's  most  impressive— and  cle 
est — native  markets.  You  park  on  the  roof  and  survey 
colorful  bazaar  scene  before  descending  to  make  your  p 
chases  via  spirited  competitive  bargaining. 

There  is  a  fascinating  glassware  factory  near  cen 
Guadalajara  and  another  in  adjacent  Tlaquepaque 
latter  town's  plaza  is  surrounded  by  shops  selling  gl; 
pottery,  silver,  hand-woven  material,  and  a  wide  rang* 
native  handicrafts.  Here,  too,  you  can  listen  to  group* 
roving  mariachis,  the  folk-singing  entertainers  of  Me: 

Continuing  south  on  Mex.  15,  you  look  down  on  L 
Chapala,  Mexico's  largest  lake,  and  another  fertile  val 
Soon  you're  in  Indian  country,  where  towns  like  Zam 
have  had  relatively  little  Spanish  influence.  Most  inten 
ing  of  all  is  Patzcuaro  (a  brief  side  trip  just  short  of  M 
elia),  where  you  can  watch  the  famed  butterfly-net  fisl 
men.  Boatmen  will  take  you  for  a  30-minute  trip 
Lake  Patzcuaro  to  an  island  dominated  by  a  huge  mo 
ment  to  the  Mexican  patriot  Jose  Morelos. 

Morelia,  named  for  Morelos,  is  a  very  pretty  Spar 
Colonial  city;  a  local  ordinance  requires  all  new  buildi 
and  any  renovations  to  retain  the  original  pictures 
character.  Some  new  villas  atop  the  Santa  Maria  \ 
south  of  the  city  offer  outstanding  accommodations.  N 
the  massive,  stone-arched  aqueduct— built  in  the 
1700s— on  the  Mexico  City  road  outside  Morelia. 

Eastward  toward  the  capital,  another  splendid  d 
awaits  you,  through  high  country  crowned  by  cool  e 
green  forests.  Finally  you  should  glimpse  a  snow-cap 
peak,  the  Nevada  de  Toluca,  and  alongside  it  Mexii 
highest  city,  Toluca  (8,760  feet).  On  Fridays,  the  nal 
market  here  is  a  gay  jumble  of  noise,  color,  and  are 
and  if  your  bargaining  is  skillful  by  now,  you  can  s 
some  good  buys  on  handicrafts  from  all  over  Mexico 
Mexico  City:  Aztec  and  Spanish  jewel 
Mex.

To  the  south  on  Insurgentes  are  the  vigorous  architec- 
and  bold  mosaics  and  murals  of  the  University  of 
exico.  After  visiting  this  splendid  campus,  you'll  enjoy 
ch  in  the  nearby  Villa  Obregon  (also  called  San  Angel) 
trict;  the  San  Angel  Inn  has  an  especially  attractive 
den  setting.  If  possible,  attend  the  Bazaar  Sabado— 
;urday  Market,  open  only  that  day— which  sells  superb 
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art  and  craft  objects.  Not  far  away  is  the  Pedregal 
("lava")  residential  area,  with  its  luxurious  homes  built 
upon  a  tortuous  black  lava  flow. 

On  the  same  day,  you  may  also  want  to  continue  out  to 
the  Xochimilco  Floating  Gardens,  where  boatmen  com- 
pete to  carry  you  down  rather  muddy  canals  once  decked 
in  floral  splendor  for  the  Aztecs. 

Explorations  beyond  Mexico  City 

From  the  capital  city,  you  can  easily  make  side  trips  to 
both  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  oceans.  The  former  route  is 
a  ruggedly  beautiful  mountain  drive  that  takes  you  down 
to  Veracruz  via  Mexico's  volcano  country;  the  extinct 
cones  are  majestically  snow-covered. 

Along  the  way,  stop  at  Puebla,  home  of  the  nation's 
most  skilled  tile  artisans;  Orizaba,  a  brewing  center  with 
a  bracing  climate;  and  Cordoba,  known  for  its  many 
tropical  patios  and  gardens.  Veracruz  is  Mexico's  leading 
seaport,  so  sultry  it's  said  to  fluctuate  only  between  hot 
and  hotter.  (In  compensation,  the  sidewalk  cafes  stay  open 
till  all  hours  to  serve  a  seafaring  clientele  from  all  parts  of 
the  world.)  Your  return  trip  to  Mexico  City  via  Jala  pa 
takes  a  lower,  much  less  strenuous  route. 

South  from  the  capital,  Mex.  95  leads  to  Acapulco's 
land  of  tropic  dreams.  A  good  idea  is  to  go  leisurely  via 
Cuernavaca  and  Taxco,  and  return  via  super-highway. 

Cuernavaca  has  a  sizable  American  colony  and  is  a  con- 
venient vacation  retreat  from  Mexico  City's  hectic  pace. 
There's  good  shopping  along  Calle  Guerrero,  off  the  plaza. 
Taxco,  one  of  the  most  charming  spots  in  all  Mexico, 
clings  precariously  to  a  hill  and  challenges  you  to  climb  (or 
drive!)  its  steep  cobblestone  streets.  Silver  artisans  have 
fascinating  shops  all  through  the  town;  luxurious  accom- 
modations are  available  at  hilltop  hotels. 

"Acapulco  is  for  lovers,"  remarked  one  visitor  with  a 
good  deal  of  nostalgia.  And  it's  true  that  Acapulco  de- 
serves all  its  publicity  without  (yet)  becoming  another 
jaded  tourist  trap.  Everything  you'd  want  on  a  tropic 
strand  can  be  found  here— and  the  prices,  while  high  for 
Mexico,  are  lower  than  in  the  U.S. 

Your  Acapulco  days  shouldn't  be  planned  or  scheduled. 
Here  you  should  discover,  exhilarate,  and  thoroughly  en- 
joy. You  can  sun,  surf,  swim  (pool),  ski  (water),  fish,  dine, 
and  sip  cool  drinks  as  your  fancy  dictates.  You  may  want 
to  ride  a  horse-drawn  carriage,  drive  to  an  overlook  to 
view  a  sunset,  or  watch  the  divers  leap  from  the  cliffs  into 
the  sea  at  La  Quebrada.  And  if  you  need  anything  extra  to 
fill  your  time,  just  tour  the  native  market  or  choose 
among  many  activities  offered  by  all  the  hotels. 
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A  SPECIAL  CHECK  LIST  FOR  AMERICAN  TOURISTS  IN  MEXICO 


Before  you  leave  home: 

•  Obtain  a  birth  certificate  or  other  proof  of  citizenship 
for  each  family  member. 

•  Be  sure  you  have  current— no  more  than  three  years 
old  — smallpox  vaccinations,  recorded  on  the  yellow 
U.S.  Public  Health  Service  forms. 

•  Have  your  car  thoroughly  checked,  with  special  at- 
tention to  engine,  tires,  and  cooling  system. 

•  Have  in  your  possession  your  automobile  registra- 
tion papers  and  driver's  license. 

•  Bring  light,  summer-weight  clothing,  but  be  con- 
servative in  style.  Women  should  not  wear  slacks  or 
shorts  except  in  coastal  resort  areas.  Mexico  City  is 
dressy  and  also  quite  cool  at  night  because  of  its  high 
(7,500  foot)  altitude. 

•  If  possible  (though  it's  not  essential  these  days), 
learn  some  basic  Spanish.  Obtain  a  pocket-sized  phrase 
book  and  a  Spanish-English  dictionary. 

•  With  your  doctor's  help,  ready  a  small  medical  kit  of 
first-aid  items  plus  medicines  to  alleviate  symptoms  of 
motion  sickness,  high  altitude  discomfort,  stomach  up- 
sets, and  diarrhea.  (Mexico's  health  standards  are  rap- 
idly improving,  but  it's  best  to  prepare.) 

At  the  international  border: 

•  Buy  short-term  Mexican  automobile  insurance;  your 
present  policy  probably  is  not  valid  in  Mexico.  Depend- 
ing on  time  span  and  coverage,  the  cost  is  about  $2.50 
a  day.  Both  the  American  Automobile  Association  and 
the  Sanborn's  organization  sell  insurance  and  offer  maps 
and  other  free  tourist  services  in  U.S.  border  cities. 

•  On  entering  Mexico,  obtain  tourist  permits  at  the 
border  station.  For  up  to  30  days,  there  is  no  charge;  a 
6-month  tourist  card  costs  $3.  Car  permit  is  free,  but 
you  must  bring  the  vehicle  back  to  the  U.S.  by  the  date 
specified  or  risk  confiscation. 

•  Mexican  officials  may  seal  your  baggage.  Leave  seals 
in  place  until  you  pass  the  final  (so  designated)  inspec- 
tion station  inside  Mexico. 

•  On  returning  to  the  U.S.,  you  are  allowed  $100  in 
purchases  (wholesale  value)  per  person  duty  free.  See 
customs  regulations  for  some  exceptions  and  special  reg- 
ulations on  liquor  and  a  few  other  items. 

Driving  your  car  in  Mexico: 

•  Mexican  roads  are  good  to  excellent,  but  demand 
extra  care.  Pavement  and  shoulders  are  often  narrow. 
Road  repairs  are  frequent  and  not  always  well  marked. 
People  afoot  and  on  bicycles  use  the  highways,  and  cat- 
tle and  other  animals  may  cross  without  warning. 

•  Never  attempt  highway  driving  at  night;  the  hazards 
above  are  multiplied  several  times  over. 

•  Learn  Mexican  road  signs  with  the  aid  of  a  tourist 
guidebook  or  dictionary.  Caution  signs  are  scarcer  than 
in  the  U.S.,  and  the  ones  you  see  mean  business. 

•  Gas  up  whenever  your  gauge  falls  below  the  halfway 
mark,  since  service  stations  are  often  far  between. 

•  Gasoline  is  sold  at  government  Pemex  stations  only. 
Best  grade  is  Gasolmex  (90  octane,  similar  to  our  "regu- 
lar") in  the  green-and-white  pump;  it  costs  one  peso  per 
liter,  or  about  32  cents  a  gallon.  In  a  pinch,  use  Super 
Mexolina  (80  octane)  in  the  red  pump. 

•  Watch  for  the  new  government  road  patrols  in  green- 
and-orange  trucks.  They  offer  emergency  assistance  to 
tourists  at  no  charge  except  for  parts  or  gasoline. 
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Getting  along  as  a  tourist: 

•  Become  familiar  with  the  Mexican  monetary  system. 
The  exchange  rate  is  12 '•>  pesos  per  dollar;  thus  one 
peso  is  worth  eight  cents  U.S.  In  Mexico,  the  "dollar" 
sign  ($)  denotes  pesos,  not  American  dollars. 

•  You  can  exchange  currency  at  banks,  motels,  or 
hotels  throughout  Mexico.  Personal  checks  are  virtuaM 
uncashable,  but  travelers  checks  are  readily  accepted. 

•  U.S.  general -purpose  credit  cards  may  be  used  for  | 
lodging,  dining,  and  some  other  services  in  tourist  areas. 
Oil-company  cards,  however,  are  not  honored. 

•  Most  Mexicans  are  as  friendly  and  honest  as  you  are. 
But  always  count  your  change,  especially  in  establish- 
ments and  gas  stations  frequented  by  tourists.  Watch 
out  for  the. "5/50  switch":  you  hand  the  clerk  a  50-peso 
bill,  which  turns  into  a  5-peso  denomination  when  you 
look  the  other  way. 

•  Never  leave  your  car  unlocked  and  unattended,  or 
with  valuables  in  view.  Mexican  boys  will  offer  their 
services  as  car  watchers  for  one  or  two  pesos  an  hour; 
they're  reliable  but  not  infallible. 

•  Eat  and  drink  in  moderation,  and  only  in  restaurants 
recommended  by  American  tourist  agencies.  Don't  buy 
food  from  roadside  vendors,  and  drink  water  only  when 
it  has  been  purified.  If  you  do  develop  the  "turistas" 
(akin  to  flu),  rest  for  a  day  and  use  your  medical  kit. 

•  If  you  plan  any  cooking,  shop  at  the  new  "super 
mercado"  stores,  which  offer  much  the  same  variety  as 
U.S.  supermarts.  Buying  lunch  snacks  there  will  save 
you  a  stop  for  a  midday  meal  while  traveling. 

•  Most  larger  cities  now  offer  adequate  hotel  and  motel 
facilities.  Reserve  in  advance  in  Mexico  City,  if  possible, 
and  also  in  resort  areas  in  season  (December  through 
Easter).  Off-season  rates  apply  late  spring  and  summer. 

•  In  native  market  places,  bargaining  is  expected; 
large-city  stores  usually  have  fixed  prices.  In  tourist 
areas,  naturally,  you'll  pay  more  for  everything. 

•  Many  Mexican  establishments  close  for  an  afternoon 
siesta,  typically  one  to  three  p.m. 
If  you  use  commercial  transportation: 

•  Air  service  to  Mexico  City  is  offered  daily  from  sev- 
eral U.S.  cities.  One-way  jet  coach  fares:  from  New 
York,  $127;  Chicago,  $107;  Los  Angeles,  $93;  New  Or- 
leans, $62;  Houston  $46.  Family-plan  fares  and  some 
round-trip  excursions  are  also  available. 

•  Airline  travel  within  Mexico  is  low-cost  and  very 
good.  Certain  cities  (such  as  Puerto  Vallarta  and  La 
Paz)  are  reachable  only  by  plane  or  boat.  Typical 
air  fare:  Mexico  City  to  Acapulco,  $12.60. 

•  Bus  transportation  is  widely  used  in  Mexico;  the 
first-class  buses  compare  with  best  U.S.  service. 

•  Mexican  trains  are  slow  and  not  recommended  except 
for  one  daily  streamliner,  the  Aztec  Eagle,  between 
Mexico  City,  Texas,  and  St.  Louis. 

•  Several  American  and  Mexican  car-rental  agencies 
operate  in  Mexico  City  and  Acapulco.  Rates  are  com- 
parable to  those  available  in  the  U.S. 

•  It's  best  to  have  a  travel  agent  make  transportation, 
car  rental,  and  hotel  reservations  for  you;  there  is  or- 
dinarily no  additional  charge  for  this  service. 

•  Travel  agents  also  have  full  information  concerning 
many  guided  trips— ranging  from  a  half-day  orientation 
in  Mexico  City  to  a  several-weeks'  tour  of  all  Mexico.

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WHEN  YOU  CHOOSE  A  CAT. 


By  Beth  Brown 

It's  safest,  of  course,  to  buy  your  cat  from  an 
established  pet  shop  or  breeder.  Also,  free 
cats  are  always  available  from  the  local  hu- 
mane society,  or  a  friend  or  neighbor.  But 
remember  that  a  bargain  cat  can  become  ex- 
pensive if  he's  sick. 

Before  you  take  any  cat,  check  the  eyes  for 
redness  or  discharge.  The  fur  should  be  soft 
and  glossy  and  should  be  examined  for  fleas, 
lice,  ticks,  scabs,  and  bald  patches. 
Cat  or  kitten?  A  kitten  usually  means 
housebreaking  and  preparing  at  least  three 
feedings  a  day.  Also,  a  kitten  may  go  through 
a  complete  transformation  of  color,  coat,  and 
temperament  so  that  the  full-size  version 
bears  little  resemblance  to  the  animal  you 
originally  chose.  A  full-grown  cat  may  resent 
children  and  rough  handling. 
Male,  female,  or  neuter?  Male  cats  tend 
to  be  Casanovas.  The  female  inclines  to  be  a 
stay-at-home,  but  during  her  mating  period 
may  become  very  restless  and  vocal.  If  you 
grow  tired  of  the  inevitable  succession  of 
kittens  or  meanderings  of  the  male,  surgical 
desexing  is  the  logical  answer.  The  altered 
male  tends  to  become  docile  and  home-loving, 
and  the  female  to  forget  about  her  seasonal 
wails  and  forays. 

Are  neutered  cats  fat,  lazy,  or  less  reli- 
able? This  seems  to  depend  on  the  cats  and 
the  age  at  which  they  were  neutered  (6-8 
months  is  best).  They  do  tend  to  eat  exces- 
sively, though,  so  you  should  carefully  con- 
trol their  feeding  and  exercise. 
Long  hair  or  short?     A  long  hair  cat  will 
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require  more  grooming  time,  and  your  ( 
pets  and  furniture  will  demand  more  atl 
tion.  Also,  the  long  hair  is  harder  to  k 
clean  and  free  from  fleas  and  lice.  Howe 
many  people  feel  the  beauty  of  the  long 
cat  well  warrants  the  extra  care. 
Care  of  the  new  pet.  Basic  items  nee 
are  a  bed,  sanitary  pan,  feeding  dishes, 
a  scratching  post. 

The  bed  need  not  be  elaborate — a  a 
board  box  trimmed  down  for  easy  exit 
entry  works  fine.  Place  in  a  dry,  warm  pi; 
away  from  drafts.  Never  put  the  bed  ne; 
radiator  or  in  a  damp,  cold  basement. 

Line  sanitary  pan  with  shredded  pa 
sand,  sawdust,  bird  gravel,  shavings,  c 
commercial  litter.  Empty  pan  regularly 
wash  it  at  least  twice  a  week. 

Earthenware  is  desirable  for  food  and 
ter  dishes.  These  should  have  a  broad  1 
and  not  be  over  two  inches  high.  There 
many  prepared  cat  foods  that  provide  a 
anced  and  varied  diet.  If  you  feed  gro 
meat,  avoid  the  overly  fat  variety. 

Cats  have  to  scratch.  To  protect  your 
nishings,  you'll  need  a  scratching  p 
Make  by  covering  a  well-anchored,  woo 
log  with  carpet  scraps  over  catnip. 
Kids  and  Cats.  Don't  expose  the  cat  to 
children  immediately.  A  cat's  tail  and  w 
kers  are  very  sensitive  and  should  no! 
tweaked  or  pulled.  When  lifting  a  cat,  u 
full  hand  placed  under  the  animal  to  lift 
entire  body  at  one  time— do  not  pick  uj 
the  nape  of  the  neck.

YOUR  COMPLETE  GUIDE  TO  AUTOMOBILE  INSURANCE

Basic  auto  coverage  starts  with 
adequate  liability  insurance.  You 
shouldn't  think  of  operating  an  auto- 
mobile without  it,  not  even  for  a  spin 
around  the  block.  Unless  you  have 
full  liability  coverage,  an  adverse 
judgment  in  a  traffic  accident  case 
could  conceivably  cost  you  your  home, 
all  your  other  property,  the  cash  value 
in  your  life  insurance,  and  maybe  a 
good  share  of  your  salary  for  many 
years  to  come. 

Liability  insurance  protects  you 
against  claims  resulting  from  bodily 
injury  or  property  damage  suffered 
by  someone  else  in  an  auto  accident 
where  you  are  judged  to  be  at  fault. 
It  protects  you,  members  of  your 
family,  and  anyone  else  who  drives 
your  car  with  your  permission.  In 
addition,  your  liability  policy  covers 
you  and  members  of  your  family 
driving  someone  else's  car  with  his 
permission.  Liability  coverage  in- 
cludes your  legal  defense  if  you  are 
sued  as  the  result  of  an  auto  accident. 

Limits  of  liability  coverage  are 
usually  expressed  by  a  series  of  three 
numbers  separated  by  slashes,  such 
as  "10/20/5."  This  means  that  for  any 
one  accident,  your  insurance  com- 
pany will  pay  no  more  than: 

•  $10,000  for  injuries  suffered  by  any 
one  person; 

•  $20,000  for  all   injuries  resulting 
from  the  accident; 

•  $5,000    for   property   damage   re- 
sulting from  the  accident. 

How  much  liability  coverage 
should  you  have?  In  some  states 
(New  York,  Massachusetts,  and 
North  Carolina),  you  must  have  a 
basic  minimum  amount  of  liability 
coverage  before  you  can  license  your 
car.  In  most  others,  "financial  re- 
sponsibility" laws  state  that  if  you 
have  an  accident,  regardless  of  who  is 
at  fault,  your  driving  privileges  will 
be  revoked  unless  you  prove  your 
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financial  responsibility.  (In  Illinois, 
for  example,  you  may  be  required  to 
post  a  bond  or  security  of  as  much  as 
$25,000  with  the  secretary  of  state.) 
Valid  and  adequate  insurance,  ob- 
viously, is  the  best  proof  of  your 
ability  to  settle  a  claim. 

The  usual  minimum  amount  speci- 
fied by  financial  responsibility  laws  is 
10/20/5,  though  a  few  states  have 
higher  or  lower  minimums. 

You  probably  should  carry  higher 
limits  than  these  minimums.  The 
trend  in  personal  injury  suits  has 
been  to  bigger  and  bigger  judgments. 
A  new  record  high  was  set  recently 
when  a  New  Jersey  youngster  was 
awarded  $1,200,000  in  damages.  Be- 
fore 1951,  the  largest  such  award  was 
$260,000,  but  since  then  there  have 
been  more  than  50  judgments  high- 
er than  that.  While  such  judgments 
are  unusual  (and  often  involve  claims 
against  large  companies,  not  individ- 
uals), there  have  been  correspond- 
ing increases  all  along  the  line. 

Fortunately,    additional    liability 

insurance  costs  less  than  you  might 

expect.  For  example,  in  Columbus, 

Ohio,   one   major  company   charges 

$37.80  a  year  for  10/20/5  coverage. 

Here's  what  higher  coverages  would 

cost: 

Liability  Annual  Cost 

$  25,000/$  50,000/$  5,000  $41.58 
$  50,000/$100,000/$10,000  $47.25 
$100,000/$300,000/$10,000    $50.27 

Uninsured  motorists  coverage 

protects  you  from  bodily  injury  losses 
only  (not  car  damage),  in  case  you 
are  involved  in  an  accident  with  a 
hit-run  driver-  or  a  motorist  who 
doesn't  have  liability  insurance.  The 
uninsured  motorist  policy  works  this 
way:  Your  insurance  pays  you  the 
amount  the  hit-run  or  uninsured 
driver  would  be  legally  liable  to  pay. 
This  coverage  costs  just  a  few  dollars 


a  year,  and  it's  surely  worth  having. 

Collision  insurance  is  one  cover- 
age your  lender  will  demand  if  you 
buy  your  car  on  time.  It  pays  for 
damage  to  your  car  caused  by  colli- 
sion with  another  object  or  by  upset, 
no  matter  whose  fault  it  is. 

Although  full  collision  coverage  is 
available,  it's  so  expensive  that  most 
policies  are  written  on  a  $50  or  $100 
deductible  basis.  This  means  you  pay 
for  any  damage  up  to  the  deductible 
amount,  and  the  insurance  company 
pays  the  rest.  The  company  avoids 
paying  minor  claims,  but  at  the  same 
time  protects  you  from  a  major  loss. 
(Some  companies  vary  the  formula 
and  provide  80  per  cent  coverage  for 
damage  up  to  a  certain  amount,  say 
$250,  then  full  coverage.) 

Collision  coverage  is  valuable  even 
if  an  accident  isn't  your  fault.  Your 
insurance  company  will  pay  imme- 
diately for  your  car's  damage  (above 
the  deductible  amount),  and  then  try 
to  collect  the  whole  amount  from  the 
party  at  fault.  However,  as  your  car 
grows  older,  collision  coverage  be- 
comes less  of  a  buy.  During  the  first 
few  years,  your  premiums  for  collision 
go  down  roughly  in  proportion  to  the 
value  of  your  car.  But  after  a  while- 
three  or  four  years— the  premiums 
level  out  while  your  car  keeps  on  de- 
preciating. 

Since  the  insurance  company  will 
never  pay  you  more  than  the  current 
fair  market  value  of  your  car,  you 
reach  a  point  where  you're  paying 
rather  high  premiums  for  a  small 
amount  of  coverage.  The  repairs 
needed  after  a  fairly  serious  accident 
might  run  more  than  the  car  is  worth, 
and  thus  more  than  your  insurer  will 
pay.  So  if  your  car  is  five  or  six  years 
old,  it's  a  good  idea  to  consider 
dropping  your  collision  coverage. 

Comprehensive  insurance  cov- 
ers most  of  the  things  besides  colli- 
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sions  that  can  happen  to  your  car.  It 
pays  if  your  car  or  any  part  of  it  is 
damaged  by  fire,  lightning,  flood, 
windstorm,  falling  objects,  or  van- 
dalism; theft  is  also  covered.  In  some 
states,  comprehensive  is  available 
with  a  $50  deductible  feature,  which 
usually  cuts  the  premium  in  half. 

Medical  payments  coverage 
takes  care  of  medical  expenses— or 
funeral  costs— for  you  and  your 
passengers.  It  also  covers  you  and 
members  of  your  family  while  they 
are  pedestrians.  The  policy  pays  im- 
mediately, regardless  of  who  is  at 
fault  for  the  accident. 

If  your  family  has  adequate  hos- 
pitalization insurance,  you  may  feel 
you  can  do  without  this  coverage.  On 
the  other  hand,  there  are  good  rea- 
sons to  have  it  anyway.  Every  re- 
sponsible motorist  feels  an  obligation 
for  the  well-being  of  his  passengers. 
This  insurance  meets  that  obligation 
without  making  it  necessary  to  resort 
to  legal  action.  In  addition,  you  may 
need  the  extra  coverage  to  pay  for  the 
substantial  medical  expenses  which 
can  result  from  an  auto  accident. 

Road  service  coverage  is  avail- 
able at  a  nominal  annual  amount;  it 
pays  for  on-the-road  service  needed 
to  get  your  car  rolling  again,  or  for 
towing  to  a  garage. 

How  much  does  auto  insur- 
ance cost?  It  depends  on  your  sex, 
where  you  live,  how  old  you  are,  what 
kind  of  car  you  drive,  how  you  use  it, 
your  traffic  record,  the  coverage  you 
decide  to  buy,  and  the  company  from 
which  you  buy  the  insurance. 

Because  their  age-group  has  a  high 
proportion  of  accidents,  unmarried 
male  drivers  under  25  pay  insurance 
premiums  far  higher  than  average — 
up  to  four  times  the  adult  rate.  On 
the  other  hand,  drivers  in  low-claim 
rural  areas  usually  pay  less  than  those 
from  high-claim  urban  areas. 

Many  insurers — the  "bureau  com- 
panies"—follow  rates  established  by 
national  rating  bureaus.  These  rates, 
arrived  at  by  pooling  the  claims  ex- 
periences of  companies  that  support 
the  bureaus,  are  the  "manual  rates" 
insurance  agents  speak  of. 

In  contrast,  the  so-called  "inde- 
pendent" companies  set  rates  accord- 
ing to  their  own  experiences.  Since 
they  tend  to  be  more  selective  in  as- 
suming risks,  their  rates  generally  are 


lower  than  bureau  standard  rates.  In 
recent  years,  however,  the  bureau 
companies  have  offered  special  dis- 
counts to  drivers  who  present  less  of 
a  risk.  They  have  also  developed 
package  policies  combining  a  number 
of  coverages  and  costing  less  than 
other  bureau  company,  offerings. 

A  third  group,  the  "mail-order" 
companies,  offers  good  buys  to  people 
who  qualify  as  unusually  good  risks. 
Many  of  these  insurers  serve  only 
special  groups,  such  as  officers  in  the 
armed  forces  or  nondrinkers. 

Here  are  some  sound  rules  for  auto 
insurance  shopping: 

1.  Price  the  coverages  you 
want.  Concentrate  on  essential  pro- 
tection, and  compare  costs  offered  by 
several  companies  for  each  type  of 
coverage. 

2.  Find  out  what  discounts  you 
can  get.  Insurance  companies  offer 
important  savings  to  many  classes  of 
drivers;  however,  discounts  vary 
from  state  to  state  and  insurer  to  in- 
surer. Some  important  ones  include: 

•  Second  car  discount.  If  you  own  two 
cars,  many  companies  offer  a  10  per 
cent  discount  on  both  of  them;  other 
insurers  deduct  20  per  cent  on  liabili- 
ty and  10  per  cent  on  collision. 

•  Compact  car  discount.  If  your  car 
qualifies  as  a  compact,  you  may  get  a 
10  per  cent  discount. 

•  Safe  driver  discount.  This  can  save 
you  15  per  cent  if  for  the  last  three 
years  you've  had  no  major  traffic 
violations  or  accidents  that  were  your 
fault.  One  drawback:  if  you  do  have 
an  accident,  your  rate  can  go  higher 
than  standard. 

•  Good-student  discount.  One  com- 
pany offers  a  20  per  cent  discount  on 
insurance  for  your  son  under  25  if  he 
has  a  "B"  average,  is  on  the  dean's 
list  or  honor  roll,  or  is  in  the  upper  20 
per  cent  of  his  class. 

•  Driver  training  discount.  If  your 
son  under  25  drives  your  car,  the  high 
cost  of  insuring  him  can  drop  10  per 
cent  if  he  passes  an  accredited  driver 
training  course. 

3.  Check  the  final  price.  Dis- 
counts are  important — but  compare 
total  net  costs.  Some  firms  offer  lots 
of  discounts,  but  apply  them  to  rates 
that  are  quite  high. 

4.  Compare  service.  After  you've 
narrowed  the  field  to  a  few  firms  that 
offer  the  coverage  you  want  at  favor- 


able rates,  find  out  whether  there  is 
an  agent  close  at  hand  who  can  help 
you  in  case  of  a  claim.  (Some  firms  of- 
fering attractive  low-cost  coverages 
have  no  nationwide  system  of  agents 
or  claim  adjusters.) 

What  if  your  insurance  is  can- 
celed? People  whose  insurance  has 
been  terminated  by  one  company 
generally  have  a  hard  time  getting 
coverage  elsewhere.  But  if  you  can 
get  a  company  to  consider  your  case 
on  its  individual  merits,  you  may  be 
able  to  get  coverage.  Something  to 
think  about:  other  insurance  needs 
for  your  home  or  business  may 
prompt  a  company  writing  this  kind 
of  coverage  to  take  another  look  at 
your  case. 

If  you  are  canceled  because  of  re- 
peated or  serious  moving  violations, 
involvement  in  serious  accidents,  or 
drunken  driving,  you  will  probably 
have  to  depend  on  your  state's  "as- 
signed risk"  plan.  Under  this  arrange- 
ment, each  firm  operating  in  the  state 
must  assume  a  portion  of  the  insur- 
ance for  those  who  cannot  obtain  cov- 
erage elsewhere.  The  rates  are  high, 
and  all  you  can  buy  is  the  minimum 
liability  demanded  by  your  state. 

A  new  driver -rating  system 
may  result  in  higher  auto  insurance 
premiums  for  many  young  single  men 
and  women  (and  lower  premiums  for 
some  other  motorists).  Proposed  by 
the  national  rate-setting  bureaus  used 
by  many  firms— those  that  follow  the 
"manual"  rates— the  changes  indi- 
cate a  new  trend  toward  individual- 
izing auto  insurance  premiums. 

Single  girls  under  21  will  pay  more. 
Recent  claims  studies  show  they 
are  worse-than-average  risks,  so  their 
new  rates  will  be  higher,  the  amount 
depending  upon  their  exact  age  and 
other  factors. 

Young  male  drivers  will  be  rated 
by  their  exact  age.  Instead  of  lump- 
ing all  youthful  drivers  into  an  "un- 
der 25"  category,  the  new  rates  call 
for  the  17-year-old  to  pay  more  than 
the  24-year-old  does.  And  "youthful" 
will  include  bachelors  up  to  age  29. 

Comprehensive  rates  will  also  be 
based  on  age  and  marital  status.  Pre- 
miums are  now  figured  only  on  the 
value  of  the  car,  but  under  the  new 
rate  system,  age  and  marital  status 
of  the  principal  operator  will  help  de- 
termine the  rate.

A  glass-enclosed,  miniature 
garden  will  give  you  hours  of 
enjoyment  as  well  as  a  con- 
versation piece  that  will  en- 
hance any  room  of  the  house.

Choose  a  clear-  or  tinted-glass 
container  (a  large  bottle, 
brandy  snifter,  or  fishbowl) 
to  serve  as  your  terrarium. 
Many  common  house  plants 
grow  well  in  the  moist,  en- 
closed atmosphere.  Once  it  is 
planted,  an  interesting  gar- 
den of  this  type  requires  very 
little  of  your  attention. 

Terrarium  tips 

Polish  the  glass  container  un- 
til it  sparkles,  and  spread  a 
thin  layer  of  charcoal  flakes  on 
the  bottom.  Line  inside  of  glass 
to  proposed  soil  line  with  gar- 
den moss — green  side  out — or 
with  sphagnum  moss.  Add  an 
inch  of  washed  gravel  and  cover 
with  a  soil  mixture  of  2  parts 
loam,  2  parts  coarse  sand  or 
perlite,  and  1  part  leaf  mold. 

Stones  or  small  pieces  of 
driftwood  can  be  included  for 
interest.  Water  just  enough  to 
barely  moisten  soil  through. 
Cover  top  with  glass  or  plastic 
to  keep  moisture  in.  Water 
again  only  when  soil  feels  dry 
or  plants  show  slight  wilting. 
Keep  it  in  bright  light,  but  not 
in  direct  sun.  When  moisture 
condenses  on  side  of  container, 
remove  cover  for  a  few  hours.

THE  KNOW-HOW  OF  HERBS 


By  Minnie  Worthen  Muenscher 

Cooking  with  herbs  is  a  habit  worth  acquir- 
ing. The  smell  of  herb  bread  fresh  from  the 
oven,  of  an  herb-seasoned  pot  roast  simmer- 
ing on  the  range,  of  mint  tea  brewing  in  a 
china  teapot— gives  a  fragrant  message  of 
welcome  to  family  and  friends  as  they  enter 
the  kitchen. 

It's  fun  to  explore  the  many  well-known 
uses  for  herbs',  dill  in  cucumber  pickles,  sage 
in  stuffings,  basil  in  tomatoes,  savory  in 
string  beans,  chives  in  potato  salad,  parsley 
in  buttered  new  potatoes.  But  have  you  tried 
other  herbs  or  other  uses  for  familiar  herbs? 
Experiment  for  happy  results. 

When  you  use  a  new  herb,  taste  it  and  con- 

ider  what  foods  it  would  complement  best. 

You  might  start  by  trying  a  little  powdered 

ry  mint  in  apple  pie,  in  both  filling  and 

rust,  rosemary  in  lamb  stew,  basil  in  scram- 

led  eggs,  sage  in  cornbread,  cardamom  in 

ingerbread.  The  wonderful  rewards  in  flavor 

ill  spark  your  creativity.  When  you  first 

ry  an  herb,  use  a  very  little.  Add  a  little 

ore  each  time  until  you  find  your  right 

mount. 

Caution:  Don't  become  over-enthusiastic 

n  your  use  of  herbs.  If  you  use  them  every 

eal,  you  may  become  tired  of  them.  Or,  if 

ou  use  them  in  several  dishes  in  one  meal, 

ou  may  not  fully  appreciate  each  individual 

erb.  One  herb-seasoned  dish  per  meal  is  a 

ood  rule-of-thumb. 

Some  herbs  to  use  and  where  to  use  them. 


Toasted  herb  bread  is  a  cheerful  way  to 
start  your  day  but  don't  add  oregano  to  your 
breakfast  eggs  the  same  morning.  Oven-fried 
chicken  with  a  pinch  of  marjoram  is  a  treat 
for  dinner;  but  wait  until  tomorrow  before 
you  add  thyme  to  carrots,  or  toasted  sesame 
seeds  to  cherry  cobbler. 

Herbs  are  compatible  so  don't  hesitate  to 
use  several  kinds  together.  For  baking  herb 
bread,  keep  on  hand  a  mixture  of  one  table- 
spoon each  of  parsley,  chives,  oregano,  and 
summer  savory  and  one  teaspoon  each  of 
rosemary  and  basil ;  or  equal  amounts  of  sage, 
marjoram,  and  chives;  or  of  caraway,  sage, 
and  nutmeg.  Use  about  one  tablespoon  of  this 
mixture  to  a  loaf  of  bread;  you  may  want  less 
or  more.  For  meat  loaf,  mix  chives,  savory, 
and  oregano  with  a  pinch  of  rosemary  and 
basil;  or  parsley,  lovage,  and  chives. 

To  the  parsley  for  deviled  eggs,  add  a  little 
thyme  or  marjoram;  to  chicken  soup,  a  com- 
bination of  bay  leaf,  parsley,  and  marjoram. 
Soups  and  salads  are  especially  good  with 
herb  mixtures;  so  are  eggs  and  stews.  For- 
tunately, many  of  the  supermarkets  and 
shops  have  large  assortments  of  dried  herbs 
and  herb  seeds. 

Trying  new  herbs  and  new  ways  with  herbs 
adds  a  thrill  to  cooking,  makes  preparing 
food  an  art  and  an  adventure,  and  in  a  way 
links  your  life  with  the  past  and  the  future. 
It's  safe  to  guess  that  your  grandmother  used 
herbs  and  undoubtedly  your  granddaughter 
will  too.

Cook  to  hard-ball 
stage  (250°  on  your  candy  ther- 
mometer). Add  vanilla.  Pour 
syrup  slowly  over  hot  popped 
corn,  stirring  just  to  mix 
thoroughly.  Butter  hands  light- 
ly and  shape  mixture  into  2- 
inch  balls. 

Pink  Popcorn  Balls 
Prepare  as  for  white  popcorn 
balls  above  but  omit  vinegar,  to 
insure  pretty  pink  color,  and 
vanilla.  Add  Yi  teaspoon  red 
food  coloring  and  Yi  teaspoon 
peppermint  extract  to  cooked 
syrup.

(Apples  will  stay  nice  and 
bright  if  brushed  with  lemon  juice  first.)

Could  you  please  tell  me  how  to  get  my  7-year-old  tulip  tree 
(liriodendrori)  to  bloom?  Is  there  a  special  fertilizer  I  might 
apply?  E.C.G.,  Hermiston,  Oregon 

Tulip  trees,  for  some  reason,  just  can't  be  rushed.  They  take 
their  own  sweet  time  about  coming  into  bloom;  but  once  they 
start,  they  continue  faithfully.  One  huge  specimen,  planted  in 
1876  on  the  campus  of  the  University  of  California  at  Berke- 
ley, gives  a  beautiful  show  each  summer.  The  tulip  tree  likes 
lots  of  summer  heat  and,  in  general,  does  best  when  growth 
is  slow  and  steady.  However,  you  might  help  it  along  by  ap- 
plying a  balanced  fertilizer  around  the  drip  line  of  the 
branches  in  late  spring.  One  good  feeding  a  year  should  be 
enough.  Don't  lose  faith  in  it  yet! 

What  must  I  do  to  get  a  full  crop  of  unblemished  fruit  from  my 
apple  trees?  The  leaves  curl,  turn  black  and  fall  off  soon  after 
the  floiver  petals  drop.  J.J.C.,  Bremerton,  Washington 

The  leaves  are  probably  curling  because  of  the  attacks  of 
aphids  and  the  lean  fruit  crop  is  due  to  lack  of  sufficient 
spraying  with  insecticides.  The  big  growers  in  the  Northwest 
who  depend  on  apples  as  their  money  crop,  know  the  value  of 
dormant  spraying  as  the  great  equalizer — it  kills  overwinter- 
ing pests  from  last  year  and  protects  against  new  infestations. 
Apply  this  with  as  much  pressure  as  possible  over  the  entire 
tree  before  leaf  and  flower  buds  open — spray  when  24  hours 
of  above-freezing  temperatures  will  follow. 

Half  a  dozen  more  sprayings  are  necessary,  using  a  mixture 
of  insecticides  and  fungicide— many  chemical  companies  put 
out  specific  blends  for  orchard  use.  Here  is  the  general  spray 
calendar:  apply  1)  just  before  the  flower  buds  open;  2)  when 
most  of  the  blossoms  have  fallen;  3)  one  week  after  petal-fall; 
4) two  weeks  later;  5)  two  weeks  later;  6)  four  weeks  later. 
Pears  also  demand  this  spray  program,  but  the  rewards  are 
perfect,  full-sized,  sound  tasty  fruits. 

The  rose  catalogs  shoic  so  many  beautiful  roses  that  I  find  it  very 
difficult  to  make  a  choice.  Would  you  please  recommend  the  best 
12  roses?  A.L.,  Tucson,  Arizona 

This  is  a  favorite  "argument"  at  rose  society  meetings — 
and  it  never  ends!  Nevertheless,  I'm  happy  to  recommend 
some  of  my  favorites.  Two  share  honors  for  top-of-the-list 
ratings:  Tropicana,  the  brilliant  neon-orange  hybrid  tea,  and 
Peace,  the  wonderful  yellow  and  pink  hybrid  tea.  Both  are 
internationally  known  and  grown. 

Seven  other  hybrid  teas  are:  King's  Ransom,  golden-yel- 
low; White  Knight,  white;  Sutter's  Gold,  yellow;  First  Love, 
dawn  pink;  Eclipse,  butter  yellow;  Duet,  pink;  and  Chrysler 
Imperial,  crimson.  Two  outstanding  floribundas  are  Ivory 
Fashion  (ivory-white)  and  Vogue  (cherry-red).  My  favorite 
grandiflora  is  the  incomparable,  clear  pink  Queen  Elizabeth. 
If  I  were  to  add  another  rose  to  make  it  a  baker's  dozen,  I'd 
cheerfully  recommend  Avon,  one  of  the  best  fragrant  reds 
yet  introduced. 


1  was  recently  given  an  angelwing  begonia  and  would  appreciate 
it  if  you  would  acquaint  me  with    its  cultural  requirements. 

L.P.  May  wood,  California 
The  ideal  soil  mix  for  the  angelwing  begonia  consists  of 

2  parts  oak  leaf  mold,  1  part  peat  moss  or  fir  bark  and  1  part 
sand.  Daily  light  waterings  that  approximate  the  rains  of 
the  tropic  forests  will  speed  up  growth.  The  best  fertilizer  for 
this  begonia  is  one  of  the  liquid  organic  types— preferably  one 
derived,  from  fish.  Feed  half  the  recommended  strength 
each  month  from  early  spring  to  October  1  to  help  the  plants 
make  marvelous  growth  as  well  as  set  good  blooms. 

The  angelwing  begonia  grows  outdoors  in  Southern  Cali- 
fornia— treat  as  a  lath  house  or  greenhouse  plant  from  Mon- 
terey Bay  northward — so  you  can  set  your  plant  outside  in  a 
partially  shaded,  protected  spot  that  is  free  from  cold  winds 
as  well  as  direct  rays  of  the  hot  sun.  Pruning  will  be  necessary 
after  the  plant  is  two  years  old.  Thin  out  the  old,  weak  canes 
and  shorten  the  main  framework  by  about  one-fourth.  The 
best  time  to  prune  is  in  late  March.  If  you  want  more  plants, 
make  cuttings  from  the  trimmings  and  root  them  in  pots  or 
flats  filled  with  coarse  sand.  In  six  to  eight  weeks  they  will 
develop  a  good  mass  of  roots. 

I  have  had  bad  luck  trying  to  overivinter  my  geraniums.  What 
method  do  you  use?  V.C.,  Williamina,  Oregon 

The  simplest  system  is  to  dig  the  plants  in  mid-September, 
plant  them  in  pots  or  tubs,  and  set  inside  near  a  window 
where  they  can  get  as  much  light  as  possible.  Water  them 
only  when  the  soil  becomes  rather  dry.  In  March,  take  4-inch- 
long  cuttings  from  tip  growth  and  root  in  moist  sand.  The 
husky  young  plants  will  actually  grow  better  than  the  par- 
ents when  set  outdoors  in  late  spring.  They  will  supply  inter- 
est and  color  in  your  garden  by  mid-June. 

In  addition  to  the  full-sized  tomatoes,  I'd  like  a  small-fruited 
kind.  Which  do  you  suggest?  M.T.,  Provo,  Utah 

The  newest  improvement  is  one  that  hit  the  market  a 
couple  of  years  ago.  It  is  called  Atom  and  the  fruits  are  about 
an  inch  across  and  "bite-sized"— perfect  for  tossing  whole  in 
a  salad.  It  bears  heavy  crops  on  18-inch-high  plants— either 
indoors  or  out.  It  grows  and  bears  well  under  short  daylight 
conditions,  so  should  be  a  real  winner  in  your  area. 

A  garden  club  lecturer  recently  recommended  the  top  of  the  re- 
frigerator as  an  ideal  place  to  germinate  seeds.  What  do  you  say? 

M.R.,  Idaho  Falls,  Idaho 
It's  great!  It's  always  warm  because  of  the  ever-operating 
motor,  and  the  heat  is  evenly  distributed.  Because  of  this 
steady  bottom  heat,  germination  is  quick.  Pat  Antonelli,  the 
noted  California  hybridizer,  taught  me  years  ago  that  this 
is  a  good  spot  to  start  tuberous  begonia  and  gloxinia  seed. 

7s  it  safe  to  add  rotted  leaves  from  ice  plant  (mesembryanthe- 
mum)  to  the  compost  heap?  G.L.,  Riverside,  California 

It's  not  only  safe,  it's  good.  A  recent  commercial  analysis 
shows  it  has  many  of  the  good  qualities  of  oak  leaf  mold  and 
is  less  acid.  It  is  high  in  nitrogen,  calcium,  and  potash.

KNIFE  KNOW-HOW 

Why  have  several  kinds  of  kitchen  knives? 
Two  main  reasons,  really:  1.  they'll  save 
meal  preparation  time  and  make  the  job 
easier;  2.  they'll  make  a  difference  in  how 
the  food  looks  when  served. 

When  shopping  for  knives,  choose  blades 
of  high  quality— high-carbon,  stain-re- 
sistant steel.  Be  sure  to  actually  pick  up 
the  knife  you're  interested  in— it  should 
feel  well  balanced  in  your  hand. 

Several  cutting  edges  are  available. 
Knives  with  wavy,  fluted,  or  serrated  edges 
rarely  need  sharpening.  Some  of  the  blades 
have  edges  of  super-hard  tungsten  carbide 
which  will  stay  sharp  for  many  years. 

Store  knives  separately  or  in  a  custom 
holder  to  protect  the  edges.  And  remem- 
ber, a  dull  knife  can  be  dangerous— you 
have  to  force  t*he  blade,  which  can  lead  to 
accidents.  Here  are  some  of  the  most  im- 
portant knife  shapes  and  their  uses.

Most  big  newspapers  report  the  daily  ups  and  downs  < 
stocks.  Not  all  list  the  same  number  of  stocks  or  all  the  ii 
formation  concerning  individual  stocks,  but  their  tables  U. 
low  the  same  pattern,  and  the  abbreviations  used  arc 
tially  the  same.  Here  is  what  a  full  report  on  a  stock  migl 
look  like.  We'll  call  our  mythical  company  Space  Power  In

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The  1964  high  and  low  figures  mean  that  at  some  time  th 
year  the  common  stock  of  Space  Power  Inc.  sold  for  as  hij 
as  $57,123  2  and  as  low  as  $39.50.  These  figures  let  investo 
compare  each  day's  prices  with  the  year's  range. 

Next  is  the  abbreviated  name  of  the  stock— "Spa  Po" 
our  example— generally  followed  by  information  on  the  cor 
pany's  dividend  payments  during  the  previous  12-mom 
period.  In  this  instance,  Space  Power  has  paid  $1.60  p 
share,  or  40  cents  each  quarter.  The  small  letter  following  tl 
dividend  figure  (in  this  case  an  "a")  is  a  reference  to  a  footno 
below  the  stock  table  that  gives  further  information  on  tl 
dividend.  The  footnote  might  say  "plus  stock,"  indicatii 
there  was  a  distribution  of  stock  on  top  of  the  cash  dividen 

Sales  in  100s  show  how  many  shares  of  the  stock  we 
traded  that  day.  In  this  case,  the  total  was  21,900  share 
which  would  be  fairly  heavy  activity.  Sales  are  usually  quot< 
in  100-share  units,  which  are  called  round  lots.  (Anything  le 
is  called  an  odd  lot  and  doesn't  come  over  the  ticker  fro 
which  brokers — and  newspapers — get  their  figures.  There  a 
a  few  exceptions — extremely  high-priced  stocks — where  1 
share  units  constitute  round  lots.) 

The  next  four  figures,  all  in  dollars,  give  the  opening  pri 
at  which  the  stock  traded,  followed  by  the  high  and  low  f 
the  day,  and  the  closing  price.  Afternoon  newspapers,  d 
pending  on  the  part  of  the  country  they  are  published  in  ai 
what  time  they  come  out,  may  show  the  last  price  (pegg 
by  the  hour)  before  their  deadlines  rather  than  the  day's  clc 
ing  prices.  Morning  papers  always  show  the  previous  daj 
close.  On  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange  the  smallest  pri 
differential  from  trade  to  trade  is  usually  H  of  a  dollar 
123-2C-  The  American  Exchange  reports  in  l/16s.  Local  € 
changes  sometimes  have  trade  variances  of  pennies.  T 
movements  of  Space  Power  during  the  trading  day  reflect  t 
sort  of  fluctuations  that  can  generally  be  expected  of  an  acti 
stock  on  a  major  exchange. 

The  last  column  gives  the  net  change  from  the  previo 
day's  close.  In  our  example,  the  price  of  Space  Power  Ir 
went  up  373^c  that  day. 

Since  preferred  stocks  are  listed  along  with  common  stocl 
the  name  of  the  same  company  may  appear  twice,  or  ev 
three  times,  on  the  table.  The  common  stock  listing  is  fii 
in  such  cases.  Then  comes  the  preferred  stock,  identified 
the  letters  "pf"  following  the  abbreviated  name  of  the  coi 
pany.  Some  companies  have  several  preferred  issues.  Thf 
would  be  identified  with  numerals  indicating  the  varic 
stated  dividend  rates.

What's 
more,  stock  gifts  to  minors  can  help 
ease  your  family's  tax  burden. 

Under  the  Internal  Revenue  Service 
Code,  you  may  give  each  child  a  gift  up 
to  $3,000  in  any  one  year  without  pay- 
ing federal  gift  tax.  If  the  gift  is  secu- 
rities (or  other  income-producing  prop- 
erty) all  the  income  from  the  gift  then 
belongs  to  the  child.  This  means  that  no 
federal  income  tax  is  payable  on  it  until 
the  child's  total  income  exceeds  $900  a 
year — the  $600  personal  exemption  and 
the  $300  standard  deduction  — or  even 
$1,000  a  year  if  the  income  is  in  divi- 
dends, because  of  the  new  $100  divi-

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dend  exclusion.  At  the  same  tunc,  you 
can  continue  to  claim  the  child  as  an 
exemption  on  your  tax  return  either 
until  he  is  19  or  for  as  long  as  he  goes  to 
school  while  you  support  him. 
You  can  also  take  advantage  ol 
the  federal  gift  tax  exclusion  by  making 
a  gift  of  money  rather  than  securities. 
The  money  may  be  put  into  a  custodial 
account  with  a  broker  or  bank  to  buy 
securities  later.  You  may  add  funds 
the  account  as  needed  to  exercise  sto 
rights  or  to  purchase  additional  shan 
You  can  also  make  use  of  the  Monthly 
Investment  Plan  of  the  New  York 
Stock  Exchange. 

Until  your  child  is  21,  you  or  any 
other  member  of  the  family  can  be 
named  custodian  of  the  account.  As 
custodian  you  may  buy  and  sell  securi- 
ties, reinvest  the  proceeds,  and  collect 
dividends  for  him. 

However,  any  stocks  placed  directly 
in  the  name  of  a  minor  cannot  be  sold 
or  transferred  without  having  a  guard- 
ian appointed.  Since  this  is  an  awk- 
ward procedure  in  many  circumstances, 
using  the  custodial  account  is  usually 
a  wiser  idea. 

If  your  child  should  ever  need  some 
of  the  funds  invested  in  the  account  for 
his  support,  maintenance,  education,  or 
general  use  and  benefit,  you — or  who- 
ever else  serves  as  custodian— may 
make  the  decision.  In  most  states,  par- 
ents or  guardians,  or  the  child  himself 
if  he  has  reached  14,  may  petition  the 
proper  court  to  turn  over  part  or  all  of 
the  funds  to  be  used  for  these  purpos> 
Once  you've  invested  in  securities 
for  your  youngster,  show  him  how  to 
keep  track  of  them  on  his  own.  Point 
out  that  no  stock  can  be  bought  and 
tucked  away  forever.  Industries  change 
and  so  do  companies.  Some  major 
growth  firms  have  fallen  upon  hard 
times,  and  even  some  "blue  chip", 
stocks  have  changed  color  in  time 

When  the  company's  quarterly  finan- 
cial statement  indicates  trouble,  check 
with  your  broker  to  see  if  the  situati 
can  be  clarified.  If  the  decline  seems 
be  a  temporary  situation,  don't  wor: 
about  it,  but  keep  a  close  check  on  tl 
figures  for  the  next  three-month  perio 
However,  if  the  drop  seems  to  be  due 
some  major  miscalculation  on  the  co: 
pany's    part,    or    some    fundamem 
change  in  the  company's  business,  yoi 
might    seriously    consider    selling    th( 
stock  and  investing  the  money  in  a  mort 
promising  firm. 

You  should  also  review  your  child's 
stocks  at  least  once  a  year  to  see  thai 
they  still  meet  his  over-all  investment 
objectives.  As  his  goals  change,  sc 
should  the  types  of  stocks  he  owns 
Again,  the  broker  can  help  you  decide
